One Hundred Fifty-eighth Session 
One Hundred Sixty-ninth Anniversary 


The Seventh Day Baptist General Conference convened for 
the one hundred fifty-eighth session and its one hundred sixty- 
ninth anniversary August 9-15, 1970, at Milton College, Milton, 
Wisconsin, at the invitation of the North Central Association. 
Emphasis for the year was brought to a climax at General Con- 
ference through development of the theme, “Called Apart — To 
Be a Part.” 

SUNDAY EVENING 

The social room of the Milton Seventh Day Baptist Church 
was the scene of a reception for honored guests on Sunday, 
August 9, at 8:00 p.m. Conference president, the Rev. Edgar F. 
Wheeler and Mrs. Wheeler headed the receiving line of honorees; 
also Stephen Thorngate, M.D., first vice-president of General 
Conference and Mrs. Thorngate; the Rev. and Mrs. Leon R. 
Lawton, executive vice-president, Missionary Society; the Rev. 
and Mrs. Grover S. Brissey, returned missionaries from Jamaica; 
and Pastor and Mrs. Leroy Bass, missionaries on furlough from 
Guyana. The Rev. Everett T. Harris, retiring executive vice- 
president, Missionary Society and Mrs. Harris were unable to 
be present for the occasion and for General Conference. 

A special event in the lives of Conference President and Mrs. 
Wheeler was also recognized. To honor their twenty-fifth wedding 
anniversary, mementos with appropriate inscriptions and rhymes, 
a “Wheel-r-barrow,” a wishing well, and an arrangement of 
roses, holding love-gifts of silver and green, were on display.

A rousing hymn, “God of Grace and God of Glory,” provided 
the opening declaration of praise by the Conference delegation, 
prior to the Bible study, led by the Rev. Duane L. Davis. The 
text, 1 Peter 1:1-2; 5:12-14, stressed “Greetings in Christ.”

9:00 — Opening Convocation 


Dr. Kenneth E. Smith, president of Milton College, extended 
a warm welcome on behalf of Milton College and the host 
churches. He displayed a hand lamp used by Elder William C. 
Whitford in years gone by to “check on the boys” at night. 
He spoke of it as a lamp of concern, reflecting the spirit and 
tradition of Milton College, and how this concern exists today 
with respect to the comfort and needs of those attending the 
Conference sessions. 


Chairman of Commission, Leland Bond, responded by ex- 
pressing appreciation to all the local people for their hospitality. 


President Wheeler, in addressing the Conference, challenged 
us to examine the theme, “Called Apart — To be a Part,” and 
try to discover why we are called apart. He compared our Chris- 
tian journey to the experience of traveling with small children 
who early and often in a long journey ask the question, “Aren’t 
we there yet?” 


President Wheeler said that in Philippians 3, Paul mentions the 
Christian’s calling and his determination to reach his goal, and 
suggests three elements necessary to attain it: time, persistence 
and sensitivity. It has been said that time is the stuff life is made of. 
Each Christian begins as a babe in Christ, but like the giant red- 
wood which starts from a small seed and reaches its growth only 
through a slow and steady process, so it is with us. Secondly, per- 
sistence or patience is vital to growth. Because of this we can 
live in hope and know that when we fall we can rise again, and 
will not quit until we have reached our destination. The third 
quality, sensitivity, shows our need for awareness of God’s call. 
As a mother hears her baby’s cry in the night, so Christians 
must be so attuned to God that we hear His call, respond to 
seek His will, and ultimately to know why we are called apart. 


President Wheeler’s thoughts were summed up in the words 
of the poet:

President Wheeler then introduced the Youth Pre-Con choir, 
directed by-Arlouene Van Horn, who sang the Conference theme 
song, “Every Moment of Every Day.” 


The Rev. Paul Osborn followed with a stewardship reminder, 
using Matthew 6:11, “Give us this day our daily bread,” asking 
for $10,000 to be given for the Conference offering, to help meet 
the current budget.

The Rev. Rex E. Zwiebel, executive secretary of the Board 
of Christian Education, chaired the board’s presentation. The 
following Sabbath Schools were recognized for achievements 
during the past year:

Bill Bond, a University of Minnesota student, shared his ex- 
periences of witnessing to students on the beaches in Florida, 
through the Campus Crusades project. 


Ralph Mackintosh told of “door knocking” experiences of 
SCSC in Texarkana, Ark. 


Progress in the Washington, D.C., Pilot Project was related 
by the Rev. Delmer E. Van Horn. Originally launched as an 
act of faith by the Southeastern Association, the project has 
tremendous possibilities and could lead to several Seventh Day 
Baptist churches in our nation’s capital, according to the Rev. 
Mr. Van Horn. 


As pastor of the Daytona Beach, Fla., church the Rev. 
Marion C. Van Horn stressed the need for Christian witnessing 
to the thousands of college students who gather on the beaches, 
especially during spring break. Bill Bond supported this need, 
sensing that college students desperately searching for answers 
might listen to young Christians eager to witness in this area. 
Secretary Wheeler indicated tentative plans to send Evangelist 
Mynor G. Soper with a dedicated team if the Lord opens the way. 

The Rev. Rex E. Zwiebel introduced the Year V Packet 
suggesting Ideas Unlimited for “Strengthening the Witness of 
Seventh Day Baptists Around the World.”

6. No person shall speak twice on the floor of Conference if anyone else 
who has not yet spoken wishes to speak to a motion, and that this debate be 
limited to five minutes per person. 


7. That no main motion concerning new business be entered on the 
floor of Conference that will not thave time for referral to one of the Con- 
ference Interests Committees. Specifically, this time is the 2:45 p-m. business 
session Wednesday, August 12, 1970. 


8. Photography of plenary or worship sessions of Conference shall be 
done by F. Arthur Brayman, Conference photographer, or by the Public Rela- 
tions Department. Photos before or after general sessions, or in small group 
meetings, are at the choice of those in charge.

Report of the Corresponding Secretary (A) 


To the Seventh Day Baptist General Conference, USA: 


Following the close of the 1969 General Conference held at Nyack, New 
York, your corresponding secretary directed letters including photocopies of 
texts of Conference actions, suggestions and directives pertaining to the respective 
boards and agencies. All persons elected to office were so notified including 
chairmen who were asked to notify other members of their committees. 


Letters of Christian greeting were also directed to the retired missionaries, 
ministers and widows of ministers. 


The volume of exchange of correspondence has continued to increase both 
with Seventh Day Baptist leaders in other countries and with leaders of other 
communions in the larger Christian fellowship. 


Communications conveying assurance of thought, love and prayer wete sent 
to corresponding secretaries of eleven other sister conferences and groups who 
are members of the Seventh Day Baptist World Federation including the re- 
cently organized Conference of India whose executive secretary is the Rev. 
B. John V. Rao. Their statistical report recently received reflected a total mem- 
bership of 14,032 members in eighty-seven churches. 


In anticipation of the convening of this Conference at Milton, invitations 
wete extended to several other Baptist conventions which are members of 
the Baptist World Alliance, to the Christian Church (Disciples of Christ) 
and to the General Conference of Seventh-day Adventists, inviting the exchange 
of fraternal representatives. Those who will be on campus today as our guests 
will be thosted at an evening meal tonight (Monday night) with several of 
our leaders. They will be introduced on the stage tonight (Monday), and a 
few words of greeting will be extended by Dr. Robert G. Torbet, chairman 
of the American Baptist Convention’s Department of Christian Unity. 


A letter of regret was received from the Rev. G. K. Zimmerman, executive 
secretary of the North American Baptist General Conference. Greetings were 
also received from the Rey. Everett T. Harris, former first vice-president of 
the Missionary Society. Permission is requested to share other such letters. 


Attention is called to the worldwide totals of Seventh Day Baptists as 
tabulated at the close of the 1968-69 Conference year and included in the 1969 
Yearbook, page 32-g. The total recorded in the United States is 5,308.

Report of the Trustees of the Seventh Day Baptist 
General Conference (A) 


The administration of the Seventh Day Baptist Building at Plainfield, N. J., 
required much attention in 1969, but the needs which had arisen have been 
largely met with the help of the trustees of the Seventh Day Baptist Memorial 
Fund who made a second grant for improvements as requested last year. 

Special thanks are due the Rev. Victor W. Skaggs who is retiring from 
the board after six years’ service. He has been treasurer and custodian of the 
Seventh Day Baptist Building, and negotiated contracts for waterproofing the 
outside of the building and for the new heating system. He has also revised the 
comprehensive insurance program and our accounting procedures. Mrs. Skaggs 
has assisted and their help will be missed. 

Miss Evalois St. John, who has also served six years as trustee, has asked . 
to be relieved at the end of her term. She was secretary for a time, and her 
knowledge of the work has been valuable, especially since the death of L. 
Harrison North, who carried it on single-handed. Her position and that of 
Mr. Skaggs must now be filled along with that of Frederik J. Bakker, president 
of the board, whose term expires this year. 

The board has appreciated the help of Earl W. Hibbard, elected last year, 
who has audited the treasuret’s books. 

A cumulative fund has been established at the Plainfield Savings Bank 
(separate from the checking account) as approved one year ago, for use when 
major repairs and refurbishing become necessary in the future. 

The Rev. Albert N. Rogers has been appointed custodian of the Seventh 
Day Baptist Building, succeeding Mr. Skaggs. Routine cleaning is done by 
contract, but repairs and redecoration are done on a dedicated service basis. 
Improvements in the parking area of the Publishing House now being made by 


the American Sabbath Tract Society will benefit those who visit or work at 
the Seventh Day Baptist Building. 
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The trustees have authorized transfer of title and stock cettificates, etc., 
from rented bank deposit space to the second floor vault in the Seventh Day 
Baptist Building. Our insurance covers loss by fire, theft, etc., position bonds 
for employees of denominational agencies with offices in the building, state 
workmen's compensation payments, and gives special fine arts coverage on 
collections in the care of the Historical Society. Final settlement has not been 
made on installation of the heating system pending recommendations from the 
manufacturer regarding certain continuing problems.

Report of the Planning Committee (A) 


The denominational Planning Cammittee has been in session upon three 
occasions during the past yéar: in Plainfield, September 29 - October 3, 1969; 
in Plainfield, March 8-13, 1970; and in Milton, August 6 and 7, 1970. 

Two meetings with Commission were attended: in Nyack, August 16, 
1969, and_in Milton, August 5 and 7, 1970. 

Planning” Committee serves as the denomination’s governing body for all 
dedicated service projects, and as such spent much time discussing and de- 
veloping that program. 

A significant change was adopted in regard to the summer dedicated work— 
that “the Vacation Church School and Camp program be combined with the 
Summer Christian Service Corps program and that one of the requirements for 
workers be that they be high school graduates, or at least eighteen years of 
age by June 1 of the summer of service, or that they must have had previous 
experience in the VCS/C program.” 

A suggestion for “in-church’’ or “in association’ training for youth not 
eligible for SCSC was referred to the Seventh Day Baptist Board of Christian 
Education for implementation. (This program will be ready for presentation 
at the fall meeting of Planning Committee.) 

During the spring and fall sessions each member reported for discussion 
the latest development in his or her areas of responsibility. 

Planning Committee promoted the first week in January as the Seventh 
Day Baptist Week of Prayer, urging the use of the Seventh Day Baptist World 
Federation prayer booklet. 

At the suggestion of Commission, we set up a plan whereby every church 
of the denomination could have an opportunity to have a visit by a denomina- 
tional leader during the year. The plan was put into action after the Sep- 
tember meeting with eighteen persons taking part in the visitation program. 

Extended reports-on the scope of evangelism were made to Planning Com- 
mittee at the March meeting by the Rev. Mynor Soper. 

The planning production of materials for the Year V packet, ‘Facing 
Frontiers with Faith,’ was consummated. Consideration was given to planning 
beyond Year V into the Eva of Faith and Action. 

Promotion of Year IV packet, “Facing Frontiers with Faith,’ was discussed 
with additional urging of use agreed upon. 

A myriad of topics were reviewed and attention given as time allowed. 
Topics include youth sponsorship at General Conference, our part in hosting 
of 1971 Seventh Day Baptist World Fellowship meeting, auto mileage for 
denominational workers, hospitalization and social security for the same, 
ecumenical relations, continuing education, Faith and Action Dialogues, co- 
otdinating of program and travel calendars, etc. 

At the March meeting we were addressed by the pastor of the Washington 
Seventh Day Baptist Church regarding the extension of the work of that church. 
The chairman of Commission led us in the plan of self-examination and ex- 
tension, inviting us to become a part of the “Introspect - Prospect Meetings.” 
These meetings were held prior to this General Conference. 

We urge each church to give strong consideration to more extensive use of 
the program packets developed by the Planning Committee. Year V packets are 
available for interested persons here at Conference. 

With deep regret we acknowledge the retirement of the Rev. Everett T. 
Harris from this committee. Mr. Harris has been a concerned and loyal member 
from the committee’s inception. Matters assigned to him were executed with 
careful thoroughness. We thank our God for his ever willing spirit. 

We give thanks to God for the contributions that Gladys Drake has made 
to the ongoing work of Planning Committee, and wish her well as she relin-

The report of the chairman of the U. S. Delegation to the 
Seventh Day Baptist World Federation was presented by the 
Rev. Rex E.° Zwiebel. 

It was moved and seconded that the report be accepted. 
The motion carried and the report follows: 


Report of the Chairman of the U. S. Delegation 
Seventh Day Baptist World Federation (A) 
The Executive Committee of the Seventh Day Baptist World Federation was 


in session on four occasions: October 3, 1969 at Plainfield; November 1, 1969 at 
Westerly, R. I.; March 22, 1970 at Plainfield, and July 26 at Westerly. 


The U. S. A. Conference delegates plan to have a meeting during this 


week of Conference. 
Plans are well under way for the first international meeting of the World 
Federation which is scheduled for August 4-8, 1971 in Westerly, Rhode Island. 
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The Executive Committee is serving as the Steering Committee; President 
Loren G. Osborn is serving as program chairman assisted by the two vice- 
presidents, the Rev. Otrain Manani (Malawi), and the Rev. Joseph A. Samuels 
(Jamaica). Mrs. A. N. Rogers is chairman of the General Hosting Committee, 
and the Rev. Everett Harris is the host for the Westerly meeting. George A. 
Parrish (205 Dogwood Trail, Battle Creek, Michigan 49017) is chairman of 
finances, and Executive Secretary Alton L. Wheeler is the general coordinator. 


The Conference expects to deal with membership regulations, the organ- 
ization of the federation, its projects, and subjects of mutual interest and 
practical application. 


Delegates from the individual conferences will be hosted by the Rhode 
Island churches. We hope that many observers from our General Conference 
will attend, but housing and eating arrangements must be cared for by the 
observers. 


A travel pool is planned to help equalize the cost of travel on the part 
of all representatives. There will be many other expenses in relation to 
the meeting, and we hope that many will respond to the call for support as 
the costs are determined. 


World Federation officers will be elected at the 1971 meeting. A nomi- 
nating committee has been selected as follows: the Rev. Otrain Manani, chair- 
man; the Rev. Joseph A. Samuels, and the Rey. Leon ‘M. Maltby. 


An institute for the leaders has been scheduled at our headquarters. 


One new conference has joined our organization this year — the Telugu 
Seventh Day Baptist Conference in Andhra Pradesh, India. This was accom- 
plished December 10, 1969. Statistical reports show a membership of 12,626 
in eighty-nine churches. We rejoice! 


Membership in the Seventh Day Baptist World Federation now includes, 
besides Telugu, the Central Conference of Africa, the Brazil Conference, the 
Burma Conference, the British Conference, the German Conference, the Guyana 
Conference, the Jamaican Conference, the Mexican Churches, the Holland Con- 
ference, the New Zealand Churches, and the General Conference (USA). 


Three ambassadorial trips were made during the year: the Rev. Marion C. 
Van Horn to the Mexico Churches; Executive Secretary Alton L. Wheeler to 
England, Holland, and Germany; and Brother G. Zijlstra to Poland. 


We sponsored the Seventh Day Baptist Week of Prayer the first week in 
January. A booklet to help draw us together in prayer was written by the Rev. 
Otrain Manani. Mr. Sam Peters, a member of our Guyana Conference, and a 
seminary student in Jamaica, has agreed to prepare the booklet for 1971. 


A newsletter is prepared quarterly by the executive secretary. It is mailed 
to all who desire to receive it. Those who wish their names on the mailing 
list are urged to contact Secretary Wheeler. 


Our treasurer, the Rev. Everett T. Harris, reports that $50.00 a month is 
channeled through our treasury to L. S. Thanga of Rangoon, Burma, and a 
sum of $300 comprised a gift to John Rao in India. 


The budget of $1,000 for 1970 was adopted by the member conferences, 
as well as the 1971 budget which follows:

The working committee on Christian Education Interests has reviewed the 
report submitted to Conference by the Board of Christian Education. 


We would commend the executive sectetaty, the Rev. Rex Zwiebel, for the 
faithfulness and zeal with which he has handled many tedious details and 
directed the work of the entire Board of Christian Education. We especially 
commend the Rev. Mr. Zwiebel and the Youth Work Committee of the board 
for their beginning preparation of a camp manual. We would urge camp 
committees and directors to make use of this publication which will be kept 
up-to-date, with new areas of interest covered as needs arise. 


We would add this committee’s commendation to that of the Board of 
Christian Education for the appreciation of the work of the Rev. Don Sanford, 
editor-writer of Te Helping Hand for the past fifteen years. We would extend 
encouragement to the new editor, the Rev. Duane L. Davis, as he writes material 
for future copy of The Helping Hand.

Report of the Committee on Publishing Interests (A)

progress and would make the following commendations, suggestions, and 
recognitions. 

1. We recognize with appreciation the personnel involved in the adminis- 
tration responsibilities of the Publishing House, and recommend that the 
Conference give a vote of thanks especially to the Rev. Alton L. Wheeler and 
the Rev. and Mrs. Victor Skaggs. We note and approve of the current division 
of responsibility carried out by the “troika’’ (Rev. Leon M. Maltby, Rev. 
Albert Rogers, and Rev. Victor Skaggs). We recognize that the financial 
statement showing a small balance in the black was made possible only through 
these and additional dedicated service workers, especially Steve Crouch. (A) 


2. We recommend that appreciation be extended to the Rev. Herbert Saun- 
ders for his dedicated hours of service as author of the book, The Sabbath — 
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Symbol of Creation and Re-Creation. We commend the society for their vision 
in sponsoring this project. (A) 

3. We recommend that the Sabbath Recorder subscription price be raised 
to $5.00 per year. (A) 

4, We suggest that the Committee on Publications of the American Sab- 
bath Tract Society, in consultation with the Historical Society, consider pub- 
lishing a memorial tricentennial anniversary calendar with Sabbath Days in red, 
and containing pictures, drawings, facts and brief sayings of Seventh Day 
Baptists. (A) 

5. We recommend that the society pursue the possibility of persuading 
the government to issue a stamp commemorating the tricentennial of Seventh 
Day Baptists in America. (A) 

6. We recommend that the Tract Society print or have printed com- 
memorative seals of the tricentennial of Seventh Day Baptists in America. (A) 


7. We urge the Tract Society to continue searching for new resource 
material for suitable tracts geared especially for the teen-ager as well as for 
elementary school children, colorful and concise in text. 


8. We urge the churches to make more use of out publications especially 
You and Your Church; The Sabbath Visitor for children; and the Junior 
Quarterly, which ate published by the Board of Christian Education. 


9. We considered Recommendation No. 3, page 4 of the Commission’s 
report and concur with Recommendation No. 4 of the report of Reference and 
Counsel.

It was moved and. seconded to amend the Statement by de- 
leting the words “rather than a parasite on” in line 6. The 
amendment carried. 

It was moved and seconded to table the motion as amended 
until the 3:15 p.m. session. The motion carried. 

The report of the Conference working committee on Women’s 
Work was presented by Mrs. Helen P. Brayman, chairman. 

It was moved and seconded that the report be accepted and 
its two recommendations adopted. 

It was moved and seconded to amend the report of the com- 
mittee by adding the recommendation that the annual report of 
the Board of Directors of the Women’s Society of the Seventh 
Day Baptist General Conference be adopted. The amendment 
carried. The motion as amended carried. 

The meeting was adjourned at 10:15 a.m. 


Report of Committee on Women’s Work Interests (C) (A) 


We commend the executive committee and other members of the Women’s 
Board of the Milton area for dedicated service in carrying out the work of 
the Seventh Day Baptist Women’s Society for the past nine years.

2. With regard to the Camper Exchange Program, the committee feels 
that there has been a communication problem among the Youth Work Com- 
mittee and the various association camps and the campers. We feel that 
broader lines of communication would facilitate camper placement, specify 
camper responsibilities and obligations, and would, in general, improve the 
overall Camper Exchange Program. We, therefore, recommend that broader lines 
of communication be established among the Youth Work Committee and the 
various association camps and campers. (A) 

3. In view of the fact that there is a lack of communication between local 
Beacon correspondents and the Beacon staff, we recommend that the Youth 
Work Committee in cooperation with the Beacon staff prepare a form to be 
mailed annually to the Beacon correspondents to facilitate the bi-monthly cor- 
respondence. (A) 

4. There was considerable discussion among the youth representatives as 
to their concern with the apparent low membership and lack of interest in the 
National SDB Youth Fellowship. After considerable discussion as to various 
possibilities, there emerged the thought that membership in the fellowship 
could possibly have some rights and privileges normally extended to a card 
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membership organization. We recommend that the 1970-71 elected officers of 
the National Fellowship in conjunction with the Youth Work Committee study 
the problem and present a proposed plan at the 1971 Conference. (A) 

5. Since no person thas been found for the position of youth field worker, 
and due to the apparent lack of interest of the denominational youth to support 
this project, we urge the immediate development of a program aimed at 
utilizing the talents and experience and knowledge of the dedicated youth of 
our denomination in truly furthering the objectives and purposes of becoming 
Soldiers for Christ. We recommend that Commission immediately appoint an 
Ad Hoc Committee to study the development of such a program. Members of 
the Youth Work Interests Committee have indicated their willingness to serve 
on the committee and ferret out the details. (A)

Deep appreciation is extended to the Rev. Everett T. Harris, retiring 
executive vice-president of the Missionary Society, for his eighteen years of 
faithful dedication to the work of the Missionary Society. 

We express our appreciation to Miss Connie Coon, assistant in evangelism, 
for three years of dedicated service, and for pioneering the program of Bible 
Clubs in many of our churches. 

We note the resignation of the Rev. S. Kenneth Davis as chairman of 
the Home Field Committee and commend him for his efforts and accomplish- 
ments in this capacity. 

We appreciate the effective service of the Rev. Mynor G. Soper as home 
field evangelist and commend the Missionary Board for employing him for the 
second year. 

It is our conviction that the need continues for the work in Bible Clubs 
and personal evangelism begun by Miss Connie Coon. Therefore: 

1. We recommend that the board seek ways and personnel to continue 
this field of national evangelism. (A) 

This committee is greatly concerned in the tendency of many of our church 
members to turn away from the responsibility for evangelism even after the 
methods have been reviewed for us by our leaders in evangelism. We are 
leaving words unspoken and work undone after the initial contacts have been 
made. This lack is evident in every field of evangelism, but has been especially 
so in the Bible Clubs unable to carry on without local leadership. 

It is time to evaluate our personal participation in witnessing for the Lord 
and in teaching others about Him. We challenge each Seventh Day Baptist 
to practice the philosophy presented by Miss Connie Coon:

At this point the president relinquished the chair to the vice- 
president, Stephen Thorngate, M.D., to conduct the business of 
this session. 

Minutes of the sixth session were read by the recording sec- 
retary.

It was moved and seconded that the item of business con- 
cerning the “Statement—National Council of Churches,” tabled 
at the morning session be taken from the table. The motion 
carried. 

Discussion followed: Since considerable opposition to policies 
and actions of the National Council of Churches by several mem- 
ber churches has been previously expressed, it is well to note 
statements made by Edwin Johnson of the Kansas City church 
presenting his church’s opinion in support of the statement. The 
Rey. Clifford Beebe spoke for Paint Rock, Ala., church in favor 
of the statement, and the Rev. Charles Bond speaking for the 
Shiloh, N. J., church added their support to the statement. 

_It was moved and seconded to amend the statement by de- 
letion of the words “recognize and” from line 28. The amend- 
ment lost. 

It was moved and seconded to amend the statement by 
substituting the word “to” for the word “by” in line 56. The 
amendment lost. 


The motion as amended was carried and the statement follows: 


Statement — National Council of Churches (C) (A) 


From the beginning of the ecumenical, conciliar movement, Seventh Day 
Baptists have expressed their faith in the Church of Christ as the fellowship 
of Christian believers by participation in ecumenical organizations. Our General 
Conference has labored consistently, within the limits of personnel and funds 
to be a contributor to the National Council of Churches of Christ, its divisions 
and program boards. Because our concerns are wider than our own Conference 
and broader than the interests of any single organization, and because there is 
mutual benefit in dialogue and the exchange of ideas and criticism we reaffirm 
out conviction that we have a part to play in the future joint endeavors of 
ee ee deep concern is that such endeavors shall take a form con- 
ues a oes Retr which will allow us to participate, and 
ee cite patticipation possible from the churches not 


Because the delegates of the Seventh Day Baptist churches in conference 
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assembled have expressed a variety of concerns about the validity of the 
structure and the activities of the council in its present form, and because the 
NCCC is engaged in studies*which will determine its future structure and 
program, we present this statement, approved by the Seventh Day Baptist Gen- 
eral Conference, August 1970, in the hope that it will be a constructive con- 
tribution to its deliberations. 

Concerns: 


Among the concerns expressed by individuals and churches ate~some 
relating to the theological base of membership and program and the failure to 
recognize and make use of “minority opinions and convictions. Even more 
widespread is the concern regarding the impact upon the public and upon the 
churches of two elements inthe present work of the council: a) public policy 
statements by the»General Board, and b) church identification with projects of 
the council in ~vhich the churches do not concur. That these are important 
should be ‘evident. 

A more detailed analysis may be helpful in understanding the implications 
involved: 

The NCCC is an agency of the churches established for cooperative efforts 
in various fields. Because, in effect, it represents millions of Christians, its 
voice is listened to by government and other organized elements in society, 
and its influence on politics and economics is considerable. This places a heavy 
responsibility upon the council and its representatives that its spokesmen 
shall truly represent the convictions of its dispersed membership. That such 
consensus is difficult to achieve is obvious. That policy statements have not 
always been representative of the convictions of all member churches is also 
self-evident. The question then rests upon a determination: Is the cooperative 
agent of the churches (NCCC) established to be 1) a spokesman for the 
churches; 2) an active leader of the churches into phases of Christian service 
beyond their present vision; or 3) an arm of the churches to do cooperatively 
that which the churches direct? It is upon the choice noted here or upon some 
combination of the three that all the rest depends. 

The policy statements of the General Board may be criticized from a 
number of viewpoints: their lack of consensus, their interpretation by the news 
media and the public as statements representative of the views of millions of 
Christians whose denominations are members of the council, their areas of 
concern, and their effectiveness. Since in many instances they do not reflect a 
consensus of the churches; since they are in part falsely interpreted to be the 
convictions of the constituents of member churches; since theit effectiveness as 
a tool of change is seriously questioned; and since, to many, it is outside the 
powers and responsibilities of the council as framed by the member churches 
to make such statements, we believe that the practice of making policy state- 
ments should be minimized. 

Proposals: 


The concerns illustrated in the paragraphs above have deep implications 
for structure, form, and program in the future ecumenical organization here- 
inafter called organization. They point toward the following: 

1. that the organization work always for the glory of God in obedience 
to Christ. 

2. that this organization be a council and not a church; that is, that it 
be an instrument of the churches, concerned with affairs that can be dealt with 
best on an interdenominational level. 

3. that the organization emphasize working through task forces and/or 
consortia to deal with particular areas of mission or social concern. These 
task forces and/or consortia would be composed and funded by those commu- 
nions interested in the particular programs. The organization might act as the 
facilitating body and/or provide impetus for such task forces and/or consortia. 

4, that the organization should serve as a forum for new ideas and new 
vision but should minimize the practice of making policy statements as a form 
of expressing that vision. 

5. that the member communions be free to choose those programs in which 
they wish to participate and those from which they wish to abstain. 
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6. that the member communions should take responsibility for their propor- 
tionate share of the work of the central body of the organization. 

7. that the organization should serve as a resource center, undertaking 
research and collecting information for the use of member communions and 
other interested groups. 

8. that the organization should make every effort to publicize its activities, 
purposes, needs, etc., to ensure that the member constituencies are fully aware 
of the real work of the organization. 

In summary, we believe that it is important’ for Seventh Day Baptists to 
participate in cooperative Christian efforts. In regard to national cooperation of 
Christians it would seem that an organization consistent with some adaptation 
of, or characteristics included in Options A or B of the “Report of the 
Task Force on Options Confronting the National Council of Churches’ would 
be most in accord with Seventh Day Baptist belief and tradition. 

(Line numbers referred to elsewhere in minutes of General Conference 
pertain to the working copy titled “Statement — National Council of Churches” 
distributed in duplicated form during Conference week.) 


The Rev. Alton L. Wheeler, general secretary, presented “A 
Call on Evangelism and Reconciliation” issued by the member 
conventions and unions at the Baptist World Congress in Tokyo 
in July 1970. Seventh Day Baptists were represented at this con- 
gress by Dr. and Mrs. K. Duane Hurley, and Mrs. Arthur Drake. 
Mrs. Drake, president of the S. D. B. Women’s Society, also at- 
tended the BWA Executive Committee meetings, substituting for 
Secretary Alton Wheeler. 


It was moved and seconded that Seventh Day Baptists go 
on record favoring this call, and in so doing we may also affirm 
the spirit of worldwide Baptist unity in the ministry of reconcilia- 
tion through Christ through Christian witnessing and evangelism. 
The motion carried and the call follows: 


A Call on Evangelism and Reconciliation 


A Call on Evangelism and Reconciliation was issued to its member con- 
ventions and unions at the Baptist World Congress in Tokyo, July 1970 
as follows: : 

_ It was proposed that conventions and unions renew their efforts to pro- 
claim the gospel, baptize believers, and teach them to serve Christ’s Kingdom 
of righteousness, mercy, and peace. It is with a clear understanding that each 
national or regional Baptist body will be completely free to determine the 
nature and expression of the Mission of Conciliation expressed through this 
Cooperative endeavor, adopting or adapting such materials, methods, schedules, 
etc., as may be determined and dictated by their own needs, denominational 
programs and calendars, or political or social circumstances. 

In so doing we may affirm the spirit of worldwide Baptist unity in the 


ministry of reconciliation through Christ through Christian witnessing and 
evangelism.

It was moved and seconded that the report be accepted and 
its two recommendations adopted. The motion carried and the 
report follows: 


Report of the Committee on Ministerial Interests (A) 


The Committee on Ministerial Interests would express its appreciation for 
the dedicated service of the Rev. Victor W. Skaggs, dean of the Center for 
Ministerial Education. We feel a distinct loss in the area of ministerial recruit- 
ment and training resulting from the resignation of the dean. We hope that 
the Council on Ministerial Education will be able to find a successor in the 
near future. 

Upon review of the report of the Council on Ministerial Education, the 
committee made the following recommendations: 

1. We recommend the adoption of Recommendation No. 1 of the Council 
on Ministerial Education concerning the accreditation of the Rev. Paul V. 
Beebe. (A) 

2. We recommend the adoption of Recommendation No. 2 concerning the 
1971 budget of the Council on Ministerial Education and that the proposed 
budget be amended to coincide with the proposed Our World Mission budget 
as stated in the report of Commission (Current giving $7,700 and. Surplus 
$5,530). (A) 

3. We recommend that following ordination a notice of such action be 
given by the clerk of the church to the Council on Ministerial Education. (A) 

4. We recommend that the Committee on Faith and Order indicate in 
the proposed new Seventh Day Baptist manual several possible methods for 
the organization of the diaconate in local churches such as the election of 
deacons for a definite term. (A) 

Since many churches are without pastors and the need is acute, the com- 
mittee commends the Council on Ministerial Education for its stronger em- 
phasis on the need of recruitment of ministers for the pastorate, and expresses 
concern for continuation of this effort to interest candidates to train for the 
pastoral ministry. 

5. We recommend that the report of the Council on Ministerial Education 
be adopted as amended. (A) 

6. We recommend that the report of the Committee on Ministerial Retire- 
ment be adopted. (A) 

The report of the Committee on Ministerial Support adopted at the 1969 
Conference was reviewed. 

Regarding the reference to health insurance, we commend the Commission 
for its efforts to implement last year’s recommendation, and their desire to 
provide a reasonably priced package plan so that all of our ministers will 
have adequate coverage. We would encourage the Commission to continue their 
efforts to make available an appropriate health, hospital, surgical and life 
insurance plan. 

The Committee on Ministerial Interests feels that the recommendations of 
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last year are still valid in stating ways of increasing ministerial support. 

7. We recommend that the report of the Ministerial Support Committee 
of 1969 (Yearbook, pp. 42, 43) be recirculated to the churches, making sure 
that the officers and the pastors receive copies. (A) 

We suggest that the Ministerial Support Committee seek a report from the 
churches of any action taken. 

In addition to the suggestion that the churches consider a budgetary item 
for continuing education, we call attention to the funds available for that 
purpose through the Council on Ministerial Education. 

8. We recommend the adoption of the report of the Ministerial Support

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Center Program

Correspondence Courses 


The call for correspondence courses has increased this year. Five students 
other than current theological students have received materials. We are an- 
ticipating that some of them will complete the work outlined. Thus far, no 
one receiving them this year has made use of the office of the dean to 
administer the courses. Further work is planned in the improvement of course 
materials and the convenience of study. Brochures in regard to the available 
courses have been prepared and are ready for distribution. 


Continuing Education 


_Seven ministers have participated in programs of continuing education 
during the school year: John A. Conrod, Herbert E. Saunders, Paul B. Osborn, 
Victor W. Skaggs, Alton L. Wheeler, David S. Clarke, and Edward Sutton. 
The programs in which they were involved varied from consultations to 
training of skills to academic studies. The council was able to assist in financing’ 
these studies through funds held by the Memorial Fund trustees. 


The council is promoting the idea that ministers should plan to participate 
in such programs every three to four years and concentrate on home study 
programs during the interim years. 


Recruitment 


Three students are enrolled in the center program for 1970-71. They are 
Russell Johnson at Eastern Baptist Seminary, Alan Crouch at New Brunswick 
Seminary, and Melvin Stephan at Wesley Seminary. Another student is plan- 
ning to attend school on the west coast. Plans under way for our missionary 
to Guyana, the Rev. Leroy Bass, to study for one semester during his furlough. 


Contacts with students indicate a continuing interest in the ministry

The council has taken actiom to keep travel allowances and secretary's 
salary in line with those paid by the other denominational agencies. 


Publicity 

Atrangements have been made for the completion of work on a series 
of slides and accompanying manuscripts for use in the churches. The slides 
will depict the work of the council and the center. 


Job Analysis of the Dean 

The dean’s job analysis has been considered and revised. The areas of 
his responsibility have been more sharply defined than previously. A “standard 
of operating procedure’ has been prepared also. Copies are available on request. 


Recognition of Overseas Workers 
At the request of the General Conference office the council considered 
Conference policy on the recognition of pastors and workers in overseas con- 


ferences. Since the council saw no need to change existing policy, a summary 
report drawn from past actions of the Conference was forwarded to the 


general secretary. 


Pastor-Church Relationships 

The referral of the request for a statement on ‘Pastor-Church, Church- 
Pastor Relationships,’ ethical guidelines to be presented to the chutches on 
an educational basis, came to the council too late in the year to allow for 
adequate research by the Conference session. Research on the matter is pro- 
ceeding, and we anticipate a report at the 1971 Conference. 


Resignation of the Dean 
The dean of the center presented his resignation to the council on 
April 20, 1970. After due consideration the council accepted the resignation. 
It was agreed that the dean would be released not later than October 31, 1970. 
The council spent a considerable portion of the time of its annual 
meeting in discussion leading to the call of a new dean. 


Accreditation 

The council received a request from the Paint Rock, Alabama, church for 
the accreditation of the Rev. Paul V. Beebe. The accompanying documents were 
found to be in order.

Based on the current list with a 5 percent increase October 1, 1970 (and 
an added 5 percent voted at the July 12, 1970, regular meeting of the Memorial 
Fund) there will be needed in the next Conference year approximately 
$21,000.00. 

This figure does not take into consideration the possibility that one or 
two ministers with many years of service to the denomination may decide to 
retire during the year. 

There are now thirty-nine funds with a book value of $337,078.19, the 
income only being used to pay retirement allowances. 

Churches are expected to contribute to the retirement fund 6 percent of 
the pastor’s salary (adding 15 percent if a parsonage is supplied). Thirty-four 
churches, one association, and six boards and agencies participated last year. 
One-half of these funds is distributed currently, the other half being added to 
the Ministerial Retirement Endowment Fund so that funds will be available 
to care for pastors who will retire in future years. 

Gifts and bequests for this purpose should be made in the name of “The 
Board of Trustees of the Seventh Day Baptist Memorial Fund,” a New Jersey 
corporation. 

Your committee hopes that all Seventh Day Baptist churches will contribute 
to the Retirement Plan, as authorized by the Seventh Day Baptist General 
Conference.

General Secretary Alton L. Wheeler attended the meetings of the Central 
Committee of the World Council of Churches in England last August, and he 
plans to attend the next session in Ethiopia in January, 1971. These trips are 
planned so that they enable him to work with Seventh Day Baptists in Europe 
and Africa. 

Mrs. Arthur Drake and Dr. and Mrs. K. Duane Hurley represented our 
denomination at the Baptist World Congress in Japan last month (July). We 
look forward to their reports. 

The American Bible Society is continuing and increasing its work of 
translating and publishing the Holy Scriptures. We were gratified ab the 
generous response of our people to the appeal for “Bibles for Nigeria.” 

Two requests have come to our council in line with the statement of 
General Conference last year that “upon request by a church, agency or 
individual for a change in relation to certain bodies or their subdivisions, the 
Council on Ecumenical Affairs should be charged with presenting the pros 
and cons of relationships for the deliberate and mature decision of the Gen- 
eral Conference.” 

Kenneth Chroniger of the Kansas City church requested a study of the 
National and World Councils of Churches. The Shiloh church sent an 
“open letter” stating the view that our denomination should withdraw from 
membership in the National and World Councils, though continuing to work 
in the Divisions of the Councils. 

In studying this matter, the Council on Ecumenical Affairs has found 
that most printed materials and individual opinions regarding the nature and 
function of these Councils of Churches are obsolete, or soon will be so. 
We quickly discovered that it is virtually impossible to reach conclusions with 
any finality at this time. Both the National and World Councils are at this 
moment seriously considering radical redirection and restructure, in order that 
the Christian churches they serve may be helped to minister adequately in the 
rapidly changing situations of our world. It is even possible that decisions 
may be made for the councils to cease to exist, and that new forms for 
cooperation between Christian denominations and organizations will de- 
velop which will bear little resemblance to present forms. 

In these matters, we must rely heavily on the reports and views of our 
elected Seventh Day Baptist representatives. Some of them are deeply involved 
and may be influential in the efforts of ecumenical agencies to retool and 
restructure. We call your attention to the reports of these representatives 
which have been printed in the Sabbath Recorder, and to the program about 
the National and World Councils which is being given at this General Con- 
ference. 

We believe that it would be unfortunate if our General Conference were 
to take action which would withdraw our voice and support from the councils 
at this time. We may well find that they will be developing in ways which 
most of our people approve. There will be continuing opportunity as time goes 
on for the Council on Ecumenical Affairs and for our General Conference to 
reexamine our position.

1. We recommend that the Seventh Day Baptist General Conference go on 
record [with the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare of the United 
States] against the passage of legislation to legalize marijuana, and that com- 
munication to that effect be directed to the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare of the United States.

2. We recommend legislation for the first offenses of the illegal possession 
or use of narcotics be classified as a misdemeanor, and the ‘“‘pushing”’ of illegal 
drugs remain a felony.

4. Since the matter of church, fellowship and Sabbath School recogni- 
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tion is a matter to be included in the new church manual, and since the 
wording of Commission’s recomméndation needs clarification, we recommend 
that Recommendation No. 3 of Commission report be referred to the standing 
Committee on Faith and Order. (A) 


5. We recommend that Recommendation No. 5 of Commission report be 
adopted with the inclusion of “benefits” following ‘‘Retirement” and the dele- 
tion of ‘- to beneficiaries, and continuing through December 31, 1970.” (A) 


6. We recommend that the interim budget report (Oct. 1 - Dec. 31, 
1969) and the audited seven months report (June 1 - Dec. 31, 1969) of Our 
Mission treasurer be adopted. (A) 

7. The Washington, D. C. church, in consultation with the Washington 
Project Committee of the Southeastern Association and South Jersey churches, 
has developed. a Comprehensive plan for increasing and strengthening our work 
in the Washington area and our witness to the inner city. The Rev. Delmer E. 
Van Horn, pastor of the Washington church, met with the Commission and 
our committee and introduced this plan as a ‘Pilot Project.’ He presented a 
folio of information under the title of “Plans, Purposes, Dreams.” 


We recommend that Recommendation No. 6 of Commission be adopted 
with the addition of: “with the understanding that this Pilot Project is a 
five-year program. We would request that the Memorial Fund trustees keep 
available from discretionary funds the $5,000 per annum for this five-year 
project and that Commission be requested to include in the budget for the 
next five years an item for the project of up to $2,500 per annum.”

13. Attention of the General Conference is called to the April 13, 1969 
action of the trustees of the Seventh Day Baptist Memorial Fund (1969 
Yearbook, p. 3-c) to adopt new guidelines for distributing income from dis- 
cretionary funds to take effect within about three years. This statement was 
repeated in the current annual report (p. 50-c). Assurances to the contrary not- 
withstanding, certain beneficiaries are thus alerted to the possibilities of the 
discretionary portion of their income from the Memorial Fund being with- 
drawn in favor of “new and worthy projects... .”’ Therefore, in order for 
Seventh Day Baptists and particularly these societies or other beneficiaries to 
realize the magnitude of such funds presently or in the future distributed at 
the board’s discretion, we recommend that the Board of Trustees of the 
Seventh Day Baptist Memorial Fund include in its annual statement a separate 
detailing of the net income available for distribution at its discretion and the 
purposes to which such funds have been appropriated. (A) 

14. We recommend that the 98th Annual Report of the Board of Trustees 
of the Seventh Day Baptist Memorial Fund be accepted with commendation 
for the evidences therein of an honest and diligent stewardship of the fund 
entrusted to that board. (A) 

15. We recommend that Commission Recommendation No. 8 be adop- 
ted. (A) 


16. We recommend that a supplemental budget information sheet be at- 
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tached to budget presentations submitted by Commission to General Confer- 
ence. (A) 

17. We recommend the adoption of the report of the trustees of the 
Seventh Day Baptist General Conference. (A) 

18. The Commission report summarizes the 1970 and proposed 1971 
budget amounts which that body considers necessary and proper to be raised 
by the denomination without any specific mention of major or minor programs 
to be accomplished by such budgets. In order for churches, individuals or 
groups better to visualize the work contemplated by the societies, boards and 
the General Conference organizations, we recommend that a supplemental 
budget statement be drawn up and circulated throughout the denomination 
showing all major programs (and minor or individual items down to 
perhaps $100) of each Seventh Day Baptist agency presently included in Our 
World Mission canopy, for use in promoting the raising of the 1971 budget, 
and that the duties of the general secretary and the Planning Committee be 
enlarged to include active promotion of such budget raising. (B), 

19. Ever since the reorganization of the General Conference to establish 
a Commission of six members, there has been at least tacit understanding 
that an executive of a major Seventh Day Baptist society or board not serve 
as commissioner while holding the other office. In attempting to broaden 
the base for all Conference officers, we recommend that an amendment to the 
Bylaws, Article VII, be proposed fot consideration at the 1971 session of 
General Conference to the effect that the president and executive vice-president 
of the Missionary Society, the president and corresponding secretary of the 
American Sabbath Tract Society, the president and executive secretary of the 
Board of Christian Education, the president of the Women’s Society, the 
president of the Historical Society, the dean of the Center for Ministerial 
Education, and the trustees of the Seventh Day Baptist Memorial Fund, be 
ineligible to serve in the office of commissioner of the General Conference 
while holding said office. (A) 


20. We recommend that Commission report be adopted, as amended. (A)

Fifty-second Annual Report of the Commission (C) (A) 
of the General Conference 
August 10, 1970 


INTRODUCTION 


These are turbulent times for the Church of Jesus Christ. Nearly every 
sensitive individual is aware that this is an adverse era in the areas of structure, 
polity, doctrine, scope of ministry and finance. These are also days of ominous 
significance for us as Seventh Day Baptists, for as we are being challenged, to 
rediscover and reaffirm what we understand to be the Lord’s will for us, our 
denominational membership persists in dwindling, we suffer a shortage of 
ordained leaders and several churches exist little more than in name. 

Your Commission would propose that we as Seventh Day Baptists ap- 
ptoach these urgent complexities under the direction of the Holy Spirit and 
in response to the Great Commission of Jesus Christ. rather than to deal 
primarily with a “struggle for survival or revival’?! We have been challenged 
to the extent that we adopted the following resolution at our January meeting: 

We, the members of the Commission, hereby acknowledge the authority of the 
Holy Spirit and express our willingness to channel our Seventh Day Baptist 
efforts into all efforts where he leads . . . ‘He that loses his life for my sake 
(said Christ) shall find it!’ May God take us and use us in His will.” ; 

Evidence of the moving of the “Spirit” among us may be observed in 
several quarters of the denomination, especially among the young people as 
they are showing their concern for the non-Christian, as they seek to go beyond 
themselves and their own circle of friends, church, and community with the 
message of Christ. They truly want to see our witness come alive. 
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As we seek to fulfill the Great-Commission of Jesus Christ as Seventh Day 
Baptists we recognize other omtstanding resources in terms of heritage, educa- 
tion, dedication, and finances. It is with this background that your Commission 
has been endeavoring to utilize best what God has granted us. 


The General Secretary 


_ The Commission is ever grateful for the continuity of God-directed leader- 
ship and cooperation that has been given by our general secretary, Alton L. 
Wheeler. In accordance with the guidelines set forth by General Conference we 
have called him to serve in the capacity of the general secretary for another 
three-year term beginning in October, 1971. We are extremely happy to report 
that he has accepted the challengé to help us as Seventh Day Baptists in be- 
coming an important part of God’s mission. 


Review of the General Secretary's Activities 


_ The Commission has taken this opportunity to review the work and 
philosophies of the general secretary as it relates to the life and functions of 
the Seventh Day Baptist denomination. We are impressed with the ever deep- 
ening spiritual approach which is being made to the responsibilities assumed 
by our general secretary. As we appraise the overall progress that has been 
made in the years he has served His cause, we ate amazed and imptessed by 
the accomplishments. We thank God for this man with such energy, foresight, 
and dedication. Some areas of concern are: 

The office of general secretary was established to meet basic needs felt 
by Seventh Day Baptists. Through evaluation and changing times these have 
varied and continually have to be updated. We must be aware, however, that 
the broad over-view demands that we step back and try to see the general picture 
so that we are not caught in only those activities that are pressing at the 
moment or those with which the secretary most closely identifies. Being aware 
of these dangers will help us in bringing continuity to this office. 


One helpful and productive emphasis in reaching our goals has been 
expressed in the “canopy” plan which co-related all our Seventh Day Baptist 
work through local churches, associations, Conference councils, committees, 
boards and agencies. It has taken time for an independent people with our 
polity to understand and cooperate under such a concept of leadership and 
united work and witness. There will be continuing tension, no doubt. But as 
better communication and understanding comes we are sure the vital need 
which this plan seeks to meet will be more appreciated and gain growing 
support. 

We support the original concept of responsibilities for the general secretary 
that emphasis should be on creative leadership and that the office shall be 
a stimulator of ideas. These ideas, to be most effective, must inspite other 
leaders (Leadership Corps) to action. Leadership continually stimulates indivi- 
duals, boards and agencies to volunteer helping hands for the Christian witness. 
Much of the church visitation and counseling may be shared with denomina- 
tional officers of all boards and agencies. The sequence of time for specific jobs 
must be flexible and as the Holy Spirit may direct. 

Priority for the general secretary is to be a personal link among us— 
people, churches, associations, boards and agencies. Thus the office is not 
just a position to fill, but is the calling of a spiritual leader to be a pastor. 
Our general secretary needs freedom to answer calls for help as he fulfills this 
ministry, and a real danger exists if administrative details stifle this freedom. 

Commission commends the general secretary in his active involvement in 
ecumenical interests including the Seventh Day Baptist World Federation. We 
encourage the development of an integrated program by the general secretary, 
Council on Ecumenical Affairs and boards which would delegate responsibility 
among interested and capable individuals in our denomination. This would 
broaden the denominational experience in this vital Christian witness, better 
acquaint ecumenical organizations with Seventh Day Baptist leaders and relieve 
the general secretary of some scheduling pressures. 

Commission recognizes the principle of local church autonomy, but is also 
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aware of the pressing need for stimulating leadership. We would therefore 
encourage the general secretary to take the initiative in introducing and pro- 
moting national programs as prepared through the Planning Committee with 
the intent of helping local churches to more adequately fulfill their mission. 


The Commission members commend the general secretary for his ‘““Mag- 
nificent Obsession’’ in endeavoring to stimulate our churches to vital spiritual 
growth and higher levels of commitment to the service of Jesus Christ. We 
encourage him to continually grasp for his highest aspirations for the office 
of general secretary in carrying out its duties under the leading of the 
Holy Spirit. 

The Commission for 1969-1970 would take this means to express our 
full support of our secretary in this important effort in Christ’s cause. 


Office Secretarial Service 


We would like to recognize the dedicated secretarial services in the Con- 
ference office rendered by Mrs. Phillip (Peg) Van Horn. She has become an 
extremely valuable link in the operation of the denominational headquatters. 
Her efficiency and ability have made it possible for our general secretary to 
make extended tours of setvice. 


Extended Dedicated Service 


_ The utilization of extended dedicated service continues to provide invaluable 
assistance to the General Conference office, as well as to other boards, agencies, 


and churches. The Commission would like to acknowledge the outstanding 
service of Steven Crouch.

Resignation of Leon R. Lawton 


Recommendation No. 2. Commission received and reviewed a written state- 
ment from the Rev. Leon R. Lawton expressing his reasons for desiring to 
resign from Commission. It is our opinion that it is currently necessary to 
retain as much continuity of personnel on Commission as possible in view of 
our involvement in Introspect and Prospect Sessions and in the development 


of future plans and strategy for advance; therefore, we recommend that the 
resignation of Leon R. Lawton not be accepted. 
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Policy Statement for Listing of Churches and Groups in Yearbook 


Recommendation No. 3. The Commission recommends the adoption of the 
following policy statement pertaining to listing churches, fellowships and Sab- 
bath schools in the Yearbook: 


A. 1. Member churches are listed in the Yearbook along with full statistical 
data from reports submitted each year to General Conference. 
2. Recognition, by listing in the Yearbook and publishing statistical 
data, shall be accorded to organized Sabbath schools and fellowships 
which submit yearly reports to General Conference. 


a. A Sabbath school consists of at least two families of Seventh 
Day Baptists who meet regularly for Bible study. Reports are 
‘madé’ to General Conference through the Board of Christian Edu- 
cation. 

b. A Seventh Day Baptist fellowship consists of at least three family 
groups, including ten in regular attendance and four willing to 
assume leadership responsibility, who meet regularly for worship, 
Bible study and fellowship, and having officers. 

c. Conference, associations and neighboring Seventh Day Baptist 
churches provide these organizations with all possible encourage- 
ment for growth and development. 


B. Recognizing both our spiritual responsibility to help each other and 
the importance of the local church, and because of the necessity of 
updating the current statistical reports of the churches of General Con- 
ference published annually in the Yearbook, the following procedures 
should be used in the case of weak or inactive church groups: 


1. Response to calls for help: It is a natural and normal procedure for 
sister churches and Conference leaders to respond and give whatever 
help possible when asked. 

2. Visit to or contact with churches: When circumstances indicate that 
a local group needs counsel or encouragement that might not be 
asked because of lack of knowledge or availability of help, the gen- 
etal secretary, or other Conference leaders, shall feel free to contact 
or visit the group. 

. Action by Commission: If a church has failed to submit its report to 
to Conference for two years and steps 1 and 2 have been taken, the 
Commission is charged with the responsibility of contacting the 
local and sister churches to assure that all possible alternatives have 
been exhausted before recommending to General Conference that the 
name be dropped from the Yearbook statistical records. (RB)

Chaplaincy Arrangements 


Seventh Day Baptists have now established satisfactory working relations 
with the American Baptist Convention regarding chaplaincy candidates desiring 
to enter military service. Seventh Day Baptist candidates for chaplaincy should 
apply through the office of Gencral Conference to initiate the procedure. 
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Every-Church Visitation 


A program of visitation by representatives of Commission, Planning Com- 
mittee and standing committees aimed at interpreting denominational programs 
to every church, and learning local problems, attitudes and activities was initiated 
this year. Based upon the tesponses received both from the visited and the 
visitors, Commission expresses support of this plan and its continuation. 


300th Year Celebration 


The year 1971 marks 300 years of Seventh Day Baptist activity in America. 
Plans are in progress to demonstrate our rich heritage and our mature character, 
both in America and the world. This opportunity to apply traditional Seventh 
Day Baptist genius to a tercentennial witness at all levels with denominational, 
church, and individual involvement could do much to translate the glorious 
faith of our fathers to a justified hope in the future. 


Report of Christian Social Action Committee 


Recommendation No. 4. The report of the Committee on Christian Social 
Action was received and approved. We recommend the adoption of its recom- 
mendation, “that the General Conference endorse the statement of the Baptist 
Joint Committee on Public Affairs concerning the taxation of churches.” (See 
copy distributed in delegates’ packets.) (A) 


Tax Exemption Procedures 


During the next year, letters will be sent to pastors, church clerks, and 
moderators setting forth the requirements of the U. S. Bureau of Internal 
Revenue Service 1egarding tax exemption procedures for tithes and other 
church contributions. 

Ministerial Retirement 


The Commission has taken the following actions concerning the retirement 
plan (1968 Yearbook, p. 37) referred back to it in August, 1968: 


(i) It consulted with the Ministerial Retirement Committee. 
(2) It reviewed all past actions of General Conference. 


(3) By questionnaire it solicited from the Ministerial Retirement Commit- 
tee suggested guidelines and statistics for possible extension of the Ministerial 
Retirement plan to include unordained denominational employees. 


The Commission is not prepared to present a detailed plan to this session 


of General Conference but hopes to have a positive recommendation for pre- 
sentation in 1971. 


Recommendation No. 5. In responding to a communication received from 
the Memorial Board trustees, we recommend to General Conference an addi- 
tional 5 percent in Ministerial Retirement benefits (in addition to the 5 per- 
cent increase already voted to go into effect in October)—a total of 10 percent 


as of October 1, 1970 [—to beneficiari d tinui 
ism CNC) neficiaries, and continuing through December S15 


Report of the Council on Ecumenical Affairs 


The Commission has reviewed the report of the Council on Ecumenical 
Affairs and notes that several churches have made study of our relationship as 
a General Conference with ecumenical bodies, and forwarded their findings to 
the council. 

We would call attention to the council’s statement: 


“In studying this matter, the Council on Ecumenical Affairs has found 
that most printed materials and individual opinions regarding the nature and 
function of these Councils of Churches are obsolete, or soon will be so. We 
quickly discovered that it is virtually impossible to reach conclusions with any 
finality at this time. Both the National and World Councils are at this moment 
seriously considering radical redirection and restructure, in order that the 
Christian churches they serve may be helped to minister adequately in the 
rapidly changing situations of our world. It is even possible that decisions may 
be made for the councils to cease to exist, and that new forms for cooperation 
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between Christian denominations and organizations will develop which will 
bear little resemblance to present forms. 


“In these matters, we must rely heavily on the reports and views of our 
elected Seventh Day Baptist representatives. Some of them are deeply involved 
and may be influential in the efforts of ecumenical agencies to retool and 
restructure. We call your attention to the reports of these representatives which 
have been printed in the Sabbath Recorder, and to the program about the 
National and World Councils which is being given at this General Conferénce. 


“We believe that it would be unfortunate if our General Conference were 
to take action which would withdraw our voice and support from the councils 
at this time. We may well find that they will be developing in ways which most 
of our people approve. Therewill be continuing opportunity as time goes on 
for the Council on’ Ecumenical Affairs and for our General Conference to 
reexamine our position. 


“We recognize the possibility that our denomination may eventually find 
itself shut out of some areas of ecumenical participation because of our small 
numbers and limited finances. We recognize also that for these or other reasons 
we may want to channel our efforts increasingly into Baptist organizations such 
as North American Baptist Fellowship and Baptist World Alliance. It seems 
likely that these Baptist organizations, which have served mainly as avenues 
for communication and Christian fellowship, will expand the scope of their 
activity and service.” 


Therefore, we offer no recommendation to the Conference at this time. 


Center on Ministerial Education 


The Commission has reviewed the report of the Council on Ministerial Edu- 
cation and supports its two recommendations. 


H. D. Bond Memorial 


The Commission notes with regret the passing of Harley D. Bond, former 
executive secretary of General Conference. They are deeply appreciative of the 
four yeats of petsonal dedication and administrative leadership rendered 1961- 
1965. 

Washington Project Pilot Plan 
The Rev. Delmer Van Horn, pastor of the Washington, D. C., church 
joined the Commission for consultation on their plan for developing the work 
in that area. The plan outlined was introduced as a ‘“‘pilot project.’ He pre- 
sented a folio of information under the title of Plans, Purposes, Dreams. 


The Commission has reviewed their folio of plans, consulted with mem- 
bers of the Southeastern Association Washington Project Committee, Planning 
Committee, and trustees of the Seventh Day Baptist Memorial Fund. 


Recommendation No. 6. We commend this forward-looking “pilot project’ 
and recommend the inclusion in the OWM budget their request for funds as 
follows: $2,500 OW™M designated funds; $5,000 Memorial Fund request, with 
the understanding that this “pilot project’ is a fiwe-year program. We would 
request that the Memorial Fund trustees keep available from discretionary 
funds the $5,000 per annum for this five-year project and that Commission 
be requested to include in the budget for the next five years an item for the 
projects of up to $2,500 per annum. (C) (A) 


Seventh Day Baptist World Federation 

Recommendation No. 7. Commission recommends that Conference au- 
thorize a special appeal for helping finance the SDBWF sessions, estimated 
cost to be $5,000, meeting scheduled to be held in Westerly, R. I. in 1971, 
a full accounting of receipts and expenditures of these funds to be furnished 
to the General Conference by our delegation to the Seventh Day Baptist World 
Federation. (C) (A) 

Other involved S. D. B. Conferences and groups are also being asked to 
contribute toward this. 
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Commission suggests that individuals and groups within our Conference be 
asked to be hosts for foreign representatives who may attend the 1971 sessions 
of our General Conference in Amherst, Mass., at a cost of approximately $60 
per representative. Arrangements would be handled through the General Con- 
ference office. 


Our World Mission Budget 


Recommendation No. 8. We recommend the adoption of the attached 
proposed Our World Mission budget for 1971. (A) 


Perspective 

We believe that God has called Seventh Day Baptists to a greater witness 
(Matt. 28:18-20). Realizing that the SDB mission in this greater witness has 
numerically declined to a new low while world population and social problems 
have mounted, the Commission was impelled to solicit the assistance of boards 
and agencies in a comprehensive examination to regain a sense of spiritual 
perspective. 

Special “Introspect-Prospect Sessions” (1.P.S.) were conducted March 8, 
9, and August 5-7, 1970 at which time each board and agency was given time 
to present its analysis of the situation and suggest approaches for action 
for SDB’s. In-depth discussions followed. Mutual understanding and_inter- 
personal appreciation grew out of the grave concern which exists in seeking 
to know and to do God’s will for Seventh Day Baptists. 

Trusting in the continuing power and guidance of the Holy Spirit, we 
look with faith to the future as Christ reveals the thrusts of our mission in 
His Kingdom.

It was moved and seconded that Commission consider the pos- 
sibilities of extending the length of time of meeting of the 1971 
General Conference to nine or ten days. The motion lost. 

It was moved and seconded that the session adjourn. The 
motion carried. 

_ President Wheeler declared the one hundred fifty-eighth ses- 
sion of the Seventh Day Baptist General Conference adjourned 
at 2:40 p.m., to meet at the University of Massachusetts at 
Amherst, Massachusetts, August 9 to 14, 1971.

Adult Pre-Con Retreat. The Rev. David Clarke was director for the flexible 
program in which twenty-five campers entered into rich experiences with God, 
staff members and each other. Campers came from fourteen different S. D. B. 
churches. The theme, “The Abundant Life,’ was divided into two topics related 
to Conference theme — “Disciplines of the Religious Life” and “Directions in 
Social Life.”

CERTIFICATE OF INCORPORATION 
OF 
“SEVENTH DAY BAPTIST GENERAL CONFERENCE” 


Know All Men By These Presents, That we, Courtland V. Davis, of 
Plainfield, New Jersey, Hurley S. Warren, of Plainfield, New Jersey, L. 
Harrison North, of Plainfield, New Jersey, Asa F’ Randolph, of Plainfield, 
New Jersey, and Herbert C. Van Horn, of Plainfield, New Jersey, all being 
members in good standing of churches admitted to membership in the voluntary 
association of Seventh Day Baptist Churches which was originally organized 
in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred two, and which is now 
known as the “Seventh Day Baptist General Conference,’’ and all being of 
lawful age, hereby agree to and with each other, and hereby certify that we 
do hereby associate ourselves into a corporation under and by vittue of the 
provisions of an act of the Legislature of the State of New Jersey, as set 
forth under “Title 15 ‘CORPORATIONS AND ASSOCIATIONS NOT FOR 
PROFIT’ in Volume 1, of Revisea Statutes of New Jersey 1937’ and acts 
amendatory thereof and supplementai thereto. 


To this end we do by this our certificate set forth and agree: 


Section. 1. To associate ourselves together with the intention of forming 
a corporation under and by virtue of the powers conferred by the aforesaid 
Laws and Acts of the Legislature of the State of New Jersey. 


Section. 2. Name, Office, Statutory Agent. The name assumed to 
designate such corporation and to be used in its business and dealings, and 
by which it is to be known in law, is “Seventh Day Baptist General Con- 
ference.” 

The principal or statutory office of this corporation in New Jersey is 
at Rooms #316-318 Babcock Building, at 240 West Front Street, in the 
City of Plainfield, Union County, New Jersey. 

The name of the statutory or resident agent therein and in charge thereof, 
upon whom process against the corporation may be served, is Asa F’ Randolph. 


Section 3. Membership. The membership of this corporation shall consist 
of the above named incorporators and all other members in good standing 
of churches admitted to membership in the above named voluntary association 
of Seventh Day Baptist Churches, known as “Seventh Day Baptist General 
Conference,” and those who may hereafter be associated with them and their 


successors. 


Section 4. That said corporation shall have power and authority: 

To do any lawful act which is or may be necessary or proper to accomplish 
the purposes of its incorporation. 

Without limiting or enlarging the effect of this general grant of 
authority, it is hereby specifically provided that said corporation shall have 
power: 


A. To have perpetual succession in its corporate name; 

B. To sue and be sued, complain and defend, plead and be impleaded 
in its corporate name in any court of competent jurisdiction; 

C. To make, have, and use a common seal and to change and alter 
the same at pleasure; 

D. To contract and be contracted with, incur liabilities and borrow 
money, and secure the same by pledge or otherwise, 

E. To choose and (or) elect such officers and appoint such agents 
as its business and purposes may require, or as may be deemed expedient, 
and to define their duties and fix their compensation; 
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F. To make, alter, and repeal by-laws for the accomplishment of its 
objects and purposes not inconsistent with the constitution or laws of the 
United States or of the State of New Jersey, or with these articles of association, 
determining and regulating the time and place of holding and the manner of 
calling and conducting meetings of its members, and representation thereat 
by delegates, proxy or otherwise, also the meetings of delegates, directors, 
trustees, officers, committees, and commissions, the manner of electing its 
officers, directors, and trustees; the mode of voting by delegates, proxy or 
otherwise; and the number, qualifications, powers, duties, and terms of office 
of the officers, directors, trustees, and delegates and containing any other 
provisions, whether of the same or a different nature for the conduct and 
management of the corporation’s purposes, and property, and the regulation, 
government, and conduct of its affairs, and rights, and conduct of its members, 
officers, and agents; 


G. To take, hold, transmit, transfer, and convey its real and personal 
property and estate to an amount now or which may at any time be permitted 
by the Laws or Acts of the State of New Jersey; 


H. To have and to exercise all the powers now or which may hereafter 
be conferred by the Laws of New Jersey upon corporations formed under the 
act and laws hereinabove referred to, amendments thereof, and supplements 
thereto; 


I. To acquire by gift, grant, purchase, devise, bequest, or otherwise 
any real and personal property, and in any part of the world; to hold, manage, 
hire, lease, sell, assign, transfer, mortgage, grant, convey, and dispose of the 
same for the purposes and objects of its incorporation; to accept and to 
administer any trust of real or personal property for any of the purposes 
or objects for which it is or may be incorporated or incidental thereto; 
and also to accept and administer any trust of real or personal property 
created for the benefit of any affiliated corporation or voluntary association 
incorporated or organized for one or more of the purposes or objects for 
which the aforesaid corporation is or may be incorporated; 


J. To do and perform any and all the things and objects herein indicated, 
implied, or set forth to the same extent as natural persons might or could do 
and in any part of the world; exercise any corporate powers necessary or 
incidental to the exercise of the powers above enumerated or granted under 
any of said laws and acts. 


Section 5. Purposes and Objects. That the purposes and objects of 
the said corporation shall be — to advise on appeal in all matters appertain- 
ing to doctrine and discipline, faith and practice, as between the churches ad- 
mitted to membership therein and as between such churches and their respective 
members; to promote divine worship, the spread and maintenance of the Chris- 
tian religion, Sabbath observance, Sabbath or Bible Schools, secular and 
religious education, and generally all of the interests of religion as embodied 
in the Seventh Day Baptist denomination of Christians and expressed by it, 
and the mental and moral improvement of mankind; and to provide pensions 
for ministers of the Gospel, teachers in institutions supported in whole or’ in 
part by Seventh Day Baptists, and other persons engaged in strictly denomina- 
tional work, who may become superannuated or otherwise incapacitated for 
performing their respective duties in either of such capacities, or any charitable 
purposes pertaining to the interests of Seventh Day Baptists; and that the 
operations of said corporation may be conducted and its purposes and objects 
promoted, in any and all parts of the world. 


Section 6. Meetings General Conference. That there may be no meetings 
of all the members of said corporation; but in place thereof a meeting or 
conference herein called “General Conference” shall be held annually or at 
other stated times or other intervals, as the corporation by its constitution 
or by-laws may from time to time provide, of representatives or delegates 
(being natural persons) elected by the members of the corporation from the 
several churches and affiliated corporations and voluntary associations admitted 
to membership in the corporation hereby incorporated; and that such representa- 
tives or delegates, when assembled under the corporate name and in the 
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manner prescribed by the constitution or by-laws of said corporation, shall 
have and may exercise all of the powers, rights, and privileges of a meeting 
of the corporation, and also all of the powers, rights, and privileges which 
said voluntary association known as the Seventh Day Baptist General Con- 
ference now has or exercises, not inconsistent with this act or any law of 
New Jersey or of the United States. 


That such General Conference may be held within or without the State 
of New Jersey, and that all business transacted at any such General Con- 
ference held without the State of Néw Jersey shall be of as full force 
and effect, and valid in every respect as if said General Conference had been 
held within the State of New Jersey. That the time and place of holding 
such General Conference may bé“fixed from year to year by the General 
Conference or by*the constitution or by-laws of said corporation; that the 
statutory office 6f the corporation shall be located in Plainfield, New Jersey, 
but the general office of said corporation may be located in the State of New 
Jersey, or in any State or place where the recording secretary of said corpora- 
tion may reside, or in such place or places, from time to time, as may be 
prescribed by the constitution or by-laws of said corporation, or as the 
General Conference may determine. 


Section 7. Constitution and By-Laws. That the constitution and by-laws 
of said voluntary association known as the “Seventh Day Baptist General 
Conference,” together with the official terms and duties of all its officers 
and committees, are continued, except so far as such constitution and by-laws 
may be in conflict with these articles of association or of any law of the State 
of New Jersey; that such constitution and by-laws may be altered, repealed, or 
amended by the General Conference as provided therein; and that such constitu- 
tion and by-laws, and such alterations, amendments, or repealers, as may be 
made thereof or thereto, may make provisions, not inconsistent with these 
articles of association or with any law of the State of New Jersey, regulating — 
the admission, voluntary withdrawal, and exclusion of members, whether the 
same be natural persons, or churches, or affiliated corporations and voluntary 
associations; the number of representatives or delegates to the General Con- 
ference from any church or affiliated corporation or voluntary association, and 
the time and manner of their election, the qualifications of voters in the 
General Conferences, and the casting of the votes of all the representatives 
or delegates from each church as a unit; the number of representatives or 
delegates whose presence at the General Conference shall be necessary for a 
quorum; the powers and duties of the Board of Trustees; the time and manner 
of choosing, qualifications, terms of office, official designations, powers, 
duties, and compensation of officers and committees of the corporation, of 
the General Conference, and of its Board of Trustees, and what shall constitute 
a vacancy in any office, and the manner of filling vacancies; and generally 
the management of the property and affairs of said corporation. 


Section 8. Board of Trustees. That the permanent fund or endowment 
of said corporation and all trusts accepted and administered by it shall be 
invested and reinvested, managed and controlled, and the income, interest, and 
profits accruing therefrom shall be collected and paid out or expended by 
and under the supervision of a board of nine trustees, in accordance with 
the terms, provisions, and conditions imposed by or embodied in any deed 
of gift, deed of trust, last will and testament, donation or donor; and in 
accordance with the provisions of the constitution and by-laws of said corpora- 
tion, and subject to such instructions and limitations as may be given and 
prescribed by the General Conference from time to time, not inconsistent, 
however, with such terms, provisions, and conditions so imposed as aforesaid. 
That the meetings of the Board of Trustees may be held within or without 
the State of New Jersey. 


That Howard M. Barber, Westerly, Rhode Island, LaVerne D. Lang- 
worthy, Westerly, Rhode Island, Everett T. Harris, Ashaway, Rhode Island, 
Asa F’ Randolph, Plainfield, New Jersey, John H. Austin, Westerly, Rhode 
Island, George B. Utter, Westerly, Rhode Island, Charles E. Gardner, Water- 
ford, Connecticut, Albert S. Babcock, Rockville, Rhode Island, Karl G. Stillman. 
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Westerly, Rhode Island; shall constitute the first Board of Trustees. Said 
trustees are classified into three classes, each class consisting of three trustees. 
The terms of office of the first class, consisting of Messrs. Howard M. Barber, 
LaVerne D. Langworthy, and Everett T. Harris, shall expire at the close of 
the annual session of the General Conference to be held in 1939. The terms 
of office of the second class, consisting of Messrs. Asa F’ Randolph, John H. 
Austin, and George B. Utter, shall expire at the close of the annual session 
of the General Conference to be held in 1940. The terms of office of the 
third class, consisting of Messrs. Charles E. Gardner, Albert S. Babcock, and 
Karl G. Stillman, shall expire at the close of the annual session of the General 
Conference to be held in 1941. That at each annual General Conference, the 
successors to the trustees whose terms of office shall expire in that year 
shall be elected for a term of three years each, or until their successors shall 
be elected, so that the term of office of one class of trustees shall expire in 
each year. 


That in case of any vacancy among the trustees through death, resig- 
nation, or otherwise, the remaining trustees, though less than a quorum, may 
elect a successor or successors, as the case may be, to hold office for the 
unexpired portion of the term of office of the trustee or trustees whose office 
or offices shall become vacant. 


Section 9. Church Property. Power to Accept Transfer of. That said 
corporation may accept a transfer of all or any part of the real and personal 
property of which any Seventh Day Baptist Church or Society, or any corpora- 
tion incorporated for any one or more of the purposes or objects for which the 
aforesaid corporation is incorporated, may be seized or possessed, upon such 
terms and conditions as may be agreed upon, and may take title to, receive, 
take over, and enter into possession, custody, and management of such 
property, real and/or personal; provided, however, that such property so trans- 
ferred to it, or the income derived therefrom, shall be applied to one or more 
of the purposes or objects of the corporation hereby incorporated. 


That the corporation hereby incorporated, upon accepting such a _ trans- 
fer of the real and/or personal property of any Seventh Day Baptist Church 
or Society or corporation as aforesaid, may assume and agree to pay, fulfill, 
and administer all of the debts, liabilities, contracts, obligations, and trusts of 
such church, society, or corporation, to the same effect as if the corporation 
hereby incorporated had itself in the first instance incurred such debts and 
liabilities, or entered into such contracts, or bound itself by such obligations, or 
accepted such trusts. 


Section 10. Prohibitions. That no officer, trustee, or employee shall 
apply to his own use or borrow for himself or as agent for another, directly 
or indirectly, any portion of the funds belonging to this corporation, or within 
its control, or become endorser or surety, or in any manner an obligor for 
moneys loaned or borrowed from it. 


That no member, representative or delegate, officer, trustee or employee 
shall receive, or be entitled to receive, any pecuniary profit from the operations 
of this corporation, except reasonable compensation for services in effecting 
one or more of its purposes or objects or as proper beneficiaries of its strictly 
charitable purposes; and that no part of the property, real or personal, belong- 
ing to this corporation or within its custody or control, shall be divided or 
distributed among its members, representatives or delegates, officers, trustees or 
employees, save as in this section provided, but the same shall be held and 
applied solely for the purposes and objects of this corporation. 


Section 11. Saving Clause. That nothing herein contained shall enlarge, 
restrict, Or in any manner affect the power or authority which said voluntary 
association known as the “Seventh Day Baptist General Conference’ now has 
or may exercise or claim over any church, or the members of any church; but 
all such powers or authority, if any, shall remain and continue with the 
Seventh Day Baptist General Conference after incorporation in like manner as 
if these articles of association had not been executed.

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BYLAWS 


Articte I. Name. The name of this corporation shall be Seventh Day 
Baptist General Conference U. S. A. 


ArvICLE II. Membership. The membership of this corporation shall consist 
of all members in good standing of Seventh Day Baptist churches which now 
comprise, or may hereafter be admitted to, the voluntary association known as 
the Seventh Day Baptist General Conference. 


The corporation at its General Conference session or at some scheduled 
meeting may admit to membership any church applying and submitting such 
credentials and articles of faith as shall show it to be in harmony with the 
distinctive faith and practice of the Seventh Day Baptist denomination. (See 
Seventh Day Baptist Yearbook, 1954, p. 45) 


ARTICLE III. Meetings. A meeting, session, or conference, herein called 
“General Conference’ shall be held annually or at such times and places as 
the General Conference may from time to time determine. Delegates when 
assembled under the corporate name and in the manner prescribed by its 
Certificate of Incorporation and Bylaws, shall have and may exercise all the 
powers, rights and privileges of a meeting of the corporation. Roberts Rules of 
Order (the most recent edition) shall guide parliamentary procedure at 
meetings. 


ARTICLE IV. Delegates to the General Conference. Delegates to the meet- 
ings of the corporation shall be determined as follows: two delegates for each 
member church, as a church, and one additional delegate for each ten members 
of the church or major fraction of ten members. Churches not being able to 
represent themselves by their own members may appoint delegates from other 
churches who are in full and regular membership to represent them. Seventy-five 
delegates representing at least ten churches shall constitute a quorum. 


The delegates present from any church shall cast the full vote to which 
that chutch is entitled when the vote is taken by churches. 


ArticLte V. Officers. This corporation shall be operated by officers elected 
annually for a term of one year, except as provided otherwise in the Certifidate 
of Incorporation or by these bylaws or by law. 


The General Conference may from time to time provide for such assistants, 


boards, committees and/or agencies as may be deemed necessary, expedient, or 
convenient. 


All candidates for the respective offices shall be presented to General 
Conference by the Committee on Nominations, or may be nominated from the 
floor upon prior consent to serve, and shall be elected by vote of the delegates 
present and voting. They shall enter upon their respective duties at the close 
of the session of General Conference at which they are elected, and shall con- 
tinue in office until their successors are duly elected, except for secretaries and 
treasurers who will take office at the beginning of the next fiscal year. 


_ The powers and duties of the offices shall be such as pertain to like 
officers in similar organizations, together with such specific powers and duties 
as the General Conference may determine. 

The officers and their specific duties are as follows: 


Section 1. President. The president shall be a member of the Commission 
and the Planning Committee and, with their help, plan and present the 
program at the General Conference during the year of his term of office. 
He shall appoint such special committees as are listed in Article XI, Section 2. 
He or a vice-president shall preside over and conduct the business sessions of 
General Conference. Insofar as may be practical, he shall visit the churches of 
the denomination and challenge them to renewed faith and response to the 


denominational program. His reasonable and necessary expenses in this effort 
shall be paid by General Conference. 


ai BYLAWS 101 


Section 2. Vice-presidents. The first vice-president shall be a member of 
the Commission and the Planning Committee and shall assist the president as 
needed. He shall be elected with the understanding that unless unforeseen 
circumstances arise to prevent such action he will be elected president at the 
next General Conference. Additional vice-presidents may be provided as shall 
be determined by General Conference. 


Section 3. Recording Secretary. The recording secretary shall prepare, 
read publicly, and submit for approval minutes of each session of General 
Conference. He shall accurately, prepare the minutes for publication. Immediately 
after the publication of the Seventh Day Baptist Yearbook, he shall make 
necessaty corrections, attest ten copies and send one each to the General Con- 
ference office; the corresponding secretary; the recording secretary; the Library 
of Congress;~ the “libraries of Alfred University, Milton College, and Salem 
College; and three copies to the Seventh Day Baptist Historical Society. 
He shall also cause to be published in the Sabhath Recorder, as soon as prac- 
ticable, a list of any corrections to the Yearbook. Necessary expenses incurred 
by him in attending the regular sessions of the General Conference and in the 
preparation of his work shail be paid by that body. 

Section 4. Corresponding Secretary. The corresponding secretary shall com- 
municate for General Conference as he may be directed by it. 

Section 5. The Treasurer of General Conference. The treasurer of General 
Conference shall receive, hold and distribute funds for the operation of the 
General Conference office as he may be directed by it. He shall provide for 
an annual audit of his books and shall make an annual report to General 
Conference through the Commission along with such supplemental reports 
as ate requested by the Commission. 

Section 6. Denominational Treasurer. The denominational treasurer shall 
receive, hold, and distribute funds received by him for the denominational 
program in accordance with the direction of the Commission as approved by 
General Conference or in accordance with the direction of the donor. He shall 
provide for an annual audit of his books and shall make an annual report to 
General Confetence through the Commission along with such supplemental 
reports as may be requested by the Commission. 


ArTICLE VI. Board of Trustees—Functions, Elections, and Terms of Office. 
An elected board of nine trustees shall hold, manage, invest, and control the 
permanent funds or endowments, all real and personal property, and all trusts 
accepted and administered by the corporation. Profits accruing thereto and 
therefrom shall be collected and expended under the supervision of this board 
in accotdance with the terms, provisions, and conditions imposed by or em- 
bodied in any deed of trust, last will and testament, donation or donor, and 
in accord with the provisions of the Certificate of Incorporation and Bylaws 
of the corporation. The board shall be subject to such instructions and limitations 
as may be given and prescribed by the General Conference from time to 
time, not inconsistent, however, with such terms, provisions, and conditions 
so imposed as aforesaid. The board may hold its meetings within or without 
the State of New Jersey. 

At each session of General Conference, the successors to the trustees 
whose term of office shall expire in that year shall be elected by the General 
Gonference for a term of three years, or until their successors shall be elected. 

In the case of any vacancy among the trustees by death, resignation, or 
other cause, the remaining trustees, though less than a quorum, may elect a 
successor or successors, as the case may be, to hold office for the unexpired 
portion of the term of office of the trustee or. trustees whose place or places 
shall become vacant. 

The board of trustees may recognize, elect, or choose such officers, agents, 
committees, or other representative, and adopt such bylaws as they may deter- 
mine, not inconsistent, however, with the Certificate of Incorporation, these 
bylaws, or the laws of New Jersey. 
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ARTICLE VII. The Commission of the General Conference 


Section 1. Election and Term of Office. There shall be a commission of 
the General Conference herein called the Commission, nominated and elected 
in the same manner as the officers of General Conference, which shall be 
composed of six members consisting of clergy and laity. Two of the Commis- 
sion members shall be the president and first vice-president of the General 
Conference. The members of the Commission shall be as widely separated 
geographically as may be practicable. Two members shall be elected each 
year and hold office for three years, or until their successors are elected, so 
that the terms of two members shall expire each year. No member shall 
serve on Commission longer than six years in succession. Vacancies which 
may occur because of death, resignation, or otherwise, may be filled for the 
unexpired term, either by the General Conference in regular session or by the 
Commission ad interim. 

Section 2. Officers. The Commission shall elect its chairman annually from 
its own membership. The general secretary of General Conference shall be 
the secretary of Commission. The Commission shall provide clerical assistance 
for its secretary and members as needed, the expense of which shall be paid 
by General Conference. 


Section 3. Meetings. The Commission shall hold meetings at such times 
as may be most convenient for its members for the deliberate consideration of 
subjects of vital interest to the denomination. The necessaty expense incurred 
by the members in their attendance upon the sessions of the Commission 
shall be paid by the General Conference. 


Section. 4. Duties. The ‘Commission shall provide creative leadership and 
initiative for Seventh Day Baptists. Between sessions of General Conference the 
Commission shall represent that body in all matters pertaining to the activity 
and business of General Conference. It shall act as liaison between the General 
Conference and various denominational agencies; provide for a unified de- 
nominational budget; provide for the program of the annual or other sessions 
of the General Conference; make recommendations upon any matter of business 
which may properly come before the General Conference; be responsible for 
the audit of the books of the treasurer of General Conference and the de- 
nominational treasurer; evaluate the work of the general secretary annually; 
review and make recommendation concerning materials presented by other 
denominational agencies; and perform such other duties as the General Con- 
pier may impose and make such report as the General Conference miay 

1rect. 


ARTICLE VIII. General Secretary 
__ Section 1. The general secretary shall be appointed by the Commission 
with the approval of General Conference. He shall act as non-voting secretary 
of the Commission and work closely with the Commission in carrying out 
the responsibilities and duties outlined in Article VII, Section 4, of these bylaws. 
Section 2. The term of office shall be three years and reappointment shall 
be confirmed at least one year in advance of expiration of term of office. 
Salary and allowances shall be established by the Commission. 


ARTICLE IX. Related Agencies. 

Section 1. In order to advance the purposes and the objectives as stated in 
Section 5 of the Certificate of Incorporation, agencies which are a part of the 
General Conference or related to it in mission and purpose have been established. 
These bodies which work closely with the General Conference are presently 
known as: 

(a) The Seventh Day Baptist Missionary Society. 

A society incorporated in the State of Rhode Island to direct Seventh Day 
Baptist missionary interests throughout the world. 
(b) The American Sabbath Tract Society. 


A society incorporated in the State of New Jersey to create, publish and dis- 


tribute literature for the Christian mission, including the denominational charac- 
teristic of the Seventh Day Sabbath. 
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(c) The Seventh Day Baptist Board of Christian Education. 


A board incorporated in the State of New York to promote programs, curricula 
and organization for the teaching of the Christian witness through Seventh Day 
Baptists. 

(d) The Council on Ministerial Education. 


An agency elected by the General Conference to provide education for minis- 
terial students and in-services training of active ministers as well as recruit- 
ment of ministerial prospects, through operation of the Center for Ministerial 
Education. 

(e) The Seventh Day Baptist Historical Society. 


A society incorporated in the*State of New Jersey to preserve and expound 
Seventh Day Baptist’ history and heritage. 
(f) The Women's Society. 

A General Conference society to encourage the women of the denomination in 
the interests of Christian culture, to foster individual responsibility and united 
action in matters of citizenship, to enlist and direct efforts of the women 
in projects of Christian service, and to stimulate interest in the various enter- 
prises of the denomination. The board of directors is elected by the General 
Conference. 


(g) The Board of Trustees of the Seventh Day Baptist Memorial Fund. 


A board incorporated in the State of New Jersey. Its trustees, elected by General 
Conference, are to keep in trust gifts and bequests received for investment; 
manage the bequests; and distribute the funds to designated and discretionary 
causes related to Seventh Day Baptists. 

Section 2. Rights, Duties and Responsibilities of Related Agencies. 

(a) General Conference recognition of these related agencies shall be 
understood to include participation in the unified denominational budget, re- 
porting on use of funds received annually or as deemed appropriate, responding 
to the Conference policies and sentiments within the limits of budget allowances, 
and sharing lists of their officers for Conference approval. 

(b) These related agencies shall be recognized as having such other rights, 
duties, and responsibilities as may be provided for in their respective chatter's 
and bylaws under their own incorporation agreements. Agencies directly de- 
-pendent upon General Conference for election of trustees or directors shall 
have such rights, duties, and responsibilities as may be established by General 
Conference. 


ARTICLE X. Planning Committee. 

Section 1. Members. This committee shall be composed of the executive 
vice-president of the Missionary Society, the corresponding secretary of the 
American Sabbath Tract Society, the executive secretary of the Board of Christian 
Education, the president of the Women’s Society, the president and first vice- 
president of General Conference, and the general secretary who shall serve this 
body as the chairman. 

Section 2. Purposes. This committee shall coordinate plans and work of 
the denominational agencies; develop a cooperative strategy for denominational 
expansion and growth; build and promote creative and constructive denomina- 
tional programs. 

Section 3. Meetings. This committee shall meet at the call of the chair or 
in conjunction with Commission at such times and places as may be agreed 
upon by both bodies. 
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ArtIcLE XI. Standing, Special and Ad Hoc Committees. 
The General Conference shall have authority to establish such standing com- 
mittees, special committees and ad hoc committees as it may deem necessary 
or appropriate to conduct General Conference business.

Executive Secretary's Report 


“He must become more important, while I must become less important.” 
John 3:30 (TEV) 


For and with the Dedicated Service Committee of the board, in coopetra- 
tion with the Women’s Board and the denominational Planning Committee, 
I participated in the Summer Dedicated Service projects of 1969. 

In the Vacation Church School and Camp division we had several volun- 
teers. It looked as though we would not be able to use them as all of the 
requests for service asked for older youth or adults. Finally it was agreed 
upon that our youthful workers could be teamed with older workers; con- 
sequently, Kevin Crane worked in Plainfield, Michele Hunt and Faye Bond 
worked for the Historical Society in Plainfield, Alfred Hill worked in North 
Loup, and Christine Ayars served in Little Genesee. 

After much correspondence and many phone calls agreements were made. 
It was my privilege to help with the training session of the summer workers, 
June 10-18, in Dodge Center; Minnesota. I attended the evaluation session 
of the summer's work on August 5 at Lewis Camp in Rhode Island. The 
Planning Committee selected me to serve as summer supervisor of the program 
for 1969 and 1970. 

Adopting our boatd’s recommendation, Planning Committee raised the 
minimum age limit of summer volunteers thus making unnecessary our having 
the Vacation Church School and Camp program. The Dedicated Service Com- 
mittee of our board was discontinued. 

Nine sessions of the Youth Work Committee of the board were attended. 
I was its agent upon several occasions in relation to the youth field worker, 
the Pre-Con retreats, the Beacon, among other endeavors. 

Editing and mimeograph work were done for the Vocations Committee. 

Six meetings of the Family Life Committee were attended with reports 
and suggestions for areas of work made at each session. Help was given in 
programming and mailing the material for Christian Family Week. 

For the Publications Committee I edited twelve issues of ihe Sabbath 
Visitor for Boys and Girls and wrote the Daily Bible Readings for the 
Helping Hand. Two weeks of the latter were written by Steven Crouch. 
Advisory participation was given in the securing of a new editor for the 
Helping Hand. Two meetings of the committee were attended. 

Two meetings each were attended with the Executive Committee and 
the Publicity Committee, and one with the Finance Committee. 

Articles, news, announcements, and quotations were written or secured 
for the Christian Education page in the Sabbath Recorder as agreed upon. 

Having secured the writers for the Sabbath Rally Day Sabbath School 
lessons, I mimeographed their contributions for the American Sabbath Tract 
Society. 

The general program of the biennial Seventh Day Baptist Ministers Con- 
ference was devised and participants secured. Under the sponsorship of our 
Committee on Higher Education, the conference was held in Salem and Lost 
Creek, West Virginia, April 30-May 6. I served as dean of the program, 
read a sermon, and preached for the Lost Creek church the Sabbath of the 
conference. (After hours denominational committee meetings were held almost 
evety night.) High commendation goes to our two lecturers, Herbert E. Saunders 
a eee Skaggs, and gratefulness to all who willingly took part. Plans 
ge an r. Saunders lectures will be published in a paperback book, and 

aggs plans to mimeograph his for circulation among our ministers. 
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A workshop on the relevancy of the Sabbath was devised at the bidding 
of the Higher Education Committee. It was circulated among our churches 
in the Facing Frontiers with Faith packet for this year (Year IV). 


___ Leadership Education workshops were prepared for the Allegheny Asso- 
ciation of Seventh Day Baptists. They were presented in two of the asso- 
ciation’s churches. 


Workshops related to the work of the board were held in Milton, Syracuse, 
and Buffalo. Members of the Albion amd Milton Junction churches attended 
the one in Milton. Workshops’ related to the work of the Missionary Board 
and the Tract Board were led in Buffalo. 


The directors of childf€n’s conferences at General Conference were 
secured at thé réquest of the Conference president. They were Mrs. Warren 
Brannon for the Primary, Mr. Robert Harris for the Junior, and Miss Connie 
Coon for the Junior High. At the bidding of the new Conference president 
I have begun securing the directors for the 1970 conferences. 


Evangelism through the Sabbath School programs was sponsored through 
ideas published in the Facing Frontiers with Faith packet. Participation 
Covenants were sent to our Sabbath Schools at Plainfield, Pawcatuck, Shiloh, 
Battle Creek, Lost Creek, Richburg, Alfred Station, Lavander Mountain, and 
Ashaway. 


Participation was given to our board committee which planned the 
board’s progtam to be presented at General Conference. The Christian Educa- 
tion display was prepared and set up at General Conference. A part was 
taken on the program, and it was my privilege to present to the Pawcatuck 
Sabbath School the Gold Cross Certificate for excellence in Sabbath School 
work, as well as plaques for winning attendance and increased membership 
contests. The work of the Board of Christian Education was presented to 
Junior Conference. 

Christian Education reports were solicited, catalogued and prepared for 
ptinting in the Yearbook. Names of Seventh Day Baptist high school juniors 
and seniors were procured, mimeographed and presented to our related 


colleges — this a project of the Higher Education and Vocations Committees 
of the board. 

Correspondence is cared for as quickly as time will allow. Filing, reading, 
and studying occupy a block of time. 

Planning Committee meetings were attended: five days in the spring, 
a pre-Conference meeting, and five days in the fall. Meetings were attended 
with Planning Committee and Commission combined. Two afternoons were 
spent with the Executive Committee of the Seventh Day Baptist World Federa- 
tion, serving as recording secretary. I mimeographed 350 copies of the 
SDBWE report to be handed out at General Conference. 

Church visits were made at the suggestion of Planning Committee to 
Stonefort, Farina, and White Cloud. Time was spent at each church dis- 
cussing denominational endeavors. 

Sermons were delivered in Milton, Syracuse, Alfred Station, Lost Creek, 
in New Auburn for the North Central Association, Farina, White Cloud, and 
Buffalo. 

A day each was spent in denominational booths at the Allegany County, 
New York, Fair, and at the New York State Fair. 


It is my privilege to serve as president at the Seventh Day Baptist State 
Council (NYS). 
Dedicated worker, Steven Crouch, assisted in the office for three weeks. 


In ecumenical work, a week was spent with the Division of Christian 
Education of the National Council of Churches of Christ in Chicago; a week 
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with the Committee on the Uniform Series of that division in New York 
City; three days in the company of Alton Wheeler in Toronto, working 
with a large company of denominational leaders planning ecumenical en- 
deavors for the 1970's; one day with the Program Board of the Department 
of Educational Development, Division of Christian Education, NCCC, in 
New York City; four days with the Religious Education Association of 
America in Chicago; and as a delegate for our denomination five days with 
the Assembly of the NCCC in Detroit. The annual meeting of the Baptist 
denominational executives in Christian Education was attended in Chicago. 
The Rev. Earl Cruzan was our guest. 

Seven thousand, four hundred and fifty-three miles were driven, carrying 
the interests of our Lord as represented by our board and denomination. 

The splendid cooperation of board members and a host of the members 
of our churches is very much appreciated.

Family Life Committee Report 


Each member of the Family Life Committee has endeavored to bring fresh 
ideas as well as material for examination to the regular bimonthly meetings 
with the hope that inspiring, meaningful and useful Christian conversation 
and action shall be the end result in the daily family life of the members 
of our denomination. 

The Christian Family Week packet, sent out on schedule to our churches, 
contained a sermon digest, a worship service, a prayer for parents, “Thoughts 
for Food,’ information and program aids for birth defects and prenatal care, 
and an announcement of a filmstrip for loan. The theme for Christian Family 
Week was “To Love Is To Live.” We asked for responses to be returned 
to us in the form of a questionnaire as to the usefulness of the packet. At the 
date of this writing eight responses have been received. We sincerely hope 
that the material was of help to many of our churches even though few 
responded. 

Realizing the great tumult that there is among families in our great 
United States that may have for its causes a more or less weak policy on 
marriage and family life, it was determined that the Family Life Committee 
will endeavor to work on policy statements and guidelines and present them 
(hopefully) to the 1970 General Conference. Much of the committee’s work 
for this coming year will be directed toward special study of the following 
phases: sexuality, sex education, abortion, family planning, generation gap 
and communication, ministry to the common law couple and to the widow. 

The committee wishes to express sincere appreciation to Mrs. Helen Ogden 
for her conscientious leadership and devotional concern as 1968-69 chairman 
of the Family Life Committee. 

The Family Life Committee for the 1969-70 year includes Mrs. Catharine 
Jacox, Harmon Dickinson, Burton Crandall, Rex Zwiebel, with Amanda 
Snyder and Jean Snyder as co-chairmen. With the reorganization of this com- 
mittee in October 1969, study topics were reassigned for individual study 
and reports.

Higher Education Committee Report 

The biennial Ministers Conference planned by this committee in the 
preceding year became a reality at Salem, W. Va., April 30-May 6, 1969, 
with attendance of 37 ministers, 2 theologues, and 1 layman. The fine hospitality 
of the Salem church, and of Lost Creek church for one day, was gratefully 
acknowledged. The Tract Society is going ahead with the publication of the 
Sabbathism lectures given at this conference by the Rev. Herbert Saunders. 
This board is cooperating in this venture. Lectures on ‘‘Proclaiming the Word” 
by Dean Victor Skaggs have been mimeographed in condensed form and 
distributed to all Seventh Day Baptist ministers. 

A worshop on Sabbath truth, prepared by our executive secretary and 
reviewed by this committee, has been distributed with the Planning Committee's 
Year IV program. The workshop is recommended for thoughtful use within 
congregations. 

In cooperation with the Vocational Committee this committee asked 
churches to send names of high school juniors and seniors for compilation 
and distribution to our three Seventh Day Baptist related colleges. 

Suggestions of the Conference Interests Committee were evaluated and 
put into the committee’s plans. In light of the recognition of Herbert Saunders’ 
Sabbath lectures, this committee notes with encouragement the extensive sug- 
gestions on Sabbath education which are referred to the Planning Committee 
for implementation through various agencies within our Conference. 

Dr. Burton Crandall has been chairman of this committee till the 
October meeting when he became board president. David Clarke succeeded 
him. Mrs. Ahva J. C. Bond and Mr. Donald Van Horn are the other 


committee members.

Publications Committee Report 


The resignation of the Rev. Don A. Sanford as editor-writer of the 
Helping Hand was accepted with regret by the Board of Christian Education 
on April 20, 1969. In his letter of resignation Editor Sanford said that having 
accepted a full-time position at Milton College, with further schooling also 
involved, he felt he must resign. He continued to write throughout the year 
and was responsible for the Helping Hand lessons for use up until the end 
of June 1970. 

Acting upon the recommendation of the Publications Committee, the board 
asked the corresponding secretary to write a letter of appreciation to the 
Rev. Mr. Sanford for his outstanding service in the capacity of adult quarterly 
editor and lesson writer for a period of over fifteen years. Plans have been 
made to honor our former editor with a service of recognition to be held 
during General Conference at Milton, Wisconsin, in August 1970. 

The task of finding a new editor-writer was undertaken by the Publica- 
tions Committee. A call was extended the Rev. Duane L. Davis who accepted 
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the position for one year on a trial basis. He began October 1, 1969, writing 
lessons for use during the quarter beginning July 1, 1970. He requests the 
prayers of our people as he writes material for the Helping Hand. 

The church membership manual, You and Your Church, was revised 
and reprinted. Copies are now available, and the committee urges their widest 
possible use. 

Other publications available from the Board of Christian Education are 
the Sabbath Visitor for Boys and Girls, published monthly, and the Junior 
Quarterly, lessons for junior age children prepared for a three-year cycle. 
The lessons are not new, but continue to be available for churches wishing to 
order them. 


Through cooperation with Dean Victor W. Skaggs of the Center for 
Ministerial Education, material has been prepared by students at the center 
to be used as lessons in Seventh Day Baptist history to be published in the 
Helping Hand during the spring quarter of 1971, prior to the 300th anni- 
versary observance at General Conference. 

Writers were secured for Sabbath Rally Day lessons to be studied in 
May 1970. Consideration is being given to the possibility of publishing

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Publicity Committee Report 


During 1969, the Publicity Committee of the Board of Christian Education 
prepared material for the March issue of the Sabbath Recorder with emphasis 
on Christian Education.

Vocational Committee Report

The brochure also contained a short article on the importance of the Sabbath 
in our lives written by Mrs. Ethel Dickinson. Copies were sent to each church, 
so that each family would have one. 

Because of Vocational Sabbath Emphasis Day’s coming near the important 
holidays at the end of the year, Christmas and Mew Yeat’s, the committee 
recommended to Conference that the date be changed to a more suitable date. 
Conference gave the authority to set a more suitable date to the Vocational 
Committee in consultation with the Planning Committee. Vocations Sabbath is 
now set up for the second Sabbath in March each yeat.

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BYLAWS 
of the 
Seventh Day Baptist Board of Christian Education, Inc. 


ARTICLE I1—NAME 


The corporation shall be known as the Seventh Day Baptist Board 
of Christian Education, Inc., and it shall be recognized as the successor in 
interest to the Seventh Day Baptist Education Society, the Sabbath School 
Board of the Seventh Day Baptist General Conference, and the Young 
People’s Board of the Seventh Day Baptist General Conference, and shall 
hold in trust, invest, and administer such funds as are now held and 
were formerly held separately by each of the said named organizations, 
and shall receive bequests and endowments which have been designated 
for each of the said named organizations or which may be hereafter so 
designated. 

ArticLte I].—Osyjercts 


The purposes and objects of such corporation shall be to pro- 
mote the cause of education in general, to develop the educational 
convictions of the people of the churches represented in the Seventh Day 
Baptist General Conference, to found and foster such denominational 
institutions of Christian education as the cordoration may approve, to 
make educational surveys, to plan courses of study, to print and distribute 
literature and periodicals, and to employ such representatives as may best 
promote the purposes of the corporation in the church schools, camps, young 
people’s organizations, colleges, and in ministerial education. 


ArticLe II}.—MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. Members of this corporation shall consist of— 
{a) Life members of the Seventh Day Baptist Education Society, and 


(b) Members of a Seventh Day Baptist Church, recognized by the 
Seventh Day Baptist General Conference (USA). 


Section 2. Those entitled to vote at any annual or special meeting of the 
corporation shall be accredited delegates to the Seventh Day Baptist General 
Conference convened prior to such annual or special meeting. 


ArticLeE 1V.—Meetincs or MEMBERS 


Section 1. The annual meeting of members for the election of directors 
and such other business as many properly come before said meeting shall be held 
on the third Sunday of September of each year at two o'clock in the afternioon, 
except when held during the sessions of General Conference. 


Section 2. Special meetings other than those regulated by statute may be 
called at any time by the Board of Directors. 


Section 3. Notice of all annual and special meetings shall be given 
by publication of the time and place and object of such meeting in the 


three (3) issues of the Sabbath Recorder immediately preceding such 
meeting. 


Section 4. Nine voting members shall constitute a quorum, and the 
members entitled to vote at any annual or special meeting shall be accredited 


delegates to the session of the Seventh Day Baptist General Conference con- 
vened prior to such meeting. 


Section 5. If for any reason the annual meeting of the members 
shall not be held, such annual meeting shall be called and conducted as 
prescribed in the General Corporation Law, Sections 22, 23, 24, and 25. 


é et 6. At all meetings of members, all questions shall be deter- 
mined Dy a majority vote of the voting members present, in person or 


by proxy, except in those case idi i 
t xy, s where the manner of deciding the ques: 
1s specifically regulated by statute. ee 
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ARTICLE V.—DrrREcTORS 


Section 1. The general affairs of the corporation shall be managed and 
controlled by a Board of Directors of thirty (30) members, which number may 
be increased or diminished as the corporation shall deem necessary or expedient, 
not less than three of whom shall be young people of college age. Consultants 
may be secured by the Board of Directors. 


Section 2. Status of members of the board 
(a) A director shall be extendéd an invitation annually to continue 
membership, ‘except: 


(1) Where members perform essential work for the board but 
do not attend directors’ meetings for two years, such persons may be 
appointed as consultants without official board membership. 


(2) Where members do not attend meetings of the Board of 
Directors for two years, and no direct service is rendered, such mem- 
bers shall be dropped. 

(b) Consultants may be selected by the president of the board or by 
committee chairman to serve as deemed advisable and shall be approved 
by the Board of Directors. They may be chosen to serve for a designated 
petiod up to one year. They may have all the privileges of the committee 
including the vote. They may have all the privileges of the floor at a 
board meeting except the vote. 

(c) All proposed members shall be consulted prior to nomination. 

(d) Vacancies in the Board of Directors occurring during the year 
shall be filled for the unexpired term by the remaining directors. 


Section 3. The Board of Directors shall meet at least once in three 
(3) months, and whenever called together by the president or any two 
(2) directors. 


Section 4. Seven directors shall constitute a quorum for transaction 
of business. 


Section 5. As required by Section 46 of the Membership Corporation 
Law, the Board of Directors shall present, or cause to be presented, at 
each annual meeting, a report verified by the president and treasurer or 
by a majority of the directors showing the whole amount of real and 
personal property owned by it, where located, and where and how invested; 
the amount and nature of the property acquired during the year imme- 
diately preceding the date of the report and the manner of the acquisition; 
the amount applied, appropriated, or expended during the year immediately 
preceding such date and the purposes, objects, or persons to or for which 
such applications, appropriations, or expenditures have been made, and the 
names and places of residence of the persons who have been admitted to 
membership in the corporation during such year, which report shall be 
filed with the records of the corporation, and an abstract thereof entered 
in the minutes of the proceedings of the annual meeting. 


Section 6. No purchase, sale, mortgage, or lease of real property 


shall be made unless authorized, as provided by and in accordance with 
Section 21 of the Membership Corporation Law. 


Article VI.—OFFICERS 
Section 1, The Board of Directors, immediately after the annual 

meeting of members, shall meet and choose the following officers, each 
of whom shall be a director and shall serve for the term of one year 
or until the next annual election: 

(a) President 

(b) Vice-president 

(c) Recording secretary 

(d) Corresponding secretary 

(e) Treasurer 

(f) Executive secretary 
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Section 2. The president shall preside at all meetings of the Board 
of Directors and at all special meetings of the members, and shall act as 
temporary chairman at and call to order the annual meeting of members, 
and he shall perform all the other duties incidental to his office. The president 
shall appoint standing committees and secure the chairmen with the director's 


approval. 


Section 3. The recording secretary shall make and preserve the min- 
utes of the Board of Directors and also the minutes of the meetings of 
members, he shall attend to the giving and serving of all notices of meet- 
ings, and he shall have charge and keep the membership book of the 
corporation, and such other books, papers, and records as the Board of 
Directors may direct. 


Section 4. The corresponding secretary shall have the general hand- 
ling of correspondence of the corporation, and perform such other duties 
as the Board of Directors may prescribe. 


Section 5. The treasurer shall have the care and custody of all the 
funds and securities of the corporation not designated to some special 
department of the corporation, and shall deposit the same in the name 
of the corporation in such bank or banks as the directors may designate ; 
and he shall pay out and disburse the same on order of the Board of 
Directors; he shall at all reasonable times exhibit his books and documents 
to any director or member, upon application at the office of the corpor- 
ation during business hours; he may be required by the Board of Directors 
to give bond for the faithful performance of his duties; he shall pre- 
pare the annual report required ‘by Section 46 of the Membership Cor- 
poration Law, and he shall at all times keep or cause to be kept such 
books and accounts showing the financial condition of the corporation 
as the Board of Directors shall require. 


Section 6. The executive secretary shall act as field representative 
and general administrative officer, and shall perform such duties as the 
Board of Directors shall prescribe. 


_ Section 7. No director shall receive any salary or compensation as 
director, and the officers shall receive such salary, compensation, or emol- 
ument, if any, as the Board of Directors may prescribe by resolution. 


_ Directors and officers may be interested, either directly or indirectly, 
in any contract relating to the operations conducted by the corporation, 
provided such interest is known to the Board of Directors. 


Section 8. The Board of Directors may appoint such other admini- 
strative officers, committees, or commissions as may be necessary for the 
promotion of the objects and purposes of the corporation and may pre- 
scribe their compensation, if any. Members of such committees and 
commissions need not be directors. Standing committees elected after the annual 
meeting shall take office on Januaty 1 of the succeeding year. 


Article VII.—Institutions, ENDOWMENTS, AND ACTIVITIES 


Section 1. The corporation may establish, maintain, and contribute 
to a theological seminary and such other literary institutions as may 
be thought desirable, for the purpose of carrying out the objects of the 
corporation. The presidents and principals of these institutions shall 
always be Seventh Day Baptists. The majority of the professors and 
teachers in such institutions shall be at all times Seventh Day Baptists, 
the remainder to be such as the trustees of the institutions, acting in 
conjunction with the directors of the corporation, shall see fit to elect. 


The majority of the trustees of such institutions shall be at all times 
Seventh Day Baptists. Each Board of Trustees of such institutions shall 
make to this corporation an annual report of the financial and literary 
condition of the institution under their charge, also of their proceedings 
with reference to the same. 
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Section 2. A report of this corporation, with reference to its work 
and that of its affiliated institutions, shall be presented each year to the 


annual meeting of members and to the Seventh Day Baptist General 
_Conference. 


Section 3. The Board of Directors shall cause to be prepared a 
budget of expected receipts and expenditures for each fiscal year, and 
shall submit the same for approval to the Seventh Day Baptist General 
Conference as a part of the denominational budget. 


Section 4. All contributions designated by their donors for a par- 
ticular purpose shall be used only for the purpose designated. Undesig- 
nated funds and contributions may be used for the general purpose of 
the corporation, as the directors may determine. 


Section.5. “All endowments by subscriptions, gifts, or bequests shall 
constitute a permanent fund, the principal to be kept intact and safely 
invested in accordance with New York State Law for trust funds. 


Section 6. The Board of Directors shall assume and maintain the 
activities that have heretofore been carried on by the Seventh Day Baptist 
Education Society, the Sabbath School Board of the Seventh Day Baptist 
General Conference, and the Young People’s Board of the Seventh Day 
Baptist General Conference, as a minimum program, and shall give these 
activities first claim on the funds received from the denominational budget 
or from other sources as designated for the Seventh Day Baptist Ed- 
ucation Society, the Sabbath School Board of the Seventh Day Baptist 
General Conference, and the Young People’s Board. 


Section 7. Activities to be carried on by the corporation, through its 
Board of Directors, shall include the following: 
1. Promotion and organization of— 
(a) Sabbath Schools, Vacation Church Schools, Youth Fellowships, 
and camps for religious and denominational instruction. 
(b) General Conference activities 
(1) Youth and Young Adult Pre-Con Retreats 
(2) Primary, Junior, and Junior High Conferences during the 
annual conference upon direction of the conference president 
(c) Programs to assist young people in 
(1) Service 
(2) Education 
(3) Vocational Enrichment 
(d) Special emphasis events for local churches, such as 
(1) Christian Education Week 
(2) Youth Week 
(3) Christian Family Week 
(4) Vocations Sabbath 
(5) National Christian College Day 
(e) Ministers Conference 
(f) Teacher and Leadership Training Courses 


2. Publication of 
(a) Study courses for adult, youth, and children 
(b) Leadership education material 
(c) Youth and children’s periodicals 
(d) Church membership manual 
(e) Material for family life enrichment 
(f) Vocational material 


3. Participation in ecumenical Christian Education programs through 
(a) The National Council of Churches and other such bodies 
(b) Local programs 


4, Periodic evaluation of program and realignment of effort to achieve 
the best possible service in Christian Education. 
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ArticLe VIII—AMENDMENTS 


Amendments to these bylaws may be made by a majority vote of 
the voting members present, in person or by proxy, at any annual or 
special meeting of members, provided the proposed amendment is inserted 
either in the notice of the meeting or in the previous annual report of 
this corporation to the Seventh Day Baptist General Conference.

To the Seventh Day Baptist General Conference 
By Rev. Albert N. Rogers, President & Historian 


“We are living, we are dwelling in a grand and awful time.” This century 
old hymn line is perhaps a trite description of today’s frustrated armchair phil- 
osopher, but it suggests also the faith of a Christian in any century facing the 
challenges to that faith. It May explain the widespread current interest in local 
history and family genealogy. Our society shares in this faith and interest. 


ey Our Staff and Helpers 


Miss .Evalois St. John has worked regular hours as our senior consultant 
since her retirement from the position of librarian last May. She does special 
research and her knowledge of our field of interest is extremely valuable. Mrs. 
Elizabeth Johnson Green, Milton, Wis., and Mrs. Nathalie Davis Perez, New 
York City, have given many hours of volunteer service. (Mrs. Perez has since 
joined our staff as a part-time employee.) Dedicated service was generously 
offered by Miss Faye Bond and Kevin Crane of Dodge Center, Minn.; Steven 
Crouch, Milton, Wis.; Robert Harris, Shiloh, N.J.; Miss Michelle Hunt, 
Denver, Colo.; and Miss Irene Lederer and Miss Jennie Wells of Boulder, 
Colo. Secretarial help was employed on an hourly basis. The Rev. C. Harmon 
Dickinson, Richburg, N. Y., who is our treasurer, gives much time and thought 
to our society’s finances. To each of our helpers and staff we are most grateful. 


Services to the Denomination 


One of our first responsibilities after the care of the Library and Museum is 
to serve as a research facility for denominational agencies. We have assisted 
the American Sabbath Tract Society and its Publishing House and weekly pub- 
lication, The Sabbath Recorder; the Seventh Day Baptist Center for Ministerial 
Education; the Planning Committee, the president and general secretary, and the 
Board of Trustees of General Conference; the trustees of the Seventh Day Baptist 
Memorial Fund; and the Plainfield Seventh Day Baptist Church. We care for 
minutes of the Eastern Association and the Yearly Meeting of the Eastern New 
York and New Jersey Churches in our vaults. Requests from local church leaders 
have also been responded to, as well as about thirty inquiries from outside the 
denomination. We learn much from this work, and we receive many benefits 
from those whom we attempt to serve. 


VOLUME III and its Publication 


A major part of our time this year has been devoted to research and writing 
for Volume III, Seventh Day Baptists in Europe and America. Some delays 
resulted from additional duties laid upon the editor. It is a pleasure to report 
that typesetting on the opening chapters has begun in the Publishing House, 
although considerable work remains to be done on the last two chapters and 
the appendices. (Volumes I and II were twelve years in preparation.) A chapter 
which deals with the construction of the Seventh Day Baptist Building forty 
years ago was prepared by the Rev. C. Harmon Dickinson. Acknowledgement 
of our debt to the many individuals who have shared in this work will appear 
in the book. 

Library Administration 


Classifying and indexing materials must, of course, be done constantly if 
these are to be available for use. Our systems include the library catalog, the 
Sabbath Recorder index, and special files for records, journals, etc., stored in our 
vaults, pictures, pamphlets, local church materials, miscellaneous denominational 
publications, biography and genealogy, and items in the museum collection. 
Varied methods to combine these into a more simplified classification are being 
studied, and it is hoped that a comprehensive catalog may be issued next year. 
Additional filing cabinets and display cases should be secured in the near future.

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CONSTITUTION 


Article IJ. — Name 


The name of this corporation shall be “Seventh Day Baptist His- 
torical Society.” 


Article IJ. — Purposes 


The purposes for which this corporation is formed are: 

a. To establish and maintain an historical library and museum 
and branches thereof. 

b. To investigate the history of religious organizations and related 
subjects, in particular those pertaining to Seventh Day Baptists. 


c. To acquire and preserve records and other objects of interest and 
data relating to their history, and to publish or issue records and trans- 
actions of the corporation, or other documents or data; and such other 
publications, papers, or data, as the corporation may deem desirable or 
advantageous. 


d. To exercise all such powers as may be granted the corporation 
by its charter, or by the laws of the State of New Jersey, or as may 
otherwise be acquired, or incidental thereto. 


Article [II: — Membership 


Section I. Election. Members of this corporation shall be elected 
by the trustees. 


Section 2. Classification and Dues. Membership may consist of (a) Con- 
tributing (or Annual) Members, (b) Life Members, (c) Honorary Members, 
(d) Individual Junior Members, (e) Group Junior Members, (f) Group 
Adult Members. 


Section 2 (a). Contributing (or Annual) Members shall pay dues of two 
dollars ($2.00) per year, the first of each fiscal (calendar) year of the cor- 
poration in advance. Any contributing (or Annual) Member who is in arrears 
two full years in payment of dues automatically ceases to be a member. 


b. Life Members. A member who pays fifty dollars in one pay- 
ment to the treasurer for that purpose may become a Life Member upon 
the vote of the trustees. Every Contributing (or Annual) Member who 
shall have paid the annual dues for twenty years, successively, shall, 
thereafter, on the vote of the trustees, be a Life Member. 


c. Honorary Members. For reasons of weight, the trustees may elect 
Honorary Members, who shall not be qualified to vote in corporate meetings, 
nor shall they be required to pay dues. 


_ __ d. Individual Junior Membership. By paying an annual fee of 25 cents 
individual children may become non-voting members. 


e. Group Junior Membership. A Sabbath School Class, a Junior Christian 


Endeavor Society, or a Junior Fellowship group may become a member by 
paying a membership fee of $1.00 or more. 


f sie Group Adult Membership. A Church, a Sabbath School Class, a 
womens gfoup, of a young people’s group may become members by paying 
$2.00, $4.00, $6.00 and so on in multiples of $2.00, Each such group would 


be entitled to as many votes as the total amount of dues paid. ($2.00 —1 vote; 
$4.00 — 2 votes; $10.00 —5 votes, etc.) 


Section 3. Founders of the Corporation. Life Members who shall 
have paid one hundred dollars or more to the treasurer of the corporation 
before the first day of January, 1920, shall be enrolled as Founders of 
the Corporation. 

_ Section 4. Patrons of the Corporation. Life Members who shall have 
paid the sum of five hundred dollars or more in one payment to the 
Treasurer of the corporation shall be enrolled as Patrons of the Corporation. 


Section 5, Members Eligible to Vote. Only those members may vote 
who shall have complied with the requirements of Article VIII. 
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Article [V.— Corporate Meetings 


Section 1. Place of Meeting. All Meetings. of the members shall be 
held in the Board Rooms of the Seventh Day Baptist Historical Society in the 
Seventh Day Baptist Building, 510 Watchung Avenue, Plainfield, N. J. 

Section 2. Annual Meeting. The Annual Meeting of the members of 
this corporation shall be held on the third First Day of the week in the 
month of May at eleven o'clock in the forenoon, prevailing time. 


Section 3, Special Meetings. Special Meetings of the corporation 
may be called at any time by the trustees. 


Section 4, Notice of “Meeting. Notice of every meeting of the 
corporation, annual, special, or adjourned, shall be published in the 
Sabbath Recorder once in each week for at least two weeks, successively, 
immediately preceding the day fixed for such meeting. The notice of a 
special meeting shall set forth the nature of the business to be pre- 
sented at such meeting. 


Section 5, Right to Vote in Person or by Proxy. Every member 
of the corporation qualified to vote shall be entitled to one vote in 
person or by proxy at every meeting of the corporation. 

Section 6. Quorum. Five members of the corporation qualified to 
vote shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Section 7. Adjourned Meetings. At any Annual or Special Meeting, 
if a quorum be not present, the members qualified to vote, though less 
than a quorum, shall have power to adjourn to a day certain, and notice 
of the adjourned day shall be given as is provided for notice of meeting 
in Section 4 of this Article. If a quorum be present, they shall have 
power to adjourn the meeting from time to time and no notice of the 
adjourned meeting need be given. 


Article V.— Trustees 


Section 1. Board of Trustees. The affairs of this corporation shall 
be managed by a Board of Trustees. 


Section 2. Number of Trustees. The Board of Trustees shall be 
five in number. 


Section 3. Residence. At least one trustee shall be a resident of 
the State of New Jersey. 


Section 4. Quorum. Three-fifths of the trustees shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 


Section 5. May Make By-Laws. Subject to this constitution, the Board 
of Trustees may make by-laws for the regulation of the affairs of 
the corporation. 


Section 6. Qualifications. The Trustees shall possess the qualifications 
set forth in Article VIII. 

Section 7. Classification. The Trustees shall be classified and elected 
in the following manner: 

At their first meeting, the first Board of Trustees, named in the charter, 
shall classify themselves into five classes, each class consisting of one 
trustee. The term of office of the first class shall expire at the close of 
the next annual corporate meeting after this certificate of incorporation 
shall have been filed with the Secretary of State of New Jersey, and 
the successor of that class shall be elected at that meeting for a term 
of five years; the term of office of the second class shall expire at 
the close of the next annual corporate meeting but one, and the successor 
of that class shall be elected for a term of five years; the term of office 
of the third class shall expire at the close of the next annual corporate 
meeting but two, and the successor of that class shall be elected at that 
meeting for a term of five years; the term of office of the fourth class 
shall expire at the close of the next annual corporate meeting but three, 
and the successor of that class shall be elected for a term of five years; 
the term of office of the fifth class shall expire at the close of the next 
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annual corporate meeting but four, and the successor of that class shall 
be elected for a term of five years; and at each annual corporate meeting 
the successor to the class whose term of office expires in that year shall be 
elected, so that the term of office of one class of trustees shall expire, and 
its successor be elected at each annual corporate meeting. 


Section 8. Vacancies. In case of any vacancy of vacancies among 
the trustees through death, resignation, or other cause, the remaining 
trustees, although less than a quorum, may elect a successor of suc- 
cessots to hold office for the unexpired portion of the term of office of 
the trustee or trustees, respectively, whose place or places shall become 
vacant; or the same may be filed by the corporation at the next annual 
corporate meeting, or other corporate meeting called for that purpose. 


Section 9. Report to Corporation. The Board of Trustees shall 
present at the annual meeting of the corporation a report for the fiscal 
yeat next preceding such annual meeting, verified by the President and 
Treasurer or by a majority of the trustees, showing the whole amount 
of real and personal property owned by it, where located, and where 
and how invested, the amount and nature of the property acquired 
during the year immediately preceding the date of the report and the 
manner of its acquisition; the amount applied, appropriated, or expended 
during such year, and the purposes, objects, or persons to or for which 
such applications, appropriations, or expenditures have been made; and 
the names and places of residence of the persons who have been admitted 
to membership in the corporation during such year. Such report shall 
be filed with the records of the corporation, and the report or an abstract 
thereof entered in the minutes of the proceedings of the annual meeting. 


Article VI. — Officers 


Section 1. List of Officers. At the annual meeting of the corporation, 
the qualified voters of the cotporation shall elect by plurality vote, 
from the Board of Trustees, a President, two Vice-Presidents, a Recording 
Secretary, and a Treasurer, who shall be, respectively, President, Vice- 
Presidents, Recording Secretary, and Treasurer, both of the corporation 
and of the Board of Trustees; and a Nominating Committee of three members. 


Section 2. Term of Office. The officers shall serve for one year and 
until their successors are elected and qualified. 


Section 3. Vacancies. Vacancies occurring during the year may be 
filled by the Board of Trustees. 


Section 4. Qualifications. The officers shall possess the qualifications 
set forth in Article VIII. 


Section. 5. President and Vice-Presidents. The President shall preside 
at all meetings of the corporation and of the Board of Trustees, and be 
a member ex-officio of all committees. One of the Vice-Presidents shall 
petform the duties of the President in his absence or disability. 


Section 6. Recording Secretary. The Recording Secretary shall keep 


full and complete minutes of all meeti f th i ¢ 
eee eo eetings o e corporation and of 


Wherever the term “Secretary” is used in the charter, constitution, 
by-laws, or other records of the corporation or trustees, it shall be in- 
terpreted to mean “Recording Secretary,” unless otherwise specified. 


Section 7. Treasurer. The Treasurer shall keep full and accurate 
account of all receipts and disbursements, in books belonging to the 
corporation, and shall deposit all moneys and other valuable effects in 
the name of and to the credit of the corporation, in such depositories as 
may from time to time be designated by the Board of Trustees. He shall 


give bond in such amount and with such surety of sureties as may be 
approved by the Board of Trustees. 


He shall disburse the funds of the corporation as may be ordered 
by the Board of Trustees, taking proper vouchers for such disburse- 


ments, and shall render to the President and Trustees at the regular 
meetings of the board, or whenever they may require it, account of all 
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transactions as Treasurer and of the financial condition of the corporation. 


Section 8. Nominating Committee. It shall be the duty of the 
Nominating Committee to present to the annual corporate meeting a 
list of nominations for the various officers, trustees, and committees. to 
be elected at that meeting. 

Section 9. Additional Duties of Officers. In addition to the duties 
in this article specified, the officers of the corporation shall discharge 
such other duties as may devolve upon them by law, by the charter, by this 
constitution, by the by-laws, or as may be required by the Board of Trustees.

Article VII. — Prohibitions of Officers and Trustees 


Section 1. Remuneration: No officer or trustee shall receive, directly, 
or indirectly; any salary, compensation, or emolument, or endowment, 
either as officer or trustee or in any capacity, unless authorized in advance 
by the concurring vote of two-thirds of the trustees. 


Article VIII. — Qualifications to Vote or Hold Office 


Section 1. Church Membership. Only those members who are in full 
and regular membership and standing in some Seventh Day Baptist 
church which is a member of the Seventh Day Baptist General Con- 
ference shall have power or be eligible to hold office or be entitled to 
vote in corporate meetings. 


Section 2. Judges of Qualifications. The trustees of the corporation 
shall be the judges of the qualifications of officers and voting members. 


Article LX. — Permanent Endowment 


Section 1. Income Only to be Used. All moneys received by the 
corporation by gift, devise, bequest, or otherwise, with instruction to 
keep the principal intact, shall be safely invested as soon as practicable 
after the receipt of the same, and the net income only accruing therefrom 
shall be expended for such corporate purpose of purposes as the 
donor may direct. 


Section 2. How Invested. The permanent fund may be invested 
only as follows: 

a. As permitted by the laws of the State of New Jersey governing 
legal trusts. 

b. Funds awaiting investment shall be deposited in such depositories 
as the trustees from time to time determine. 


c. Any investments or securities received by the corporation by 
gift, devise, bequest or otherwise, may be retained, if in the judgment 
of the trustees it be deemed expedient to do so, or if the terms of the 
gift, devise or bequest or the instructions of the donor may direct or 
request it; provided, however, all re-investments shall be made in such 
securities as are indicated in paragraphs ‘“‘a” or “b” above. 


Section 3. Prohibited Loans. No money shall be loaned; 


a. To any trustee or other officer of the corporation, either for his 
Own use, orf as agent or partner of others; and no trustee or other officer 
of the corporation shall become endorser or surety or in any manner 
an obligor for money borrowed from the corporation. 

b. To the wife, husband, child, or parent of a trustee or other 
officer of the corporation. 


Article X.— Annual Statement to the General Conference 


The Board of Trustees may cause to be prepared and transmitted 
to the Seventh Day Baptist General Conference annually, for the infor- 
mation of the General Conference, a statement of the work, proceedings 


and interests of the corporation. 
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Article XI. — Advisory Committee 


Section 1. Number of Members. There shall be an Advisory Com- 
mittee of nine members. 

Section 2. How Elected. The members of the Advisory Committee 
shall be elected at the annual corporate meeting and shall serve for 
a term of one year; so that all the members of the Advisory Committee 
shall be elected at each annual corporate meeting. 

Section 3. Chairman. The Chairman ‘of the Advisory Committee 
shall by named by the trustees at their first meeting after the annual 
corporate meeting. 

Section 4. Duties. The duties of the Advisory Committee shall 
consist in advising with the Board of Trustees with reference to their 
duties and opportunities; but their advice shall be advisory only, and 
not binding upon the Board of Trustees. 

Section 5. Vacancies, Any vacancy in the membership of the Advisory 
Committee may be filled by the Board of frustees until the next 
annual corporate meeting. 


Article XII. — Fiscal Year 


The Fiscal Year of the corporation shail be the calendar year. 


Article XIII. — Waiver of Notice of Meeting 


Any member, officer or trustees may at any time waive any notice 
required to be given under the constitution. 


Article XIV. — Amendments 


In so far as consistent with the Charter and the Statutes of New 
Jersey, this constitution may be amended by majority vote of the quali- 
fied voters at any corporate meeting held in the State of New Jersey; 
provided the proposed amendment shall be included in the notice of 
such corporate meeting published as required by Section 4 of Article IV, 
or in lieu of such publication of the proposed amendment, a copy of 
the proposed amendment may be mailed to each qualified voter at least 
twenty days prior to the date of such corporate meeting.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE

To the Seventh Day Baptist General Conference, 
In session at Milton, Wisconsin, 
August 9-15, 1970. 

The trustees of the Seventh Day Baptist Memorial Fund present for your 
approval the 98th annual report covering seven months for the year ending 
December 31, 1969. 

There are 127 endowment funds with a book value of $2,702,547.03. The 
income from these funds is distributed to various denominational agencies in 
accordance with the terms of each gift or bequest. As shown in the list of addi- 
tions and deductions which follows there has been an increase in endowment 
funds during the seven months of $55,769.27. As computed by our auditors the 
net income for the period represents an annual yield of 5.21 percent of the 
average book value of endowment funds.

ARTICLE I 


_ Number of Trustees 
Section 1.~The*number of trustees shall be nine. 


ARTICLE II 


Election of Trustees 


Section 1. ‘Three trustees shall be elected or appointed annually at and by 
the General Conference of the Seventh Day Baptist denomination, at their 
annual meeting, and shall hold office for three years from the date of such 
election or appointment, or until their successors are appointed. 

The said trustees shall have power to fill all vacancies that may oacur in 
their board, except by expiration of term of office, to make all bylaws, rules 
and regulations necessary for the government of their members, and as may be 
necessary for carrying out the object of said corporation. 


ARTICLE III 


Officers 
Section 1. The officers of this board shall be a president, two vice-presi- 
dents, a secretary and assistant secretary and a treasurer who shall be elected by 
the trustees at the annual meeting of the board, to be held in October of each 
year. They shall hold their offices for one year, or until their successors are 
elected. 


ARTICLE IV 


Duties of President 
Section 1. The president shall preside at all meetings of the board, and 
shall have general supervision of all the affairs of the board. He shall be 
a member ex officio of all committees. In the absence of the president, a vice- 
president shall perform the duties of the president. 


ARTICLE V 


Duties of Secretary 
Section 1. The secretary shall keep accurate record of the transactions of 
the board, make up the annual report of the board to the General Conference, 
and shall also conduct such correspondence and perform such other duties as 
may be assigned to him by the board. His compensation shall be fixed yearly 
by the board at its annual meeting. 


ARTICLE VI 


Duties of Treasurer 

Section 1. The treasurer shall keep accurate accounts of all receipts and dis- 
bursements; shall draw all vouchers, drafts or checks, under the direction of 
the board or of the Finance Committee; shall have charge of all moneys, 
securities, ot other property belonging to the fund; shall present quarterly reports 
of all financial transactions of the fund at each regular meeting of the board, 
and shall also prepare an annual report, which shall be presented to the board 
at its last regular meeting in each fiscal year. He shall deposit the funds of 
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the board in such bank or banks as the board shall direct. His salary shall be 
fixed yearly by the board at its annual meeting. He shall be empowered to 
employ, subject to the approval of the Finance Committee, a gompetent book- 
keeper, whose compensation shall be frxed yearly by the board at its annua! 
meeting; and who shall attach his signature to all financial reports. 

Section 2. All checks or other orders for the payment of money shall be 
signed by the treasurer and countersigned by the president or a vice-president 
(modified by action of the board). 


ARTICLE VII 


Committees 
Section 1. The Standing Committees of the board shall be a Finance Com- 
mittee, an Auditing Committee, a Committee on Scholarships and Fellowships, 
a Ministerial Retirement Committee, and such other standing committees as the 
board may from time to time deem necessary. 


Finance Committee 


Section 2. The duties of the Finance Committee shall be to make all loans 
and investments for the board, and to care for the real estate. It shall consist 
of all members of the board and three members shall constitute a quorum. 

Before entering upon their duties, they shall formally organize by electing 
a chairman and a secretary. In passing upon applications for loans, or in making 
investments, they shall formally meet as such organized committee, and keep 
a full record of their doings in a minute book to be provided for the purpose. 
They shall provide application blanks containing diagrams to be filled in and 
signed by the applicant for the loan, which blanks shall also contain the report 
of the Finance Committee thereon, and also a report of the attorney as to the 
title of the real estate offered as security. They shall report in detail to the board 
at the next regular meeting all investments made by them. 


Auditing Committee 


Section 3. The Auditing Committee shall employ a certified public ac- 
countant (not a member of the board) who shall audit the treasuret’s books and 
records at least once a year. 


Committee on Scholarships and Fellowships 


Section 4. The Committee on Scholarships and Fellowships shall be com- 
posed of three trustees. They shall investigate all applicants who desire financial 
ae ss their preparation for the gospel ministry, and report their findings 
to the board. 


Ministerial Retirement Committee 


Section 5. The Ministerial Retirement Committee shall be composed of 
three trustees. They shall investigate all applicants who are eligible to finaricial 
assistance from the Ministerial Retirement Fund and report their findings to 
the board; and shall perform such other related duties as may be delegated 
to them by the board. 


ARTICLE VIII 


Meeting of the Trustees 
Section 1, The annual meeting of the board, for election of officers and 
organization, shall be held on the second Sunday in October of each year; the 


regular quarterly meetings of the board shall be held on the second Sunday in 
January, April, July and October. 


ARTICLE 1X 


Treasurer’s Bond 


Section 1. The treasurer shall give bond in such sum and of such character 
as the Board of Trustees may tequire and approve, provided that the minimum 
amount of said bond shall be $25,000.00. 
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ARTICLE X 


~ Quorum 


Section 1. Five trustees shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. 


ARTICLE XI 


Seal 
Section 1. The common “eal of the board shall be circular in form, and 
have engraved thereon the words, ‘Board of Trustees of the Seventh Day Baptist 
Memorial Fund, Plainfield, N..J., 1673, Incorporated 1873.”

x ARTICLE XII 


Investments 


Section 1. The Finance Committee shall have the power to make all in- 
vestments of the funds belonging to this board under the limitations set forth 
in Section 7 of the Act of Incorporation (applies to Bi-Centennial Funds only). 
In making investments of such stocks and bonds as may be covered by the clause 
in said Section 7 of the Act of Incorporation which reads, ‘‘and in such other 
stocks and bonds as the board shall deem expedient’ and in cases which may 
not be covered by said Act of Incorporation, they may, in their discretion, 
invest in such securities as are known as ‘““Non-Legals’ for investment for 
trust funds by executors and trustees and savings banks under the laws of the 
State of New Jersey, up to an amount not exceeding 50 percent of the total 
assets of this corporation, such amount to be determined by vote of the board. 
The remaining assets of this corporation to be invested they shall invest in 
only such securities as are permitted by the laws of the State of New Jersey 
governing the investment of trust funds by executors, trustees and savings banks; 
and the investments on bond and mortgage thereunder shall be made only on 
real estate situate in the State of New Jersey. Nothing herein shall prevent 
the administering of any fund in accordance with the instructions of any 
court having jurisdiction thereof, or in accord with the terms or provisions 
of any gift, bequest or trust committed to this board, or in accord with the 
requirements of laws governing any such gift, bequest or trust. 


No member of this board shall directly for ‘himself, or indirectly as an 
agent, trustee or partner of others, borrow any of its funds or in any manner 
use the same, except to make such current or necessary payments as are 
authorized by the board; and no member of the board shall become an in- 
dorser, surety or obliger in amy manner whatsoever for any money borrowed 
from the board. 

ARTICLE XIli 


Amendments 
Sec. 1. These bylaws may be amended, altered, repealed or suspended by 
a two-thirds vote of the Board of Trustees at any regular meeting, or at any 
special meeting called for the purpose on thirty days’ prior notice in writing to 
such proposed amendment or action to all the members of the Board of Trustees. 
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GUIDELINES FOR DISCRETIONARY FUNDS 


Statement of Purpose: 


Insofar as is reasonable and proper ‘“‘discretionary funds’ should be avail- 
able for any proper use by the Board of Trustees and not permanently com- 
mitted to a single particular program. This would permit the board to have 
funds available for new and worthy projects and for stimulating existing pro- 
grams when that would appear to be particularly helpful and productive. The 
board would not mean by this statement that long term assistance tto agencies 
and projects of the General Conference would be peremptorily cut or not sup- 
ported. It would mean that the following general conditions would prevail con- 
cerning the use of discretionary funds unless good cause is shown to the contrary. 


Guidelines: 


1. Existing recipients of discretionary income will be expected to bring 
their regular programs in line with their anticipated income (without regard 
to discretionary funds from the Memorial Fund) within the next three years. 


2. Programs calling for use of discretionary funds shall normally be for a 
duration of not to exceed three years. 


3. Discretionary funds will be accumulated when not used in order that 
there may be funds available for more ambitious programs which may be 
developed in the future. 


4. All requests for discretionary funds shall be in duplicate, one copy to 
be sent to the secretary of the Board of Trustees and one copy to the general 
secretary of Conference. The general secretary may report with or without 
recommendations concerning the validity of such requests. 


5. in light of the disparity between funds available for scholarships for 
students at Alfred University, Milton College and Salem College, it would be 
anticipated that some discretionary funds would need to be used over a period 
longer than three years before stability is acquired in such funds. 


6. Because of the critical need for support for retired ministers, it might 
be anticipated that discretionary funds would be called upon for a period in 
excess of the three year period in this area of support. 
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SUGGESTED FORM FOR GIFT OR BEQUEST 


I give, devise, and bequeath to “THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF 
THE SEVENTH DAY BAPTIST MEMORIAL FUND,” a New Jersey 
Corporation, of Plainfield, New Jersey, or its successor or assigns, 
(Bracket A. See explanatory Note “A” below) the same, together also 
with the proceeds from sale thereof, to be by it held IN TRUST, 
however, and managed, administered, be and kept invested and rein- 
vested, as a permanent endowment fund. (Bracket B. See explanatory 
Note “B” below.)

I direct that the net income from said endowment fund be paid 
over, applied, and expended (Bracket C. See explanatory Note “C” 
below). 


Provided, however, and if the purpose for which the said net income 
from such endowment funds is to be applied and used, as above 
directed, may cease to exist, or, if said net income be not or no longer 
needed for such purposes, then, in any such event, I direct that the 
said net income be paid, used, or applied, in the discretion of said “The 
Board of Trustees of the Seventh Day Baptist Memorial Fund,” for 
or toward the work of any Board, Corporation, or other work, objects, 
or interests of the Seventh Day Baptist Denomination. 


Note “A”: Insert in place of Bracket A the amount of the bequest, 
if cash, or if the bequest be of the residue of an estate, or a certain 
portion of the residue of an estate, then so express it, or, if it be of 
real or personal property, describe here in detail, and with care such 


property. 


Note “B”: If the maker of the gift or bequest desires such en- 
dowment fund to be as a memorial, or to be given a particular desig- 
nation, then insert in place of Bracket B such name or designation as 
you may wish it to be known by. 


Note “C”: Insert in place of Bracket C the object or objects for 
which the net income is to be used or applied. 


Note.—Because rapid and frequent changes occur, from time to time, 
in the methods and also the objects of our activities, and at times, the 
work heretofore conducted by one Board may be transferred to another 
Board, or other similar changes may be made, it is deemed advisable 
to suggest that in making a Will, or Gift, an alternate provision, such 
as or similar to that embodied in the paragraph beginning with the words, 
“Provided, however,’ be added.

I. THE AMERICAN TROPICS — GUYANA, S. A. 


The End-of-Quarter Mission Emphasis on Guyana, S. A., was observed in 
the churches and Sabbath Schools on Sabbath Day, April 26, 1969. Attention 
was called to a set of sixty-seven colored slides with a reel of taped record- 
ings to go with the pictures, which had been prepared by Pastor Leroy Bass, 
missionary on the field. Many churches made use of these audiovisual aids to 


es an interesting and informative program on our missionary work in 
uyana. 


The Rev. Rene Mauch atrived at Georgetown on February 11, 1969, to 
assist Pastor Leroy Bass for one month in the work on a self-supporting basis. 
Ti will be recalled that Brother Mauch visited Guyana for several weeks in 
1961. On each occasion he has given leadership training courses and has shared 
some of the knowledge and skills he had learned as he had previously prepared 
to serve as missionary-elect to Guyana, withdrawing at his own request. 
A more detailed account of Brother Mauch’s visit and his thoughts on the 
future of the work there may be found in the Sabbath Recorder issue of 
June 9, 1969, pages 9 and 10. 

The Guyana Seventh Day Baptist Conference met at the 19 Gordon Street, 
Kitty, Georgetown, house of worship August 2-4, 1969, with Pastor G. Leyland 
Bowen presiding. At that time a dedication service was held “for the 
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Georgetown church building, a new tug, new Sabbath School furniture, new 
church sign and piano.” It was a time of rejoicing. A picture and message 
from Conference President G. L, Bowen may be noted in the Sabbath Recorder 
issue of May 2, 1969, page 8. 

The third annual Youth Camp was held at Camp Mainstay, located on 
the Essequibo River, not far from Bartica, August 26 - Sept. 3, 1969. Thirty- 
six campers and six staff members took part in an inspiring schedule of varied 
activities. Only half of the youths were members of Seventh Day Baptist 
churches. Pastor Bass has written, “We do make our camp programs tell 
richly for Christ in our wonderful times together.” 


The Missionary Board voted approval of a requested “mission assistant” to 
begin in November, 1969. At. Pastor Bass’ suggestion a national leader, Mr. 
Lindley Peters, was+chosen for this position. It was expected that the mission 
assistant would be helpful to the work both while Pastor Bass was present and 
while he was in this country on furlough (1970-71). 


Pastor Bass reports that painting and repaits have been made on the re- 
cently purchased 19 Gordon Street property in Georgetown (a house of wor- 
ship and a home for the missionary). It is hoped that payment in full for 
this property may be made by the Missionary Board during 1970. 


Assistance has continued to be sent toward support of pastors and lay 
workers and to help on a matching funds basis with church building and 
repairs. A survivor’s allowance continues to be sent to Mrs. Martha Tyrrell, 
widow of the late Rev. Joseph Tyrrell, of Parika. Efforts continue to secure 
clear title to church properties at Parika, Dartmouth, and Bona Ventura on the 
Pomeroon River. 

A ministerial student, Samuel Peters, is preparing for the ministry at 
Kingston, Jamaica. He is the son of Wilton and Inez Peters. He is a young 
man of much promise, well loved and respected by the Jamaican brethren as 
well as by his own people in Guyana. 

It is expected that Pastor and Mrs. Bass and family will arrive in the 
States on furlough around August 1, 1970, and will attend Conference at Milton, 
Wis. They have been requested to return to Guyana for a second term of 
service beginning early in the summer of 1971. 

Looking ahead, Pastor Bass has written, “Our Guyana Conference is 
making heartening progress toward self-government and self-support but not 
enough toward self-propagation. The first two points do need more cultivation, 
encouragement, and enlightenment. Nevertheless, good progress has been shown 
and the prospects for continuing development are good.”

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II. THE AMERICAN TROPICS — JAMAICA, W. I. 


A. Work of the Churches 


The Jamaica Seventh Day Baptist Conference met July 22-27, 1969, with 
the Bath Seventh Day Baptist Church with the Rev. J. A. Anderson as host 
pastor. The Rev. Albert A. Black, pastor of the Wakefield Church was elected 
president. Other Conference officers elected include Pastor V. R. Smith as 
first vice-president and Pastor Joe A. Samuels as corresponding secretary. 


The Rev. J. Paul Green, pastor ofthe Salem, W. Va., church was in 
attendance at the Jamaica Conférence as ‘fraternal exchange delegate.’ Several 
Jamaica brethren were in attendance at the American Conference at Nyack, 
N. Y., in August, 1969. 


Pastor Green took part in the Jamaica Conference program and on one 
occasion gave a “charge to the graduates,” in a special graduation service for 
several ministerial students. 


Pastor Green was requested to serve in a dual role as “released worker 
in 1970” under the auspices of the Missionary Board and as Conference ex- 
change delegate in behalf of our General Conference, but this mission was later 
cancelled due to conflict of dates and programming plans. 


The Rev. Leon R. Lawton served as Ametican released worker in 1969 
as was announced in last year’s annual report. He served very acceptably and 
a message of appreciation was received from the Jamaica Conference. 


One very helpful outcome from Pastor Lawton’s appointment was the 
preparation of a new set of slides with accompanying script and tape titled, 
“Sights and Sounds of Jamaica.” This audiovisual set was made available for 
loan to the churches but has not been very widely used. It is still available 
and may be ordered from either the Tract Society or Missionary Society head- 
quarters. 


A very inspiring Youth Camp is reported to have been held in August, 
1969 at Maiden Hall in the beautiful hills of central Jamaica. A booklet titled, 
“Seventh Day Baptist Youth Speak” was received through the kindness of 
Pastor Joe A. Samuels, telling about the experiences and witness of the young 
people. Excerpts of their testimonies may be found in the Sabbath Recorder 
issue of January 5, 1970, page 11. 


Through Our World Mission giving the following assistance has been 
sent in 1969 to assist the churches and pastors in Jamaica: $2,880 to mission 
funds (assisting on pastors’ salaries); $655 to church building and repair 
funds; $1,330 for twenty-three student scholarships at Crandall High School; 
$585 toward student aid (boarding, etc.); $500 toward maintenance and in- 
surance of 29 Charles Street property. 


Among other items of note: Mrs. Frankie Davis continues to offer her 
valuable counsel to the Jamaica brethren on a completely dedicated service 
basis. The transfer of ownership of the 27 Charles St., Kingston church 
property (Jand and building) still awaits legal action in Jamaica. A financial 
report received from the treasurer of the Jamaica Conference is included as 
part of this report. 


B. Crandall High School 


ears and eight months of service at Crandall High School, 
Ran, Tomales, the Rev. we Mrs. Neal D. Mills returned to this country 
on April 4, 1969. The Rey. Mr. Mills had left the pastorate of the Second 
Hopkinton and Rockville, R. I, Seventh Day Baptist Churches on ee i 
1966, to relieve the late Courtland Davis who was in failing health. A twofol 
service included serving as principal of Crandall High School and as the 
Missionary Board’s representative in Jamaica. Upon Pastor Mills’ return - 
this country he accepted a call to the pastorate of the First and Second Brook- 
field Churches in Central New York State. 
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A tesolution of appreciation for the services of the Rev. and Mrs. Mills 
was given hearty and unanimous approval at the quarterly board meeting held 
on April 20, 1969. An action of the Women’s Board to honor Mrs. Neal Mills 
at General Conference in Nyack, N. Y., bestowing on her the Robe of 
Achievement’ was noted with approval and much satisfaction. A tribute to 
Mts. Mills which accompanied the pinning of the robe was prepared by 
Mrs. Elma Mills Matson and may be found in the Sabbath Recorder issue of 
October 6, 1969, page 14. : 


When ill health on the part of Mrs. Mills made it seem wise to bring 
home Pastor and Mrs. Mills a few months before their term of service 
expired, the Missionary Board was very thankful to secure the services of a 
replacement on short notice, another veteran team, the Rev. and Mrs. Grover 
Brissey of Laurel, Md. The Brisseys had previously served a full five year 
term at Crandall High School as principal and teacher respectively—1955-1960. 


Having had previous experience in this work the Brisseys began a 
vigorous program of traveling over the Island leaving registration blanks and 
copies of the Crandall High School prospectus at suitable places where possible 
students and parents would find them and become interested. As a result the 
number of students enrolled at Crandall High School increased appreciably. 


With the help of the Jamaica members of Crandall High School Board of 
Education a crisis over dismissal of a teacher from the staff was overcome. 
The number of students presently enrolled is eighty-five and the teaching staff 
includes several Seventh Day Baptists. A new teacher has been secured to 
teach commercial subjects. 


Principal Brissey tore out the old stairway and a workman was employed to 
lay flooring and a partition in the upstairs hall so as to have two rooms for 
teaching commercial subjects. Other renovations have been made. Mrs. Brissey 
writes of plans for redoing the walls around the compound and adds, “I 
would like this to be a real nice place.” 


The Rev. and Mrs. Brissey came back to their home at Laurel, Md., for 
a short vacation during the Christmas holidays, made possible through the 
Ethel Stillman Rest and Recreation Fund. They returned to Kingston several 
days before the next semester of school began on Januaty 5, 1970. 


Principal Brissey has written that the winter and spring semesters will 
conclude on July 3, 1970. He adds, “then the following week we will get 
out reports and finish up all reports to parents and government statistics which 
they ask us to do to maintain standards.” In order to meet government accredi- 
tation rules it is necessary for school to be in session for 190 days from 
September through June of any school year. 


Arrangements are made for Mr. and Mrs. Wayne Crandall of Arkport, 
N. Y., to succeed the Brisseys, arriving at Kingston for a few days of 
orientation to the work before Mr. and Mrs. Brissey complete their services. 


A Commissioning and Farewell Service for the Crandalls (and also for 
the Rev. and Mrs. John Conrod who will be going to Malawi, Africa) is 
being planned to be held in the First Seventh Day Baptist Church of Hop- 
kinton of Ashaway, R. I., on Sabbath Day, April 25, 1970. At this time the 
two missionary couples will be set apart for service on mission fields. 


Tentative plans have been made with Miss Velma ‘Maxson for her

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II. MALAWI, AFRICA 


Twelve monthly payments to the Central Africa Conference mission ac- 
count have been sent for a total of $4,320 during 1969. Such assistance when 
added to the contributions of the Malawi brethren was used for the following 
purposes: to assist on salaries of African pastors as they serve the churches; 
assisting on salaries of teachers (those not paid by government) as they serve 
the schools at Makapwa, Thembe and Chikanda; insurance and upkeep of 
Makapwa mission property and also on upkeep of the road to the mission 
station; providing travel assistance to missionaries and church delegates; fuel 
for diesel motor( for electric current); helping ministerial students attend 
Likubula Bible Institute, and many other incidental expenses that are difficult 
to itemize. oe a 

Early in 1969 three new ministerial students entered Likubula Bible Insti- 
tute, making a total of eight Seventh Day Baptist pastors in training. Two 
of these, Mr. Watson Mataka and Mr. Muheziwa expected to complete their 
courses in September, 1969, at which time Mr. Mataka was being asked to 
setve as pastor of the Makapwa Station Seventh Day Baptist Church. It is 
understood that he is serving there quite acceptably at the present time. 

The Rev. David Pearson continues to setve as director of Christian Educa- 
tion and Evangelism with office in his home which is located not far from 
Likubula Bible Institute. Working relations with the Rev. Robert Barr, director 
of the institute, are good. Pastor Pearson meets with the Seventh Day Baptist 
ministerial students regularly for training in Seventh Day Baptist beliefs and 
practices. 

Early in 1969 —March 23 - April 9— a first course in Seventh Day Bap- 
tist Church Polity was taught by Director Pearson. Last year a similar type of 
course was held in Seventh Day Baptist History. Pastor Pearson has written, 
“Our eight ministerial students from nearby Likubula Bible Institute sacrificed 
the greater part of the first term holiday in order to be with us (for the 
course in Seventh Day Baptist Polity). Two others attended most of the 
sessions: Mr. Fedson Makatanje, a Makapwa graduate in ministerial training 
who currently edits our Helping Hand (S. S. helps) and Pastor Lamech Vumah, 
leader of the work in Rhodesia.” 

Mrs. David Pearson assists in the work of our Lord, giving a faithful 
witness at all times, traveling with her husband on trips to the churches, 
helping in special training courses for the women of the churches. In this 
she is ably assisted by Mrs. H. Wango, a talented national worker. Mrs. 
Pearson has written up the account of a “Morning Meeting at Mkwanda 
Village’ in the Sabbath Recorder issue of March 31, 1969, which tells of 
preaching, singing (the Pearsons’ using trombone and accordian), of Bible 
studies and personal witnessing. This is the way our missionaries and faithful 
African brethren ate carrying the Word of God to the people in areas 
round about Blantyre and Limbe.

Churches and branches visited: Blantyre, Ndirande, Mkwanda, Chilomoni, 
Namiwa (church dedication), Nolo (S. E. Association where 23 were baptized), 
Luwazi, Dunduzu, Echiziweni, Makoka (dedication), Mphangala, Mlepa, 
Chididi, Ndokota, and Lunzu. 

Messages given: 33, one of which was recorded for later use on radio. 

Hospital calls, 2; Communion given, 2; Personal work, various occasions, 

Recording made with Victor Burdick for use at the American conference. 

Attended our Africa conference and led a men’s meeting and a deacons’/ 
deaconesses’ meeting. 
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Planned and led an ordination service for three men. 
Led Youth Camp, ably assisted by Pastor Mataka who did most of the work. 
Assisted in writing the Week of Prayer Booklet. 


Administrative: 

Directing work of the office. Serving as treasurer of Blantyre Station. 
Serving as correspondent, approximately 115 letters. Supplying literature and 
handling limited book sales. Supplying articles, one recently by Bettie and me 
at the request of the Rev. Rex Zwiebel. Duplicating. 

Serving on Board of Trustees, met twice and Planning Committee, which 
met once. Assisted in planning for the construction of the new church at 
Mapondeta. : 

Drew up plans for the construction of the Blantyre church and pastor's 
dwelling. These have been passed by the Malawi Housing Corporation and 
have been submitted to the City Engineer’s Department for final approval. 


Teaching: 
Conducted nine sessions with our Likubula students, though Pastors Vumah 


and Manani have assisted in some of these. Vumah actually led a session, once 
I called it to order. 


Taught leadership classes in the Northern Region. Taught Religious Instruc- 
tion at Chichiri High School, 23. 


Interdenominational: 
Attended Christian Council in the Central Region. 


Messages reported above included talks given to: the St. Andrew’s High 
School (where Debbie studies), Likubula Bible Institute, Nguludi Seventh 
Day Baptist Church on two occasions (Nguludi a former Makwinja church), 
and an African nationalist chuich on two separate occasions in different localities. 
This latter church is led by Pastor Mpangeliwa who is interested in further 
fellowship with us. Differences to me seem insurmountable. One major point 
of difference: the Sabbath. 

Led a Keswick session and attended two of their committee meetings. 
Attended a session of the Week of Prayer sponsored by the Evangelical Associa- 
tion of Malawi, and two lectures on the Bible and Science sponsored by the 
Church of Christ, also a meeting of the New Life for All program. 


Read one of nine Scripture lessons at the St. Andrew’s High School Christ- 
mas carol service. 


_ Met very briefly with Bishop Richardson, Episcopal Bishop of Texas upon 
his arrival in Malawi. This was made possible on advice given by Mrs. Catharine 
Stillman Jacox, a Seventh Day Baptist and friend of Mrs. Richardson. 


Miscellaneous: 


Fitted burglar screens to Pastor Manani’s house. Approximately twenty 
murders have taken place within say two miles of his house since November 
of 1968. These have for the most part baffled the police. Some people have 
left the city for fear,

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Report of Dr. Victor Burdick 
Medical Missionary at Makapwa Station 


The Medical Work 


Our hospital continues to be the busiest department of Makapwa Station 
work, involving the largest staff and budget. Our medical assistant, Mr. Sankhu- 
lani, carries a heavy load, with long hours, but still maintains a cheerful dis- 
position and evangelistic zeal. Although surgery has been gradually decreasing, 
the out-patient census and ward admissions continued in 1969 about the same 
as usual, and may be expected to continue without much decrease after the 
doctor leaves in 1970, thanks to Mr. Sankhulani’s efficiency and experience. 
With his three assistants, he cares for an average of ninety-six out-patients per 
day and four male in-patients per day. Commonest diseases treated are: 
malaria, pone ee Senter, hookworm, and tropical ulcers. 

Female .watds and maternity unit were handled capably by three nurse- 
midwives. Average number of women in-patients was six per day; maternity 
in-patients, eight per day; deliveries, one per day. Well baby, and prenatal 
clinics were held weekly. 

Most of the record-keeping and dispensing of drugs and medical supplies 
was cattied on by Beth Burdick, while general administration, consultation, and 
some surgery, was handled by Dr. Burdick. 

Thembe dispensary was operated on a daily basis, by one medical assistant, 
Mr. Mtengle, and one orderly, Mr. Mbawa. Dr. Burdick made monthly super- 
visoty visits. Average number of out-patients — 40 per day. 

Our medical program benefited, as usual, by government grants on drugs 
and salaries. Further assistance has come through Private Hospital Association 
of Malawi, through which Church World Service and Catholic Medical Relief 
channel gifts of drugs and medical supplies to member hospitals. Dr. Burdick 
served his second and last years as a P.H.A.M. Board member. Boatd meetings 
wete held twice, May and October. (Dr. Burdick missed the October meeting 
due to Mrs. Burdick’s emergency leave.) 

Mr. Harold Dzumani has continued his studies and training for male 
nurse at Orpington Hospital, Kent, England, intending to join our medical 
staff after his graduation in 1972. His wife is already living and teaching at 
Makapwa. 


The Schools 

: We ate vety gtateful to have Mr. Sam Mzumara as out manager of 
schools, from December, 1968. His spiritual approach to education, his efficiency 
and interest in promoting the progress and upgrading of our schools, have 
given us new hope. His work as manager involves much correspondence, and 
frequent trips — usually by motorcycle, to Cholo and Mlanje — for education 
meetings and supervision of Thembe School. Besides this he has heavy teaching 
responsibilities at Makapwa. 

Makapwa School has had seven govertiment-paid teachers (out of nine), 
including Headmaster L. Sibande, the manager of schools and his wife, Mrs. 
Dzumani, and three other men. The two lady teachers taught needlework and 
handwork to the girl students, besides their regular class teaching. Agriculture 
has been given more prominent place in the curriculum of all schools in Malawi 
—a practical step in a country whose resources are limited to “muntu” and 
“munda’” (men and soil). Government requires Bible and Religious Education 
in all schools, yet allows schools their own choice of materials used. Thus, 
each student has daily contact with God’s work and wisdom, and our teachers 
present these as the beginning of knowledge. School enrollment was 340, with 
75 girls. 

aoe diate accommodations were provided for students from distant places 
preferring to study at Makapwa; these included: sleeping rooms, dining hall, 
and full-time cook. Twelve boys and seven girls took advantage of this service 
in 1969. Fees were enough to cover cost of food, cook’s and prefects’ wages, 
with some extra for general charges, and new beds. 

Chikanda School continued with only five standards, capably taught by 
five mission-paid teachers. Enrollment was one hundred. Appeals to the com- 
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munity to send more children, and to assist with building projects have met 
with little response so far. ; 

Thembe School made use of its new four-classtoom block during 1969, 
but this has made the older one, where four classes must still meet, seem more 
shabby than ever, by contrast. Hope waxes and wanes for a second, similar, 
school block, through a self-help scheme (with assistance from out Conference 
funds). The morale of the community received a boost in September, when a 
long-requested borehole was sunk, and pump provided, by government, from 
funds from Germany, channeled through Christian Service Committee of the 
Churches of Malawi. ; 

There were five government-paid teachers and three mission-paid teachers 
at Thembe School. Government would pay for eight teachers at Thembe School, 
if we could find more who were willing to teach there. Improvement of hous- 
ing, and school buildings would make the position more attractive. Enrollment 
was 206, including 56 girls. 


General 


Incorporation of the Central Africa Conference of Seventh Day Baptists 
became an accomplished fact in 1969, after several years of pursuit. According- 
ly, we now hold a Certificate of Incorporation, signed by the Malawi President, 
Dr. Banda, dated 22nd April, 1969. This was good news to our Conference 
members, who met for the first “‘official’’ Annual General Meeting during Camp 
Meeting (General Conference) held September 9-12 at Makapwa Station. 

Mr. Watson Mataka, while a third-year student at Likubula Bible Institute, 
Blantyre, became “student pastor’ for Makapwa church early in 1969, assisting 
us about every other weekend, until his graduation, in September. He was 
ordained to the ministry shortly before graduation, and has begun full-time 
work as pastor of Makapwa and branch churches. Distant trips are possible for 
pastor by motorcycle. His zeal and spiritual insight together with a humble 
spirit make his ministry appealing to humble villager, and educated teacher, 
alike. We praise God for this leader. 

Mr. Fedson Makatanje, our church journalist, has continued his work in 
publishing Church News and Sabbath School materials, quarterly, at Makapwa, 
serving also as evangelist for Mlepa Branch church. His willing and cheerful 
spirit are a welcome asset in many ways to our work here at Makapwa. 

A Management Committee, made up of leaders in the various depart- 
ments, and chaired by Pastor Mataka, has met regularly through 1969, in order 
to plan and direct the affairs of Makapwa Station and church. The result has 
been a smoother, and better coordinated program than ever before. 

After serving two full terms as medical missionary at Makapwa Dr. Victor 
Burdick has requested termination of services as of July, 1970. At that time 
he will take up a residency at White Memorial Hospital, Loma Linda, Calif. 
It is understood that this is a three year course. 

Dr. Burdick arrived at Makapwa to begin service in January, 1957. Ap- 
proval of his request for termination of services was voted with deep regret 
by the Missionary Board at the quarterly meeting held July 28, 1969. 

Among reasons given by Dr. Burdick for requesting termination of services 
by July 1, 1970, were: (1) A need or “recharging” after having been several 
years on the Malawi field and for the most part isolated from professional 
stimulation; (2) Limitations at Makapwa, including a decline in demand for 
medical services caused by proximity to other larger hospitals and increase 
of government medical services; (3) Frustrated efforts toward indigenizing the 
medical work, at least not beyond the stage of rural dispensary with medical 
assistant and midwives. 

Mrs. Victor Burdick (Beth Severe) has continued to assist her husband 
as a registered nurse during surgery and in so many other ways it seems im- 
possible to list them. It seems equally difficult to express to her the appreciation 
of all Seventh Day Baptists for her years of dedicated service at Makapwa, 
first with Miss Joan Clement, R.N., as a co-worker and then as assistant to 
her husband. Our Christian love and prayers go with Dr. and Mrs. Burdick 
and their three children as they return to the States in May, 1970. 
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Journalist F. Makatanje wrote concerning a Pastors’ Refresher Course held 
at Makapwa April 14-24, 1969, ‘Twenty-four pastors and preachers coming 
from local churches of Southern and Central Regions of Malawi attended the 
two weeks refresher course .... Mr. S. R. Mzumara, a new manager of 
schools and Mr. L. A. Sibande, headmaster of Makapwa School, and Mr. A. 
Sankhulani, hospital assistant of Makapwa Hospital engaged themselves in 
teaching the pastors and preachers during the first week of this course. And 
then Mr. Watson Mataka, Mr. F. F. Makatanje and Pastor David Pearson 
taught them during the second week.” 

The Board of Trustees of the Central Africa Conference of Seventh Day 
Baptists meets ‘regularly as called for in the constitution under which the 
Conference has been incorporated. Through the courtesy of the Rev. Otrain 
Manani, Conference secretary, the minutes of trustee meetings are shared with 
the Missionary Board office. 

Of special interest was the visit of the Rev. O. B. Manani to Selukwe 
Town, by way of Salisbury, Rhodesia, to visit the Seventh Day Baptist mission 
~ work there that was being carried forward by Pastor L. M. Vumah. This journey 
was sponsored by the Central Africa Conference and is written up in detail 
(with pictures) in the Sabbath Recorder issue of January 5, 1970 (p. 5-8). 

A new set of slides was received from the Rev. David Pearson with 
accompanying script. A tape recording of the script was prepared and the 
slides made into a filmstrip by Mr. Fred Ayars. The churches were en- 
couraged to use these during observance of Malawi Mission Emphasis Sab- 
bath on September 27, 1969. Also, as a part of this observance, there was a 
transcribed message to General Conference from Pastor Pearson and a message 
from Dr. Victor Burdick. It had been expected that these messages would come 
before Conference through a telephone hookup direct to mission fields. However, 
the plan failed, so the messages were printed in the Sabbarh Recorder issue of 
September 15, 1969, page 10. 

Miss Sarah Becker, R.N., Missionary Nurse at Makapwa 


Miss Sarah Becker, former medical missionary at Makapwa, responded 
to the call of the Missionary Board to go again to Makapwa Station this 
time as director of medical work at Makapwa. She will replace Dr. Victor 
Burdick who will be returning to the States in May, 1970, to take up a 
residency at White Memorial Hospital, Loma Linda, Calif. Miss Becker had 
already served more than a four year term at Makapwa having arrived Novem- 
ber 1, 1959, and returned to this country just before Conference in August, 
1964. 

It is expected that Miss Becker will begin this term of service at 
Makapwa on March 13, 1970, several weeks ahead of the Rev. John Conrod 
and family and the return of the Burdicks. This will provide opportunity for 
a gradual takeover of the medical work at Makapwa from Dr. and Mrs. 
Victor Burdick. It is expected that Miss Becker will direct the medical 
work at Makapwa at least until the return of Mr. Harold Dzumani from 
Orpington Hospital, Kent, England, following his graduation in 1972. 


Rev. John A. Conrod, Missionary-elect to Makapwa 

During the closing program of General Conference at Nyack, N. Y., in 
August, 1969, and at the invitation of President Leland Bond a dedicatory 
prayer was offered by the executive vice-president of the Missionary Society for 
those missionaries who would be going to mission fields during 1970. Among 
those called forward to participate were the Rev. and Mrs. John Conrod and 
sons, Michael and Philip. The Rev. Mr. Conrod had been serving as pastor of 
the Marlboro Seventh Day Baptist Church since May, 1969, which church 
had called him to ordination on February 15, 1969. He had also been serving 
very acceptably as treasurer of the American Sabbath Tract Society. Plans are 
made for a Commissioning and Farewell Service for the Conrods to be held 
in the First Seventh Day Baptist Church of Hopkinton in Ashaway on Sabbath 
Day, April 25, 1970, and for the Conrods to depart for Makapwa Station, 
Malawi, Africa, the next day, April 26, and scheduled to arrive there on 
Tuesday, April 28, 1970.

IV. Other Overseas Mission Interests 


An amount of $151,000 is carried on our books as the value of our 
China Mission Properties at the time these properties were expropriated by 
the Communist ruling group in China. When it became apparent there 
was no immediate likelihood of being reimbursed for this value, a full reserve 
of $151,000.00 was set up ion our books so these properties ate now carried 
at no value. Undoubtedly, they are now worth more than that figure although 
we have no knowledge of their present condition. There is always the hope 
that Communist China some day will make reparation for this type of loss, 
thus joining the responsible community of world nations who recognize 
such liabilities. 

The Missionary Board~has continued to cooperate with the Seventh Day 
Baptist World Fed€ration as regards to mission interests in the member Con- 
ferences and Churches of the Federation. The executive vice-president has met 
on several occasions with the Executive Committee of the Federation and 
has served as treasurer. 

Several gifts to Mrs. Serafin Rojas, widow of the late Rev. S. Rojas, 
of Brazil have been forwarded to her, along with letters of sympathy and 
encouragement. 

Assistance was given to Miss Sarah Becker as she visited the Seventh 
Day Baptist brethren of Holland and Germany, enroute to Makapwa, Malawi 
in March, 1970. 

See concluding paragraphs of Chapter VI—‘‘Matters Related to General 
Conference (U. S. A.)” for statement regarding the need of Seventh Day 
Baptists of England for more adequate leadership. 


V. Home Field Interests 


A. The Work of the Churches 

During the year assistance has been provided for partial support of 
their pastors to the following Seventh Day Baptist Churches: Adams Center, 
N. Y. (until August 31, 1969); Berea (Ritchie) W. Va.; Daytona Beach, Fla.; 
Second Hopkinton-Rockville, R. I. (until September 30, 1969); Metairie-Ham- 
mond, La.; Little Rock, Ark.; New Auburn, Wis. (until July 31, 1969); 
Richburg, N. Y.; Schenectady, N. Y.; Texarkana, Ark. (beginning September 1, 
1969); and Washington, D. C. 

The policy of the Missionary Board continues to be to grant aid in 
support of pastors only to those Seventh Day Baptist Churches whose pastors 
are accredited or ate working toward accreditation by the Seventh Day Baptist 
General Conference. 

After a careful study of the matter, it was decided to increase the 
allowance for use of personally owned cars when being driven on Missionary 
Society business, from 8 cents to 10 cents per mile. This would apply 
to conventional cars. It was agreed that owners of so-called ‘“‘compact’’ cars 
would be reimbursed at the rate of 8 cents per mile. This change in rate 
was put into effect as of November 1, 1969. 

Since the “missioner” program has been carried on as a part of the 
“dedicated service’ program of the denomination, the suggestions of the 
Conference Committee on Mission Interests — National (See 1969 Yearbook, 
page 59) were referred to Conference Planning Committee and that committee 
took these suggestions into consideration in promoting the missioner program 
in 1969. (See ‘““Missioner Recruitment’’ letter by Rev. Rex Zwiebel, for Planning 
Committee, in Sabbath Recorder issue of December 1, 1969, page 9.) 

The Missionary Board continues to be concerned that Seventh Day Baptist 
pastors shall be paid a living wage in this day when the cost of living has 
been increasing so rapidly that it is difficult for salaries and allowances to 
keep pace. One means of expressing this concern was to ask all missionary 
churches to compare the amount of support to their pastors with that of 
teachers in the public schools in positions requiring comparable education in 
the communities where they reside. The application forms now include a 
place for the figures for this comparison to be made. 
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Another means of expressing concern over the widening gap between cost 
of living and amount of support received by missionary pastors and other 
board employees has been for the board to pay the full amount of cost of 
Blue Cross, Blue Shield, and Major Medical Insurance. 

The way was finally cleared for inviting missionary pastors to come to 
Westerly with their wives for a Missionary Pastors Institute, April 1-7, 1970. 
The invitation was extended to all Seventh Day Baptist pastors and their wives 
with the request that advance word be received of intention to come, so that 
hospitality could be provided. As this report is’ written, the Rev. S. Kenneth 
Davis, chairman of the Home Field Committee of the Missionary Board and 
director of the institute has announced a full schedule of meetings, with the 
assurance of leadership being provided by Secretary Alton Wheeler, Evangelist 
Mynor Soper and Miss Florence Bowden to serve as special instructor and 
leader of a program for pastors’ wives. 


Evangelism on the Home Front 

The emphasis of Year [V—Facing Frontiers with Faith being “Strength- 
ening Our Witness on the Home Front,’ the home field urged and the 
Missionary Board supported a plan to engage the Rev. Mynor Soper as an 
“evangelist on the home front.’ The call of the board was for one year, 
beginning May 1, 1969, requesting that Mr. Soper serve on a project basis, 
the churches to provide entertainment while he is serving that church and also 
to provide a “love offering” if they feel led to do so. Pastor Soper accepted the 
call of the board and has been serving very acceptably with a full schedule. 
At the January 25, 1970 meeting of the board the following action was taken, 
“That the Rev. Mynor Soper be called to serve a second year or until May 1, 
1971, and that action be taken at this quarterly meeting and each subsequent 
January meeting on his employment for the next year.” 


B. Report of the Missionary on the Home Front 

The following brief review of activities and services of Evangelist Mynor 
Soper has been taken from quarterly reports he has rendered to the board, 
covering the period May - December 31, 1969: 

Attended Congress on Evangelism meetings at Nashville, Tenn. July 3-5, 
1969 along with Conference President Leland Bond; conducted lay training 
sessions and evangelistic meetings at Paint Rock, Ala., July 8-20; met with 
the Kansas City Seventh Day Baptist Church where evangelistic services were 
held July 23-26, and also provided several radio broadcasts; August 10-16 in 
attendance at General Conference at Nyack, N. Y., taking part in program 
as assigned; at New Auburn, Wis., for weekend of September 5 speaking four 
times and at Dodge Center on September 6, speaking two times; attending 
Congress on Evangelism at Minneapolis, Minn., Sept. 8-13; September 22-28 
conducting lay training sessions at the Denver, Colo., Seventh Day Baptist 
Church; October 3-5 participating in the Mid-Continent Association meetings 
at North Loup, Nebraska; during the week of October 10-17 lay sessions were 
held in the five New England Seventh Day Baptist Churches, First and Second 
Hopkinton, Rockville, Westerly and Waterford. These were followed by 
evangelistic services held at the First Seventh Day Baptist Church of Hopkinton 
in Ashaway, October 18-25; at Washington, D. C., church for lay training 
and evangelistic meetings October 31. - November De Lost. Greeks Wi. “Via 
Seventh Day Baptist Church November 11-23 for similar series of meetings; 
then a one night speaking engagement on November 24 at the Salem, W. Va., 
church; then back to North Loup for Thanksgiving after an absence from home 
of seven weeks. 

Back at his own home church at North Loup special services were held 
from November 30 through December 6. Even though both he and Mrs. Soper 
became ill the meetings at North Loup were carried on to completion with 
good interest and attendance. It should be noted that Mrs. Soper accompanied 
Evangelist Soper during the seven weeks’ journey and offered her talented 


assistance in singing, playing the piano, and adding h i i 
cae be ae g piano, adding her witness for Christ 
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The report concludes with these words, ““We are grateful for the gracious 
reception of the people to our ministry and the grateful response inspired by 
the Holy Spirit. We are also grateful for the generous response in a material 
way demonstrated by most of the churches in the way of a love offering. These 
have certainly helped us make ends meet. But then, we knew the Lord would 
see to that. All praise to Him for everything.” 


Assistant in Evangelism 


Miss Constance Coon was requested at the January 1969 quarterly meeting 
of the Missionary Board to eontinue her services as assistant in evangelism 
for another yeat, from September 1969 through August 1970. This action was 
taken, “in view of the favorable response on the part of the churches served 
and the number of requests for her services.’ She accepted and continued to 
serve throughout 1969 and through August 1970 with a full schedule. 

However, Miss Coon tendered her resignation to the January 25, 1970, 
quarterly board meeting, stating, “I feel led to return to teaching next fall. 
The past two years have been most rewarding. It has been a joy and privilege 
to serve in this capacity.’ The board accepted her resignation with deep 
Tie She will terminate her services on August 31, 1970. Her annual report 
oliows: 


C. Report of the Assistant in Evangelism — February 9, 1969-March 14,1970 

Februaty 15 - March 14, 1969 was spent in the Syracuse area. Services 
included conducting the Sabbath worship services plus contacting Seventh 
Day Baptists in the area. Several meetings were held with the older young 
people, and one Bible Club was organized in Baldwinsville. 

Two Bible Clubs were organized in Berlin, N. Y., March 15 - April 4th. 
Forty young people met in Berlin and thirty-two in Stephentown for the 
clubs. Several adults ably continued the clubs for a few weeks in April. 

April 16 - May 30 three Bible Clubs were organized in the Richburg, 
N. Y., area. A culminating activity was a hot dog roast for all three clubs 
at Camp Harley where over fifty young people gathered to become acquainted 
with our camp. A short devotional message was given. 

The summer months were spent assisting the Battle Creek church in 
its camp program. A highlight was attending Campus Crusade Institute on 
Evangelism at Gull Lake with our Senior High campers. This gave opportunity 
two afternoons to get out and do door-to-door witnessing in Kalamazoo. It 
was a new experience for our teen-agers and met with mixed emotions. The 
Battle Creek church also assisted in a community effort, working with thirteen 
other churches in holding an outdoor Vacation Church School with an en- 
rollment of two hundred and fifty. 

August 6-10 it was my privilege to meet with the Youth Pre-Con group 
at Nyack as counselor and director of recreation. During Conference it was 
my responsibility to work with twenty-nine Junior High young people. A trip 
to visit Teen Challenge and the United Nations proved very worthwhile. 

Four clubs were organized in Salem, W. Va., September 2 - October 11th. 
A total of around one hundred young people were reached through these 
Bible Clubs. The program was continued two weeks after I left and enthusiasm 
is evidenced for clubs next fall. Several non-churched youngsters were con- 
tacted and have become regular attendants at Sabbath School. 

From Salem I returned to Paint Rock, Ala., for the second year. We 
reorganized three clubs and formed a new one in Huntsville. The Beebes and 
Mrs. Robert Butler, Sr., have faithfully continued two of these clubs through 
the school year. 

November 22 through December 31st was spent in the Rockville-Hopkinton 
area again. This was the third year of working in Hopkinton and the second 
time of being involved in Rockville. Many youngsters are still unchurched and 
Bible Club seems to be the only opportunity they have to hear the gospel. 
The teen-age group in Rockville did some community survey and calling 
which was most gratifying. While in Rockville it was my responsibility to 
plan the worship services. 
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An interim period of three weeks was spent in Battle Creek where a 
club was held at the Parish House for neighborhood youngsters. Several chil- 
dren’s messages were given at the Sabbath morning services, as has become 
customary in most places where service is rendered. 


February 1 - March 14, 1970 it has been my privilege to work with 
teen-agers and adults of the Riverside Seventh Day Baptist Church in five 
Bible Clubs. The first week’s attendance totaled close to one hundred. There 
seems to be special interest in the Casablanca apartment housing area. Attend- 
ance there the first week was thirty-six and increased to fifty-six the next week. 
Many of these youngsters are unchurched. Fields are white unto harvest. 
Thanks be to Him for the keen interest of so many adults and teen-agers of 
the Riverside church to reach the unsaved. 


VI. Matters Related to General Conference (USA) 


Careful attention was given by the Home Field Committee and Missionary 
Board to the reports of Conference committees on home and foreign mission 
interests (i.e., national and overseas concerns). Recommendations and sug- 
gestions were carried out whenever considered feasible to do so. In the 
instance of holding area spiritual retreats during 1970 as urged by the Con- 
ference Committee on Mission Interests (National) it was decided against 
such an undertaking this year. Factors that led to this decision are listed in 
detail as follows: 


(a) Schedule and planning — We usually have held the first of such 
retreats in the fall of the year. It is now late even to be planning, scheduling 
and coordinating them for next spring. Plans need to be begun at least one 
yeat prior to the holding of a successful ministers’ retreat. 


(b) Personnel —- The logical and perhaps only person available to us 
to carry the brunt of several retreats is the Rev. Mynor Soper, home field 
evangelist. His schedule for this year is already too full to warrant such 
an additional load. 


(c) Need—With institutes to train laymen in evangelism being sponsored 
in various sections of the country this year to which ministers are invited, 
we feel that the need for inspiration and spiritual renewal is already avail- 
able for our pastors. 


_ On the other hand we do have a concern for the special emphases needed 
in the ministry of those involved in building self-supporting churches. Since 
thousands of dollars are being invested annually to help support pastors in 
this role, it would seem uneconomical not to provide these pastors with 
the special tools needed for their tasks. To this end the Missionary Pastors 
Institute is dedicated. We have not held one of these since 1964 in deference 
to the desire for ministers’ spiritual retreats. 


(d) Pastors’ time — There has been objection from a number of sources 
including pastors themselves to the amount of time the pastor is away from 
his first responsibility, the local parish, due to interchurch activities; denomina- 
tional, associational and area meetings; in-service training, etc. While we 
cannot overemphasize the importance of continuing education for all pro- 
fessional men, especially pastors, at the same time we do not want to place 
pastors and churches in a position of feeling that it is being “overdone.” 


(e) Cooperation with other denominational agencies — We have al- 
ready approached the Council on Ministerial Education and cleared out 
plans for a Missionary Pastors Institute receiving assurance that this would 
not conflict with any plans of theirs for training of ministers. 


In regard to matters related to the Missioner Program and the follow up 
of such programs the Missionary Board took the following action, “It was 
noted that the Conference Planning Committee is responsible for the denomina- 
tion's Missioner Program. Consequently the section of the report of the 
Conference Committee on National Concerns pertaining to that has been 
brought to their attention. Action was taken to encourage Evangelist Mynor 
Soper to emphasize the use of the Missioner Program in his lay retreats.” 
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Consideration was given to other matters “strongly urged’ by the Con- 
ference Committee on Mission Interests (National). and the following action 
was taken: “While the scope of the work of the Rev. Mynor Soper and Miss 
Connie Coon and theit availability to churches, groups and individuals has 
been widely publicized in the Sabbath Recorder and the Missionary Reporter, 
it was felt by the Conference Interests Committee that there may still be 
individuals unaware of these resource people. It was therefore voted to recom- 
mend to the Board of Managers that the Women’s Boatd be requested to in- 
clude such information in their next mailing to lone-Sabbathkeepers. 

We also discussed thevfeasibility of the society’s sending personnel into 
an atea where no one in that local area is willing to assume a leadership role. 
It was the feeling of the Home Rield Committee that the society is not in 
position to assumessuch a role; that it would be something of a departure 
from Baptist polity for the society to usurp that role; and in the light of 
the plea from the Conference Committee for “careful attention . . . to the 
need for preparation in advance of the use of Missionary Board personnel 
and in the planning for proper follow-up,” that such an effort would be un- 
warranted. 

The recommendation of the Conference Committee on Mission Interests 
(Overseas) regarding providing in-service training for national workers 
“where the individual’s cultural background will enable him to make a unique 
contribution to his own people” has been given consideration. The specific in- 
stance of Samuei Peters, a ministerial student presently taking seminary studies 
at Kingston, Jamaica, returning for between semesters service among his own 
people in Guyana has been encouraged. 

The recommendation that the Missionary Board, in cooperation with the 
secretary of General Conference, study the need for leadership in England in 
answer to their request, resulted in arrangements being made for a luncheon 
meeting of the Executive Committee of the Missionary Board with Secretary 
Alton L. Wheeler as guest, being held on Sunday, November 2, 1969. This 
meeting provided an opportunity for the Conference secretary to share with 
Missionary Board leaders his experiences and thoughts on the need of the 
Seventh Day Baptists of England for more adequate leadership, following his 
visit to England in August - September, 1969. 

The words of commendation in the reports of both the national and over- 
seas committees were noted with appreciation. 


VII. Annual Report of Executive Vice-President 


This 128th Annual Report of the Board of Managers has been prepared 
at the request of the board for presentation to the Annual Meeting of the 
Seventh Day Baptist Missionary Society on March 15, 1970, and to General 
Conference. The report covers a petiod of time from January 1 through De- 
cember 31, 1969. It is expected that upon approval by the society this report 
will be printed in quantity and distributed at General Conference at Milton, 
Wisconsin, in August 1970. At the same time, it is anticipated that enough 
copies of the Missionary Reporter will be prepared and distributed at Confer- 
ence to bring up-to-date information not covered in this printed annual report 
to the delegates and friends assembled. 

It seems appropriate to begin this report by stating that the executive 
vice-president resigned as of January 1, 1970, for health reasons and upon 
medical advice to step into a less responsible work. The Missionary Board 
took the following action: ““(1) The Board of Managers accepts with regret, 
yet with deep gratitude for years of selfless service, the resignation of Ex- 
ecutive Vice-President Everett T. Harris, effective January 1, 1970; and that, 
(2) Everett T. Harris be retained as a “‘consultant in the office’ effective 
January 1, 1970 to aid his successor assume the responsibilities of the posi- 
tion for as long as may be deemed mutually desirable and at a salary to be 
agreed upon; and that, (3) the president of the society appoint a committee 
of three members to recruit an executive vice-president and report its recom- 
mendation of such selection and terms of employment to the January 1970 
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meeting or a special meeting to be called if such a course is expedient; and 
that, (4) the Executive Committee be requested to present a long-range proposal 
for reorganization of the administrative offices of the Board of Managers. 


As a result of the above action and at a specially called meeting held on 
November 9, 1969, a call was extended to the Rev. Leon R. Lawton, pastor of 
the Denver Seventh Day Baptist Church, Denver, Colo., to serve as executive 
vice-president of the Missionary Society. After much prayerful and careful 
consideration Pastor Lawton accepted this call agreeing to take up his duties 
as of April 1, 1970. 

A record was kept of correspondence carried on during the first quarter 
of 1969. It was noted that 661 letters were received and 921 letters were 
sent out. This did not take into account form letters sent out im quantity. 
On a yearly basis this constitutes a flood of mail many times more than 
was usual when the corresponding secretary began work in 1952. It could 
not have been done except for the assistance of an office secretary who has 
given of her time and talent far beyond office hours. It is known full well 
that other denominational offices have equally hard working secretaries and 
office assistants. It would not be mentioned in the report except that the 
retiring executive vice-president would hope that the executive committee will 
propose and the Missionary Board will accept “a long range proposal for 
reorganization of the administrative offices of the Board of Managers’’ such 
that his successor may be provided with ample and efficent working arrange- 
ments. 


The usual contribution of articles for publication has been made, the 
most pressing being the preparation of articles each week for the Sabbath 
Recorder. Four End-of-Quarter Mission Emphasis Sabbath mailings have been 
prepared and sent out to missionary keyworkers and to pastors or church 
clerks, two packets to each church. Slide sets and/or film strips have been 
made available for loan to the churches through the help of our missionaries 
on the field. Tape recorded messages have also been prepared to go with the 
pictures. The use of these audiovisual aids in the churches is becoming more 
and more prevalent, with favorable response on the part of those who use them. 


The spring, fall and pre-Conference meetings of Conference Planning 
Committee in 1969 were attended at Plainfield, N. J. In addition pre-Confer- 
ence and post-Conference meetings with Commission were attended at Plainfield 
and Nyack, N. Y., respectively. 


Several meetings of the Executive Committee of the Seventh Day Baptist 
World Federation were attended during the year. The office of treasurer of the 
federation has been carried on. 


Many changes in missionary personnel were anticipated and recruitment 
for successors of homecoming missionaries was necessary, so that the work 
of our Lord could go on. This includes the return from Jamaica to this 
country of the Rev. and Mrs. Neal Mills in July 1969 and the arrangement 
for the Rev. and Mrs. Grover Brissey, former missionaries to Jamaica, to 
replace them, until Mr. and Mrs. Wayne Crandall can go in July 1970. 
It also includes the arrangements for Dr. and Mrs. Victor Burdick to return 
to the States from Makapwa Station, Malawi, in 1970 and for Miss Sarah 


Becker and the Rev. and Mrs. John Conrod to succeed them in the work 
at Makapwa. 


Arrangements have been made for the Rey. Mynor Soper to serve the 
churches as evangelist on the home front, continuing on through 1970. 
Also, assistance was given in working out a schedule for Miss Constance Coon 


to serve as assistant in evangelism. Their annual reports show busy and fruitful 
schedules of work among the churches. 


Atrangements were made with the Rev. Leon R. Lawton to serve as 
released worker to Jamaica in 1969. Appreciation is expressed to him and 


to the Denver Seventh Day Baptist Church for granting his release for 
seventeen days in the spring of 1969. 


Some of the ‘other services of the executive vice-president include the 
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following: filling speaking appointments at Shiloh Seventh Day Baptist Church 
on occasion of Mission Sabbath Emphasis in February 1969; attending monthly 
meetings of the New England Yearly Meeting Executive Committee; speaking 
on Seventh Day Baptist missions at First Hopkinton dhurch and again at the 
Pawcatuck church Women’s Aid Society; participating in the Lay Visitation 
Program of the Pawcatuck church under the direction of the Rev. Mynor Soper 
in October 1969. 


Assistance has been given in the general mailings to all Seventh Day Bap- 
tists of this country, soliciting membership in the Missionary Society. Also 
assistance has been given on Several mailings to the members of the society, 
keeping them informed, and providing proxy voting forms. For a copy of 
the new constitution of the Missiomaty Society see the 1968 Yearbook, pages 
47d-53d. It is antieipated that the Charter and Constitution of the Missionary 
Society will be. frinted in the 1970 Yearbook. 


VIII. Conclusion 


Having served for eighteen years as secretary of the Missionary Society 
and for forty years as a Seventh Day Baptist minister it would seem the 
wise thing to do (with medical advice to confirm) to step into a less responsible 
position. If one can still be permitted to serve as a pulpit supply or as a 
consultant he should be thankful. One should be willing to open the door to 
a successor and then step out of the doorway. And so, this former secretary 
would like to express a deep sense of gratitude to the many fellow workers 
along the way that he has had the privilege of working with through the 
years. The list is too long to enumerate. 

As a young pastor came to an old historic dhurch to begin his min- 
istry he began with these remarks, “This church has had a glorious history. 
But no church can live on its past. So, I ask you to turn to the future with 
the prayer that the greatest days of this church may lie ahead.” The retiring 
executive vice-president would like to change these words so that they apply 
to the Seventh Day Baptist Missionary Board and Society. We have a glorious 
history including many illustrious and talented leaders who have served as 
missionaries, as members of the Board of Managers and as secretaries during 
the past 128 years. But we do pray most fervently that God will grant that 
the greatest days of missionary endeavor may still lie ahead. We pray for 
continued guidance and blessing upon work and workers at home and abroad, 
particularly on the incoming executive vice-president, the Rev. Leon R. 
Lawton, that he may be granted the leading of the Holy Spirit as he serves 
with zeal, tempered with good judgment.

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To the Seventh Day Baptist Missionary Society: 


I have examined the foregoifig Statement of Condition of the Seventh Day 
Baptist Missionary Society as of December 31, 1969. My examination was made 
in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and accordingly in- 
cluded such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing proce- 
dures as I considered necessary in the circumstances. I did not make the 
detailed examination of records and documents which would be necessary to 
determine whether all revenues and expenditures are allocated to the proper 
accounts or whether there has been compliance with all conditions and restric- 
tions under which funds have been received; as to contributions and gifts 
received, the examination was necessarily confined to the recorded receipts. 


In accordance with the Society's regular practice, the accounts are main- 
tained generally “On the basis of cash receipts and disbursements; however, cer- 
tain cash transactions applicable to the year ended December 31, 1969 have 
been given effect in the accounts for that year and on the statements herewith, 
although not completed until various dates in January and February 1970. 
Such cash transactions total $23,461.50 for receipts and $21,452.25 for dis- 
bursements, including transfers between bank accounts. This compares with 
$18,756.42 for receipts and $13,663.40 for disbursements relating to trans- 
actions completed in January and February 1969, similarly included in the 
accounts and statements for the period ended December 31, 1968. 

The balances shown by the cash accounts as being on deposit with banks 
at December 31, 1969 were reconciled with the amounts stated in letters I 
received from the respective banks. Certificates and other documents represent- 
ing investments in stocks, bonds and notes, together with mortgages securing 
such notes, as summarized in the foregoing Statement of Condition, were in- 
spected by me. Sales and purchases of securities recorded in the accounts during 
the year ended December 31, 1969 were compared with brokers’ tickets. I in- 
spected documents relating to the ownership of real estate listed on the State- 
ment of Condition. Included therein were certain documents, practically all 
written in Chinese, said to represent ownership of property located in China, 
against which a full reserve is carried. To December 31, 1969, the sum of 
$16,325.85 has been received from the U. S. Treasury Department as part 
payment on the total award of $20,319.50 made to the Society to cover the 

- value of certain properties in China destroyed by military operations during 
World War II. 

In my opinion, the accompanying Statement of Condition, together with 
the foregoing explanations, presents fairly the position of the Society at 
December 31, 1969 on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year.

March’ 15, 1970 


The 128th annual meeting of the Seventh Day Baptist Mis- 
sionary Society was held this afternoon at the Pawcatuck Seventh 
Day Baptist Church in Westerly, R. I., at 2:00 p.m. 

President Loren G. Osborn called the meeting to order and it 
was opened with prayer by the executive vice-president, the Rev. 
Everett “ly ‘Harms. 

The call of the meeting as advertised in the Sabbath Recorder, 
issues of February 23 and March 2, and the Westerly Sun, March 
12 and 13, was read by the secretary. 
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The president declared a quorum with fifteen members pres- 
ent in person and eighty-nine represented by proxy. (See foot- 
note.* ) 

It was voted that the fifty-two individuals, having applied for 
membership by payment of their annual dues, be elected as voting 
members of the Seventh Day Baptist Missionary Society, making 
a total voting membership of 160. 

The president appointed Morton R. Swinney and Mrs. Edna 
C. Piccolo to serve as tellers for the meeting. 


The report of the Nominating Committee was received and, 
there being no other nominations, it was voted that the officers 
and Board of Managers as nominated be declared elected. (See 
list on page 1-d.) 

The annual report of the treasurer and Statement of Condi- 
tion as of December 31, 1969 were received, approved and 
ordered recorded. (See annual report of Board of Managers pre- 
ceding these recorded minutes.) 


The report of the executive vice-president and report of the 
Board of Managers was received, approved and ordered recorded. 

The president’s statement was received and approved, and it 
was voted that it together with a summary of the actions of this 
annual meeting be prepared and mailed to all members of the 
society. 

It was voted that the appointment of Mr. Andrew L. Prely, 
Certified Public Accountant, of Bronxville, N. Y., as auditor for 
the Missionary Society be ratified for the fiscal year ended De- 
cember 31, 1969. 

The secretary reported the completion of the filing with the 
Office of the Secretary of State of Rhode Island, the certificate 
setting forth the amendments to the Act of Incorporation of the 
society as instructed at the 126th annual meeting of the society. 

It was voted that the society ratify all the actions, doings and 
things of the Board of Managers and officers of the society for 
the year ended December 31, 1969. 

It was voted that the president appoint a Nominating Com- 
mittee for the ensuing year. The committee appointed was: Mrs. 
Paul Johnson, chairman, Martin Oates and Norman F. Loofboro. 

The minutes were read and approved. 


Following prayer by the Rev. S. Kenneth Davis the meeting 
was adjourned at 3:15 p.m., to meet again at the Pawcatuck 
Seventh Day Baptist Church, in Westerly, R. I, on the third 
Sunday in March (March 21) 1971 at 2 p.m.

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ACT OF INGORPORATION 


a 
STATE OF RHODE ISLAND, &c., in General Assembly, January 
Session, A. D., 1880. 


AN ACT. to incorporate certain persons by the name of the Seventh Day 
Baptist Missionary Society. 


It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 


Section 1. ‘George Greenman, George B. Utter, Lewis A. Platts, 
Arthur E. Main, William L. Clarke, and Joseph H. Potter, and their 
associates and successors aré’ hereby made a Corporation, by the name 
of the Seventhzday Baptist Missionary Society, for the dissemination 
of the gospel in America and other parts of the world and for kindred 
religious and benevolent objects, with all the powers and privileges and 
subject to all the duties and liabilities, set forth in Chapter 139 of the 
eae Statutes, and in any acts in amendment thereof or in addition 
thereto. 


SEC. 2. Said corporation may take hold, transmit and convey real and 
petsonal estate to an amount not exceeding one hundred thousand dollars. 


Sec. 3. The officers of said Society shall be a President, Recording 
Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, and Treasurer, together with such 
other officers as said Society shall deem necessary and expedient, of whom 
there shall be a clerk, treasurer, or other agent, residing, and having a 
place of ‘business at Westerly, in the State of Rhode Island. 


Sec. 4. There shall be a Board of Managers, consisting of fifteen mem- 
bers, which number may be increased or diminished as the Society shall 
deem necessary or expedient, four of which members, ex officio, shall be 
the President, Recording Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, and Treasurer; 
and it shall be the duty of said Board, and they shall have power to make 
contracts, under and without seal; to dispose of, manage, and apply the 
funds of said Society in such a way and manner for such purposes, as are 
consistent with the end and design of the institution of said Society and 
as the members thereof shall and may, from time to time, direct. 


Sec. 5. There shall be a meeting of said Society in the month of 
September of each and every year, or at such other time and in such 
place as the Society, by themselves, or by their Board of Managers, shall 
appoint, for the election of officers, and for the transaction of such other 
business as may then be necessary or expedient; at which meeting the 
Managers shall make report of their doings, and the Treasurer shall 
exhibit the state of the treasury. 


Sec. 6. Any and every donation, bequest, or legacy made to said 
Society, and by them accepted, shall be faithfully applied to the specific 
purpose or purposes designated by said donor or legator. 


Sec. 7. Until a meeting for the election of officers, and appointment 
of Managers, in conformity with the provisions of this Charter, shall be 
held, George Greenman shall be President; Lewis A. Platts, Recording 
Secretary; Arthur E. Main, Corresponding Secretary; and George B. Utter, 
Treasurer; and William L. Clarke, Joseph H. Potter, James R. Irish, 
Jonathan Maxson, Sherman S. Griswold, Oliver Langworthy, Sandford P.

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CONSTITUTION 
OF 
SEVENTH DAY BAPTIST MISSIONARY SOCIETY 


ARTICLE I. Name and Purposes. 


Section 1, Name. This corporation shall be known as the Seventh Day 
Baptist Missionary Society. opt 

Section 2. Purposes, The objects of the society shall be the dissemination 
of the gospel in the United States of America and other parts of the world, 
and the promotion of kindred religious and benevolent works. 


ArTICLE II. Members. 


Section 1. Classes of Members, The society shall have two classes of 
members. The designation of such classes and the qualification and rights 
of the members of such classes shall be as follows: 

A. Voting Members. All persons who are members of the society as of 
the effective date of this constitution shall be voting members of the society. 
All persons of the Seventh Day Baptist faith who may hereafter be elected to 
voting membership in the society, as hereinafter provided, shall also be 
voting members of the society. 

B. Non-Voting Members and Observers. Any petson who contributes 
twenty-five dollars or more in his:or her own name and in not more than 
two payments may become a non-voting life member of the society. Any pet- 
son who contributes one dollar or more annually to the funds of the 
society may become a non-voting member of the society. Any church belonging 
to the Seventh Day Baptist General Conference (U. S. A.) may send non- 
voting observers to the annual or special meetings of the society. 

Section 2. Election of Voting Members, Voting members shall be elected 
by the members of the society. An affirmative vote of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of the society present and voting at a regular or special meeting of the 
members of the society shall be required for election. 

Section 3. Voting Rights. Each voting member shall be entitled to one 
vote on each matter submitted to a vote of the members. 

Section 4. Termination of Membership. The Board of Managers, by 
affirmative vote of two-thirds of the members of the board present and voting, 
may suspend or expel a member for cause after an appropriate hearing, and 
may, by a majority vote of those present at any regularly constituted meeting, 
terminate the membership of any member who becomes ineligible for mem- 
bership, or suspend or expel any member who shall be in default in the 
payment of dues for the period fixed in Article X of this constitution. 

_ Section 5. Resignation, Any member may resign by filing a written 
resignation with the secretary, but such resignation shall not relieve the 
member so resigning of the obligation to pay any dues, assessments or other 
charges theretofore accrued and unpaid. 

Section 6. Reinstatement, Upon written request signed by a former mem- 
ber and filed with the secretary, the Board of. Managers may, by the affirma- 
tive vote of two-thirds of the members of the board, reinstate such former 
member to membership upon such terms as the Board of Managers may 
deem appropriate. 


Section 7. Transfer of Membership. Membership in this society is not 
transferable or assignable. 


ARTICLE III. Meeting of Members. 


Section 1. Annual Meeting. An annual meeting of the members shall be 
held on the third Sunday in the month of March in each year, beginning with 
the year 1969, at the hour of 2:00 o'clock, p.m., for the purpose of electing 
officers and managers and for the transaction of such other business as 
may come before the meeting. If the election of officers and managers shall 
not be held on the day designated herein for any annual meeting, or at any 
adjournment thereof, the Board of Managers shall cause the election to be 


fae a a special meeting of the members as soon thereafter as conveniently 
e. 
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Section 2. Special Meetings. Special meetings of the members may be 
called by the president, the Board of Managers, or not less than twenty-five (25) 
of the members having voting ’fights. 

Section 3. Place of Meeting. The Board of Managers may designate any 
place as the place of meeting for any annual meeting or for any special 
meeting called by the Board of Managers. If no designation is made or if 
a special meeting be otherwise called, the place of meeting shall be the 
Pawcatuck Seventh Day Baptist Church in the Town of Westerly, Rhode Island. 

Section 4. Notice of Meetings. A notice setting forth the time, place and 
purpose and of the meeting”of*the members shall be published once at least 
two weeks before the date fixed for said meeting in a newspaper published or 
having general circulation in the ¢i#ty or town where said meeting is to be 
held and in a publication having a general circulation among adherents of 
the Seventh Day~ Baptist faith. 

Section 5. Informal Action by Members. Any action required by law to 
be taken at a meeting of the members, or any action which may be taken 
at a meeting of the members, may be taken without a meeting if a consent 
in writing, setting forth the action so taken, shall be signed by a majority 
of the members entitled to vote with respect to the subject matter thereof. 

Section 6. Quorum. Fifteen members holding voting rights, present in 
person or by proxy, shall constitute a quorum at any meeting of the members. 
If a quorum is not present at any meeting of the members, a majority of 
the members present may adjourn the meeting to a date not less than three 
weeks after the date of the meeting and give notice to said adjourned meeting 
as herein provided in Section 4 of this Article. At such adjourned meeting, 
five members holding voting rights, present in person or by proxy, shall 
constitute a quorum. 

Section 7. Proxies, At any meeting of members, a member entitled to 
vote may vote by proxy executed in writing by the member or by his duly author- 
ized attorney-in-fact. No proxy shall be valid after six months from the date of 
its execution, unless otherwise provided in the proxy. 

Section 8. Voting by Mail. Where managers or officers are to be elected 
by members or any class or classes of members, such election may be con- 
ducted by mail in such manner as the Board of Managers shall determine. 

Section 9. Agenda. Business transacted at any meeting of the members 
shall be confined to the objects stated in the notice of said meeting and 
matters germane thereto. Additional business may be considered at said meet- 
ing if written notice, clearly setting forth such additional business, is served 
upon the Board of Managers not less than five days before the meeting. 


ARTICLE IV. Board of Managers. 


Section 1. General Powers. The affairs of the society shall be managed 
by its Board of Managers. Managers need not be residents of the State of 
Rhode Island, but shall be members of the society. 

Section 2. Number, Tenure and Qualification. The number of managers 
shall be fifteen, which number may be increased or decreased by the voting 
members of the society from time to time. The president, secretary, treasurer 
and such other officers of the society as the voting members of the society 
shall from time to time determine shall be members of the Board of 
Managers. Each manager shall hold office until the next annual meeting of 
the members and until his successor shall have been elected and qualified. 

Section 3. Regular Meetings. Regular quarterly meetings of the Board 
of Managers shall be held without other notice than this constitution on the 
third Sunday in the months of January, April, July and October of each year 
at the same time and place as the annual meeting of the members unless other- 
wise voted by the Board of Managers and notice given. The Board of 
Managers may provide by resolution the time and place for the holding of 
additional regular meetings of the board without other notice than such reso- 
lution. 

Section 4. Special Meetings. Special meetings of the Board of Managers 
may be called by or at the request of the president or any five managers. ee 
person or persons authorized to call special meetings of the board may fx 
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any place as the place for holding any special meeting of the board called 
by them. 

Section 5. Notice. Notice of any special meeting of the Board of Man- 
agers shall be given at least three days previously thereto by written notice 
delivered personally or sent by mail or telegram to each manager at his ad- 
dress as shown by the records of the society. If mailed, such notice shall be 
deemed to be delivered when deposited in the United States mail in a sealed 
envelope so addressed, with postage thereon prepaid. If notice be given by 
telegram, such notice shall be deemed to be delivered when the telegram is de- 
livered to the telegraph company. Any manager may waive notice of any meeting. 
The attendance of a manager at any meeting shall constitute a waiver of 
notice of such meeting, except where a manager attends a meeting for the 
express purpose of objecting to the transaction of any business because the 
meeting is not lawfully called or convened. Neither the business to be trans- 
acted at, nor the purpose of, any regular or special meeting of the board 
need be specified in the notice or waiver of notice of such meeting, unless 
specifically required by law or by this constitution. 

Section 6. Quorum. Five members of the Board of Managers shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business at any meeting of the board; 
but if less than five of the managers are present at said meeting, a majority 
of the managers present may adjourn the meeting from time to time without 
further notice. 

Section 7. Manner of Acting. The act of a majority of the managers 
present at a meeting at which a quorum is present shall be the act of the 
Board of Managers, unless the act of a greater number is required by law 
or by this constitution. 


Section 8. Vacancies. Any vacancy occurring in the Board of Managers 
and any managership to be filled by reason of an increase in the number of 
managers, shall be filled by the Board of Managers. A manager elected to fill 
Seca shall be elected for the unexpired term of his predecessor in 
office. 


Section 9. Compensation, Managers as such shall not receive any stated 
salaries for their services; but nothing herein contained shall be construed to 
preclude any manager from serving the society in any other capacity and re- 
ceiving compensation therefor. 


Section 10, Informal Action by Managers. Any action required by law 
to be taken at a meeting of managers, or any action which may be taken at 
a meeting of managers, may be taken without a meeting if a consent in 


wtiting, setting forth the action so taken, shall be signed by all of the 
managets. 


ARTICLE V. Officers. 


Section 1. Officers. The officers of the society shall be a president, one 
or more vice-presidents (the number thereof to be determined by the voting 
members), a secretary, a treasurer and such other officers as may be elected 
in accordance with the provisions of this article. The voting members may 
elect or appoint such other officers, including one or more assistant  secre- 
taries and one or more assistant treasurers, as they shall deem desirable, such 
officers to have the authority and perform the duties prescribed from time 
to time, by the Board of Managers. Any two or more offices may be held 
by the same person, except the offices of president and secretary. 


Section 2. Election and Term of Office. The officers of the societ 
be elected annually by the voting members at the regular annual ae 
of the members, If the election of officers shall not be held at such meeting 
such election shall be held as soon thereafter as conveniently may be. New 
offices may be created and filled at any meeting of the voting members.

Section 3. Removal. Any offi i i 
3. - Any officer elected or appointed by the voting mem- 
ne eee temoved by the Board of Managers whenever in its ndenee

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shall be without prejudice to the contract rights, if any, of the officer so 
removed, ar) 

Section 4. Vacancies, A vaCancy in any office because of death, resigna- 
tion, removal, disqualification or otherwise, may be filled by the Board of 
Managers for the unexpired portion of the term. 

Section 5. President. The president shall be the principal executive 
officer of the society and shall in general supervise and control all of the 
business and affairs of the society. He shall preside at all meetings of the 
members and of the Board of Managers. He may sign, with the secretary 
or any other proper officer 6f the society authorized by the Board of Man- 
agers, any deeds, mortgages, bonds, contracts, or other instruments which 
the Board of Managers has authorized to be executed, except in cases where 
the signing and exeeution thereof shall be expressly delegated by the Board 
of Managers or -by this constitution or by statute to some other officer or 
agent of the society; and in general he shall perform all duties incident 
to the office of president and such other duties as may be prescribed by 
the Board of Managers from time to time. 

Section 6. Vice-President, In the absence of the president or in event 
of his inability or refusal to act, the vice-president (or in the event there 
be more than one vice-president, the vice-presidents in the order of their 
election) shall perform the duties of the president, and when so acting, shall 
have all the powers of and be subject to all the restrictions upon the presi- 
dent. Any vice-president shall perform such other duties as from time to 
time may be assigned to him by the president or by the Board of Managers. 

Section 7. Treasurer. If required by the Board of Managers, the treas- 
urer shall give a bond for the faithful discharge of his duties in such sum 
and with such surety or sureties as the Board of Managers shall determine, 
the cost of such bond to be paid by this corporation. He shall have charge 
and custody of and be responsible for all funds and securities of the society; 
receive and give receipts for moneys due and payable to the society from 
any source whatsoever, and deposit all such moneys in the name of the 
society in such banks, trust companies or other depositaries as shall be 
selected in accordance with the provisions of Article VII of this constitution; 
and in general perform all the duties incident to the office of treasurer and 
such other duties as from time to time may be assigned to him by the presi- 
dent or by the Board of Managers. 

Section 8. Secretary, The secretary shall keep the minutes of the meetings 
of the members and of the Board of Managers in one or more books pro- 
vided for that purpose; see that all notices are duly given in accordance with 
the provisions of this constitution or as required by law; be custodian of 
the society’s records; keep a register of the postoffice address of each voting 
member and each manager which shall be furnished to the secretary by 
such manager; and in general perform all duties incident to the office of 
secretary and such other duties as from time to time may be assigned to him 
by the president or by the Board of Managers. 

Section 9. Assistant Treasurers and Assistant Secretaries. If required 
by the Board of Managers, the assistant treasurers shall give bonds for the 
faithful discharge of their duties in such sums and with such sureties as 
the Board of Managers shall determine, the cost of such bonds to be paid 
by this corporation. The assistant treasurers and assistant secretaries, in gen- 
eral, shall perform such duties as shall be assigned to them by the treasurer 
or the secretary ot by the president or the Board of Managers. 

ARTICLE VI. Committees 

Section 1. Committees of Managers. The Board of Managers, by resolu- 
tion adopted by a majority of the managers present and voting, may desig- 
nate and appoint an Executive Committee which shall consist of seven man- 
agers viz. the president, executive vice-president, vice-president, secretary, 
treasurer and two other managers, which committee, to the extent provided 
in said resolution, shall have and exercise the authority of the Board of 
Managers in the management of the society when the Board of Managers is 
not in session; provided, however, that said Executive Committee ‘shall not 
have the authority of the Board of Managers in reference to amending, alter- 
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ing or repealing the constitution; electing, appointing or removing any mem- 
ber of any such committee or any manager or officer of the corporation; 
amending the articles of incorporation; adopting a plan of merger or adopt- 
ing a plan of consolidation with another society; authorizing the sale, lease, 
exchange or mortgage of all or substantially all of the property and assets 
of the society; authorizing the voluntary dissolution of the society of fe- 
voking proceedings therefor; adopting a plan for the distribution of the 
assets of the society, or amending, altering or repealing any resolution of 
the Board of Managers which by its terms provides that it shall not be 
amended, altered or repealed by such committee. The designation and ap- 
pointment of said Executive Committee and the delegation thereto of au- 
thority shall not operate to relieve the Board of Managers, or any individual 
manager, of any responsibility imposed upon it or him by law. 

Section 2. Other Committees. Other committees not having and exer- 
cising the authority of the Board of Managers in the management of the 
society may be designated by a resolution adopted by a majority of the 
managers present at a meeting at which a quorum is present. Except as 
otherwise provided in such resolution, members of each such committee 
shall be members of the society, and the president of the society shall appoint 
the members thereof and their authority shall be advisory only. Any member 
thereof may be removed by the person or persons authorized to appoint such 
member whenever in their judgment the best interests of the society shall 
be served by such removal. 

Section 3. Term of Office. Each member of a committee shall continue 
as such until the next annual meeting of the members of the society and 
until his successor is appointed, unless the committee shall be sooner termi- 
nated, or unless such member be removed from such committee, or unless 
such member shall cease to qualify as a member thereof. 

Section 4. Chairman. One member of each committee shall be ap- 
pointed chairman by the person ci persons authorized to appoint the mem- 
bers thereof, 

Section 5. Vacancies. Vacancies in the membership of any committee may 
be filled by appointments made in the same manner as provided in the case 
of the original appointments. 

Section 6. Quorum. Unless otherwise provided in the resolution of 
the Board of Managers designating a committee, a majority of the whole 
committee shall constitute a quorum and the act of a majority of the mem- 
bers present at a meeting at which a quorum is present shall be the act 
of the committee. 

Section 7. Rules, Each committee may adopt cules for its own govern- 
ment not inconsistent with this constitution or with the rules adopted by 
the Board of Managers. 

ARTICLE VII. Contracts, Checks, Deposits and Funds. 

_ Section 1. Contracts. The Board of Managers may authorize any officer or 
officers, agent or agents of the society, in addition to the officers so authorized 
by this constitution, to enter into any contract or execute and deliver any 
instrument in the name of and on behalf of the society, and such authority 
may be general or confined to specific instances, 

Section 2. Checks, Drafts, etc. All checks, drafts or orders for payment 
of money, notes or other evidences of indebtedness issued in the name of 
the society, shall be signed by such officer or officers, agent or agents of 
the society and in such manner as shall from time to time be determined 
by resolution of the Board of Managers. In the absence of such determina- 
tion by the Board of Managers, such instruments shall be signed by the 
treasurer or an assistant treasurer and countersigned by the secretary 
or assistant secretary, of the society. 

_ Section 3. Deposits, All funds of the Society shall be deposited from 
time to time to the credit of the society in such banks, trust companies or 
other depositaries as the Board of Managers may select. 

Section 4. Gifts. The Board of Managers may accept on behalf of the 
society any contribution, gift, bequest or devise for the general purposes 
or for any special purpose of the society. 
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ARTICLE VIII. Books and Records. 


The society shall keep correct and complete books and records of ac- 
count and shall also keep misutes of the proceedings of its members, Board 
of Managers and committees having any of the authority of the Board of 
Managers, and shall keep at the principal office a record giving the names 
and addresses of the managers and voting members, All books and records 
of the society may be inspected by any manager or his agent or attorney 
for any proper purpose at any reasonable time. 


ARTICLE IX. Fiscal Year. J 


The fiscal. year of the society shall begin on the first day of January 
and end on the last day of December in each year. 


ARTICLE X. Dues. 


Section 1:“ Annual Dues. The Board of Managers may determine from 
time to time the amount of annual dues payable to the society by voting 
members. 


Section 2. Payment of Dues. Dues shall be payable in advance on the 
first day of January in each fiscal year. Dues of a new member shall be pro- 
rated from the first day of the month in which such new member is elected 
to membership, for the remainder of the fiscal year of the society. 


Section 3. Default and Termination of Membership. When any voting 
member shall be in default in the payment of dues for a period of six (6) 
months from the beginning of the fiscal year or period for which such dues 
became payable, his membership may thereupon be terminated by the Board 
of Managers in the manner provided in Article III of this constitution. 


ARTICLE XI. Seal. 


The Board of Managers shall provide a corporate seal, which shall be in 
the form of a circle and shall have inscribed thereon the name of the corporation 
and the words “Corporate Seal.” 


ARTICLE XII. Waiver of Notice. 


Whenever any notice is required to be given under the provisions of 
any statute or under the provisions of the Act of Incorporation or the 
constitution of the society, a waiver thereof in writing signed by the per- 
son or persons entitled to such notice, whether before or after the time 
stated therein, shall be deemed equivalent to the giving of such notice. 


ARTICLE XIII. Amendments to the Act of Incorporation and Constitution. 

The Act of Incorporation and this constitution may be altered, amended 
or repealed and a new Act of Incorporation or constitution may be adopted 
by a vote of three fourths of the voting members present in person or by 
proxy at any regular meeting or special meeting if notice is given in ac- 
cordance with Section 4 of Article II of this constitution of intention to 
alter, amend or repeal or to adopt a new Act of Incorporation or consti- 
tution at such meeting.

Said corporation may take, hold, transmit, and convey real and 
personal estate to an amount not exceeding two million dollars, which shall 
be exempt from taxation.” 


Sec. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage, and all acts and parts 
of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed.

“VOTED that Sections 3, 4 and 5 of the Act of Incorporation are hereby 
repealed: aaa 

“VOTED, That the Act of Incorporation is further amended by adding 

thereto the following: 

; “Section 8. In addition to any powers herein granted, said Society shall have 
the following powers and authorities granted by law, viz:—To do any lawful 
act which is necessary or proper to accomplish the purposes of its incorporation. 
Without limiting or enlarging the effect of this grant of authority, it is hereby 
specifically provided that the Society shall have power: 

(a) to have perpetual succession in its corporate name; 

(b) to sue and be sued in the corporate name; 

(c) to have and use a common seal and alter the same at pleasure; 

(d) to elect such officers and appoint such agents as its purposes require, 
and to fix their compensation and define their duties; 

(e) to make bylaws not inconsistent with the Constitution or laws of the 
United States or of this state, or with the Act of Incorporation, deter- 
mining the time and place of holding and the manner of calling and 
of conducting meetings of its members and directors, the manner 
of electing its officers and directors, the mode of voting by proxy, 
and the number, qualifications, powers, duties and terms of office of 
its officers and directors, and containing any other provisions, whether 
of the same or of a different nature, for the management of the 
Society's property and the management and regulation of its affairs; 

(f) to make contracts, incur liabilities and borrow money.”

Statement of the Board of Trustees to the General Conference 
and Report to the Society 


The 127th annual report of the Board of Trustees to the American Sabbath 
Tract Society and statement to the General Conference covering the calendar 
year of 1969 is hereby submitted. It includes a financial statement by the treas- 
urer, a report of the Publishing House, the proposed budget for 1971, the 
report of the editor of the Sabbath Recorder, a resume of the activities of the 
corresponding secretary and a summary of the work of the committees and 
board prepared largely by the corresponding secretary. } 

The thirty board members and ten consultants who serve on committees 
and contribute their wisdom and skill to the work of the society are aware 
of the large responsibilities delegated to them and cheerfully accepted. As with 
any great work, there is bound to be a feeling at times of being unequal to the 
task. We recall the illustration that Jesus gave about the servant who could 
claim no special recognition for the service he had rendered. The admonition 
to the disciples was, “So likewise ye, when ye shall have done all those things 
which are commanded you, say, ‘We are unprofitable servants; we have done 
that which was our duty to do’” (Luke 17:10). It may be that the tasks 
assigned and assumed have been taken care of reasonably well, but measured 
against the assignments within the Great Commission that logically fall to 
our board, we dare not claim to have done all that we should. 

A supplementary statement of developments and work during the first six 
months of the year was prepared for the information of General Conference, 
some of which now comes into the full report for the year. The activities 
beyond the cutoff date of this report, December 31, 1969, and prior to Con- 
ference 1970, will again be presented informally to the delegates. 

In general, the many-faceted work of the board has gone well during the 
calendar year. The office work has been demanding of the small staff employed. 
The major work as judged by cost and continuing nurture of denominational 
life is the editing and publishing of the Sabbath Recorder with its three special 
issues per year. The board has endeavored to make its publishing facilities 
serve the other boards and agencies, and in cooperation with the General Con- 
ference office to provide a printing and mimeographing service for churches 
as far as possible with the time and personnel available. The standing com- 
mittees have been active and have carried through a number of special projects 
assigned and assumed within their areas of interest and job analysis. There 
has been some readjustment of board work and meeting dates in the change-over 
from the previous fiscal and program year to the calendar year basis which 
took effect at the end of the year. The quarters from this time on follow 
the seasons. New meeting dates follow the end of each quarter, the third 
Sundays of January, April, July, and October. The annual meeting date, fixed 
by the Constitution, remains the third Sunday of September. Differences in tre- 
porting dates in effecting the change of quarters in 1969 make accurate reporting 
of some work a little more difficult, but comparatives figures will be easier to 
gather in the future. 

Corresponding Secretary 


Although the corresponding secretary is to some extent involved in nearly 
evety aspect of committee and board work and is this year summarizing the 
work to make a unified report there are certain parts of his work that can be 
separated from committee work and board action. Where possible, the office 
work is reported under the appropriate committee. For example, distribution 
of literature is largely done from the office but is promoted by the Committee 
on Publications, which has the dual responsibility of publishing tracts and 
encouraging distribution. 

__ The corresponding secretary has carried on a certain amount of letter writing 
within the board, since members and committees are widely separated, but 
the bulk of correspondence has been answering inquiries and doing follow-up 
letter writing with people who are interested. Much time has been spent in

foreign correspondence encoutaging people of like faith who have very little 
other contact — people who may be able to use our literatute to build up 
churches in countries where it fs not possible to send missionaries. There have 
been attempts also to encourage lone-Sabbathkeepers to witness where they 
are in this and neighboring countries to the north and south. Inquiries from 
unknown and known tract distribution, from interdenominational connections, 
CiGe sometimes come from places quite close to a Seventh Day Baptist church 
or some working nonresident church member. Frequently referrals from our 
office have resulted in new church members or new financial support. No 
alphabetical list of incoming letters or contacts has been kept, but there is a 
record of every person to whom tracts have been sent as well as the titles of 
the tracts. Lumping all dictated correspondence together, the total for the 
year was about 560 letters (some 100 more than the previous year). 

The sectetary spent most of the first month of the year in the hospital 
getting rid of a persisting infection. Although not pronounced fully healed until 
September, almost complete mobility was restored by the end of the first quarter 
and necessary travel was possible. Denominational and interdenominational meet- 
ings were attended and some churches visited. He participated in all meetings 
of the Planning Committee, was active on the Host Committee for General 
Conference, and has been chairman of a three member committee set up by 
the Planning Committee to respond to outside appeals, particularly from overseas. 

Report of the Editor of the Sabbath Recorder 

The ministry of the Sabbath Recorder, so far as the editor is able to judge, 
has been much appreciated by the subscribers and has been an effective means 
of communication. It has attempted to promote denominational work and to be 
“A Magazine for Christian Enlightenment and Inspiration.” The recent policy 
of making the first issue of each month something special has been continued. 
Mission Notes was combined with the Sabbath Recorder in October and April. 
The major boards have taken their turn in providing most of the material for 
an issue once a year, with the editor responsible for arrangement and the te- 
mainder of material. The special issues in February, May, and November, with 
guest editors and advance sales have been promoted. The project begun in 1958 
has maintained its momentum, presumably because it has been found to meet 
a need and because there is some new freshness of approach with each new 
editor. 

To meet the responsibility of editing the denominational weekly periodical 
~ and to provide what is considered a good tone in the editorial department has 
called for more reading and study than there is time for. He has maintained 
membership in four or five book clubs, scanned or read some fifty-five regular 
publications plus the deluge of releases and special purpose and propaganda 
material, out of which he, hopefully, gets new thoughts and a degree of 
balance. He has stayed with this editorial work since 1953 because of a sense 
of mission, which is more than just reporting denominational news, important 
as that may be. The Sabbath Recorder during the year was made awate of 
its long continued ministry when it celebrated its 125th birthday in June and 
came out with a 28-page anniversary issue for distribution at Conference in 
August. At a time when many religious magazines have outlived their usefulness 
or have been forced out of existence by economic considerations, this is the 
year to call attention to the loyalty of Seventh Day Baptists that has made it 
possible to maintain a periodical on a weekly basis.

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Advisory Committee 


The Advisory Committee has focused its attention on Recorder matters, 
plans for the future, selecting editors for special issues, and advising the 
secretary and editor. (Questions regarding editorial policy were fewer than in 
perivous years.) The committee planned the content of the anniversary issue, 
drew up a new style sheet for the “News from the Churches’ department 
and advised reserving the back page “for feature articles particularly on the 
Sabbath.” 


Committee on Publications 


The Committee on Publications has concerned itself primarily with 
soliciting and considering new material and revising and reprinting existing 
tracts. It has also authorized the use of some of its budgeted funds for printing 
denominational materials and tracts in foreign languages. It originated the idea © 
of a Sabbath Recorder Day, gathered information preparatory to recommend- 
ing the publication of the Sabbath lectures of Herbert Saunders, recommended 
the purchase of 3,000 SDB decals prior to Conference, solicited the comments 
of youth groups on a proposed Sabbath tract (not yet published), and arranged 
for the reprinting of six tracts as follows: “What and Why Are Seventh Day 
Baptists?” “What Church Membership Implies,’” “What Do You Find?” 
“Why?—I Am a Seventh Day Baptist,’ “Polity and Beliefs’ and ‘From 
Death to Life.’’ The Christian Social Action booklet was also printed. Total 
number was 63,000. The committee purchased 609 or more copies of each 
special issue of the Sabbath Recorder to implement the matching fund offer 
for use at fair booths. The committee has promoted tract distribution and 
encouraged users to contribute on a cost basis. Although the contributions have 
not covered the cost, they have helped to a considerable extent. The records 
show 67.288 tracts sent out during the year. 


Audio and Visual Services 


The primary continuing service to the churches has been the maintenance 
and operation of the filmstrip library at the office in Plainfield. It has been 
built up to about 220 full size filmstrips, of which about thirty copies on 
denominational subjects were produced by Fred Ayars, chairman of the com- 
mittee. Added to these during the year were some new Seventh Day Baptist 
mission field stories. 


During the year there was a gift to the society of a complete set of 
“Show ’N Tell” Bible story filmstrips with sound which has been used by 
a growing number of churches having the little rear-view projector. The Stori- 
Strip programs, another type of Bible study presentation for small classes, 
have increased in use during the year. Individuals and churches have found the 
special equipment easy to buy, convenient to use, and well suited to sup- 
plement regular lesson material in Sabbath School classes. 


The greatest expenditure during the year was for electronic equipment, 
and materials some of which will be used in the production of audiovisual 
aids and radio programs. A complete sound system (to be used primarily at 
General Conference) is part of the equipment that will also be used in a 
production studio at Plainfield. Some of it was used at the 1969 Conference 
for the public address system and for tape recording. As a result, far more 
use of Conference tapes was made than in previous years. The technical 
know-how and large contribution of time by Calvin Babcock, a consultant to 
the committee, of North Little Rock, Ark., during and after Conference made 
this possible. The initial equipment cost of some $2,500 was met largely 
outside the budget by using a recent bequest of $1,000 and drawing on other 
resources. Progress has been made on assembling the equipment by the 
competent members of the committee. There will be added costs and much 
dedicated labor before the system is fully operational. 
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Sabbath Promotion Committee 


: The general activities of the committee during the year were similar 
in nature and scope to previous years but with some new work accomplished. 
Adequate plans were made to provide the churches with a variety of material 
for Sabbath Rally Day, including Sabbath lesson materials prepared under the 
direction of the Board of Christian Education. A questionnaire as to the use 
of the various kinds of material was sent out and later evaluated in planning 
the 1970 Sabbath Rally Day program. One decision made by the committee was 
to attempt in the future to relate the theme to the Conference president's theme 
if possible. This was done in planning for 1970. 


Help was given on a matching-fund basis to churches and associations 
in renting booths at state fairs to advertise our Sabbath position. Such 
assistance went toward booths at the Northern Wisconsin State Fair, the New 
York State Fair the National Orange Show in California, and the National 
Stock Show at Denver, Colorado. The committee also offered matching funds 
for newspaper advertising and arranged for advertising our literature in some 
national religious magazines. Preliminary plans were made for Sabbath em- 
phasis in 1971 denominational materials. The committee attempted to keep 
an eye on Sunday legislation with a view to informing our people and op- 
posing the enactment of any unjust laws. John Conrod, who was under ap- 
pointment to go out as a missionary, gave leadership to the committee 
throughout the year. 


Supervisory Committee 


During 1969 the Supervisory Committee and its Plainfield subcommittee 
met frequently to make necessary decisions relative to Publishing House main- 
tenance and operation. Under the resourceful and forward-looking guidance of 
Alton L. Wheeler, acting manager, the committee had far more items on the 
agenda of its meetings than can be referred to in this report. The figures in 
the statistical report of the manager of the Publishing House tell their own 
story of successful operation. 


Alertness to the physical condition of the building, the care of machinery, 
efficiency of production, and the welfare of employees has taken the time of 
the committee. In general, the print shop is in better physical condition than 
for many years, due largely to volunteer and dedicated service rendered. There 
is very little money available for repairs and maintenance, but what was avail- 
- able has been stretched to cover much. For example, the skylights had been 
repaired professionally in previous years but there was leaking in bad storms. 
Our office personnel and others did a very good job of repair with only a small 
outlay for materials. Faced with continued window breakage in the basement, 
some of our men installed well-supported screening over the window well the 
full length of the building, which has so far taken care of the situation at a 
cost for materials of only $120. The driveway and parking lot have also been 
improved. New electrical outlets were installed for the mailing service machines 
($235) and a hot water heater ($125), plus other lesser improvements. 

During the year the old Recorder Press accounts were closed out and the 
cash assets turned over to the treasurer. Progress was also made toward paying 
back some of the money previously borrowed. The Publishing House has eaaiaen 
on a very tight budget due largely to increasing cost of labor and materials, bu 
was able to break even by increased efficiency and by maintaining an oe 
job flow. Depreciation expense of $1,500 for the year was set asics for Sen 
term investment to be available for maintenance and replacement 0 oun 
Wages of employees were raised 5 percent as of October 1, and the committe 
authorized four-week vacations for those with 25 years setvice. 

Appreciation of the committee and board is hereby aoe o ogee 
and clerical employees for their faithful service, sometimes beyon

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CONSTITUTION 


Article I—Name and Object 


The name of this corporation shall be the “American Sabbath Tract 
Society,” and its object shall be to promote the observance of the Bibie 
Sabbath and the interests of vital Godliness and sound morality, and to 
print and circulate the religious literature of the Seventh Day Baptist 
Denomination of Christians. 


Article II.—Membership 


Section 1. All persons. who are members of the Seventh Day Baptist 
General Conference shall, by virtue of such membership, be members 
of this corporation for the corresponding Conference Year: provided, 
however, that in every case where such member shall be elected a trustee 
or officer of this corporation, his membership in this corporation shall 
continue until the expiration of the term for which he shall be elected 
trustee or officer as aforesaid. 

Any Seventh Day Baptist may become a member of this corporation 
for one year by the payment of one dollar to the Treasurer for that pur’ 
pose. 

Any Seventh Day Baptist may become a life member of this cor- 
poration by the payment to the Treasurer for that purpose of twenty- 
five dollars in not more than two payments, either by himself, or her- 
self, or by any member of his or her family. 


Section 2. Each “Life Member” shall be entitled annually to one 
thousand pages of tracts published by the corporation. Any other per- 
son contributing to the general fund, and any Life Member making a 
contribution to the general fund over and above his membership fee, 
shall be entitled to tracts published by the corporation, in value equal 
to the amount of such contribution. 


Article III.—Corporate Meeting 

Section 1. The Annual Meeting of the members of the corporation 
shall be held on the third first-day of the week in September, at a place 
and hour to be named by the Board of Trustees. Special meetings of the 
corporation may be called at any time by the Board of Trustees. 

Section 2. Notice of every meeting of the corporation shall be 
published in the Sabbath Recorder once in each issue for at least two 
issues immediately preceding the day fixed for such meeting. The notice 
of a Special Meeting shall set forth the nature of the business to be 
presented at such meeting. 


Section 3. Nine members of the corporation shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 


Section 4. Each member of the corporation shall be entitled to one 
vote. 


Article IV.—Trustees 


Section 1. The affairs of this corporation shall be managed by its 
Board of Trustees. One-third of the trustees shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business. Subject to this Constitution, the Board 
of Trustees may make By-Laws for the regulation of the affairs of the 
corporation. :

The trustees of this corporation shall be no 
thirty in number, and at least one of them shall be a resident of ne ae 
of New Jersey; they shall be elected annually by plurality vote from the 


members of the corporation, at the Annual Meeting of the corporation,

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Section 3. The Board of Trustees shall present at the Annual Meet- 
ing of the corporation a report for the year ending on the last day 
of December next preceding such Annual Meeting, verified by the President 
and Treasurer or by a majority of the trustees showing the whole 
amount of real and personal property owned by it, where located, and 
where and how invested, the amount and nature of the property acquired 
during the year immediately preceding the date of the report and the 
manner of its acquisition; the amount applied, appropriated or expended 
during the year immediately preceding such date, and the purposes, 
objects or persons to or for which such applications, appropriations or 
expenditures have been made; and the names and places of residence of 
the persons who have been admitted to life membership in the corporation 
during such year. Such report shall be filed with the records of the 
corporation, and an abstract thereof entered in the minutes of the pro- 
ceedings of the Annual Meeting. 


Section 4. In order to benefit from the advice and counsel of other mem- 
bers of the Corporation, the Board of Trustees shall from time to time ap- 
point Consultant Members whose duties, privileges and terms of office shall 
be set out in the by-laws. 


Article V.— Officers 


Section 1. At the Annual Meeting of the corporation, and from 
the Board of Trustees, the corporation shall elect by plurality vote a 
President, three Vice-Presidents, a Corresponding Secretary, a Recording 
Secretary, Assistant Recording Secretary, and Treasurer, who shall be 
President, WVice-Presidents, Corresponding Secretary, Recording Secretary, 
Assistant Recording Secretary, and Treasurer, both of the corporation 
and of the Board of Trustees, 


The officers shall serve for one year and until their successors are 
elected. Wacancies occurting during the year may be filled by the Board 
of Trustees. 


Section 2. The President shall preside at all meetings of the corpora- 
tion and of the Board of Trustees. One of the Vice-Presidents shall 
perform the duties of the President in his absence. 


Section 3. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspond- 
ence of the corporation and of the Board of Trustees. He shall prepare, 
eee the direction of the Board of Trustees, the Annual Report of such 
Board. 


Section 4. The Recording Secretary shall keep full and complete 
minutes of all meetings and proceedings of the corporation and of the 
Board of Trustees, and a Register of the Life Members of the corporation, 
and revise and correct such Register from time to time. All records of 
the corporation and of the Board of Trustees shall be open to the in- 
spection of any member of the corporation at all reasonable hours. The 
Assistant Recording Secretary shall perform the duties of the Recording 
Secretary in his absence, 


Section 5. The Treasurer shall have the custody of all funds be- 
longing to the corporation; he shall keep full, accurate, and complete ac- 
count of same; and he shall pay out such funds only as directed by 
the Board of Trustees. He shall report the condition of the Treasury 
to the Board quarterly; and he shall prepare the Annual Report required 
by Section 3 of Article IV. 


Section 6. In addition to the duties of this article specified, the officers 
shall discharge such duties as may be devolved upon them by law, by 
this Constitution, by the By-Laws, or by the Board of Trustees. 


Section 7. The Corresponding Secretary and Treasurer may receive 
such compensation for their services as the Board of Trustees may de- 
termine in advance. No other officer or trustee shall receive, directly 
or indirectly, any salary, compensation, or emolument, either as officer 
or trustee or in any other capacity, unless authorized in advance by the 
concurring vote of two-thirds of the trustees present at a legal meeting. 
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Section 8. No trustee or other officer shall be interested, directly 
or indirectly, in any contract relating to the operations conducted by the 
corporation or in any contract for furnishing supplies thereto. 


Article VI.— Annual Statement to Conference 


The Beard of Trustees shall cause to be prepared by the Correspond- 
ing Secretary and transmitted to the Seventh Day Baptist General Con- 
ference in time for its annual session, a statement of the work, praceed- 
ings, etc., of the corporation for year ending on the last day ‘of December 
next preceding such annual session. Am informal supplement covering a later 
period may be furnished Gefheral Conference for information. A copy of the 
Annual Report required by Section 3 of Article IV, or an abstract therefrom, 
shall be incorporated in, or-annexéd to, the Annual Statement to Conference. 
The Annual Statement to Conference shall be signed by the Corresponding 
Secretary and countersigned by the President or Recording Secretary. 


Article VII Amendments 


This Constitution may be amended by majority vote at any cor- 
porate meeting held in the State of New Jersey, provided the proposed 
amendment is included in the Annual Statement to Conference or in the 
notice of such corporate meeting published as required by Article III. 


BYLAWS 


Adopted by the Board of Trustees 
September 26, 1921 
As amended through April 19, 1970 


Article I. — Meetings of the Board of Trustees 


Section 1. Stated Meetings. The Board of Trustees will meet regu- 
larly on the third first-day of the week in September and on the second first- 
day of the week in December, March, and July at two o'clock in the after- 
noon at a place to be fixed by the Board of Trustees. 


Section 2. Special Meetings of the Board of Trustees may be called 
by the Recording Secretary when so directed by the Board, by order of 
the President, or on the request in writing of at least two trustees. 


Notice of Special Meetings shall be given to all trustees by mailing 
to each trustee, at least seven days before the day fixed for a special meeting, 
a copy of the notice of the meeting, which notice shall specify the time and 
place of meeting and the nature of the business to be considered. 


Section 3. The Order of Business at Stated Meetings of the Board 
shall be as follows:

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Section 4. Travel Expense for Board Members. In order to encourage 
attendance at duly called Board and Standing Committee ee) by 
members and consulting members who may live at a distance from 
the meeting place, such members shall be reimbursed, upon ee 
a suitable voucher furnished by the Treasurer, for a portion of t eir 
actual travel cost at a rate of $0.02 per mile. Any driver who carries 
additional members may request an equal additional amount for each 
member carried. 


Article II. — Reports and Minutes 


Section 1. The officers, editor, and committee chairmen reporting to 
this Board shall, whenever practicable, present their reports in such form 
that a copy of each such report may be put in the hands of each member 
of the Board present at the meeting when such report is presented and 
the Recording Secretary supplied with as many copies as he may require, 
reasonable cost of making such copies to be borne by the Board. 

Section 2. The Recording Secretary shall cause to be mailed to each 
member and consultant member of the Board as soon as practicable after 
each meeting of the Board a complete copy of the minutes of such 
meeting. A copy of the minutes shall be furnished to the President and 
Executive Secretary of the General Conference and, upon request, to officials 
of other incorporated boards and agencies of that body. The Recording 
Secretary shall report quarterly the names of non-Board members thus 
receiving the minutes. 


Article III. — Committees 


Section 1. At the first stated meeting of the Board after the annual 
meeting of the corporation, the president shall present his appointments to 
the standing committees subject to the approval of the Board. Committee 
members shall serve throughout the year or until their successors’ are duly 
appointed and approved. Wacancies during the year may be filled by appoint- 
ment by the president. 


Section 2. The president shall be a member in full standing of all com- 
mittees. 


Section 3. Each committee shall prepate and distribute minutes of its 
meetings to its members and the corresponding secretary. Each committee shall 
keep a record in a convenient form, excerpted from its minutes, of actions 
which are considered to represent policy, so that actions are not lost but may 
be referred to with ease. 


Section 4. Each committee shall be expected to furnish a written report 
to the Board at each regular meeting, and at such other times as the Board 
shall request, regarding the responsibilities with which it is charged. 


Section 5. The committees in this section shall constitute the standing 
committees of the Board. 


a. The Advisory Committee. Duties shall be consultation with and advice 
to the corresponding secretary and the editor of the Sabbath Recorder, tespon- 
sibility for official statements of editorial policy, publication and distribution 
of the Sabbath Recorder within budget items approved by the Board, and 
such other duties as may be referred to it. 


b. The Committee on Publications. Duties shall be to propose to the 
Board policies for the production and distribution of tracts and other literature, 
to recommend new material for publication, to maintain the supplies and 


devise procedures for wide distribution of published materials, and do such 
other tasks as are assigned to it. 


c. The Committee on Sabbath Promotion. Duties shall be to promote the 
observance of the Bible Sabbath and to assist laymen, pastors, churches, asso- 
ciations, and General Conference in such promotion by research, preparation 
and distribution of materials, sponsorship of Sabbath reform advertising, and 
recommendations regarding any activities which might diminish the legal, 
secular or worldly encroachment on the Sabbath. 
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d. The Committee on Audio and Visual Services. Duties shall be selection, 
preparation, purchase, storage and distribution of film sttips, tapes and other 
recordings suitable for loan og sale; purchase and custody of necessary equip- 
ment; and recommendation of policies for financially assisting Seventh Day 
Baptist organizations in radio and other media. 


e. The Supervisory Committee. Duties shall be supervision of and 
responsibility for all activities and personnel of the Seventh Day Baptist Pub- 
lishing House. No decision on purchase or disposal of items of major cquip- 
ment (over $1,000.00) and no decision on disposition of earnings shall be 
put into effect until approved by the Board on recommendation of this 
committee, : 

f. The Finance Committee. Duties shall be the care of all matters 
relating to the fimance of the Society's work (except the publishing house 
building and work). This shall include recommendations regarding budget, 
supervision” of permanent funds and other fixed assets, ditection of the work 
of the treasurer, arrangement of an annual audit of the Society books by a 
Certified Public Accountant. 

g. The Executive Committee. Duties shall be coordination of the work 
of the Society, advice to the president, necessary interim action in the name 
of the Board, and such other duties as shall be referred to it. 


Section 6. Special Committees. Other committees may be named at 
stated or special Board meetings to carry out specific assignments by the 
Board. When any such committee shall have delivered its report, it shall 
be automatically dissolved unless specifically continued by action of the Board. 


Article IV. — Corresponding Secretary-Editor 


The salaried position of the Corresponding Secretary shall be combined 
with that of the Editor of the Sabbath Recorder, and shall include certain 
duties and limitations listed below, in return for considerations offered 
through the annual budget. 


Section 1. Duties as Corresponding Secretary. 


a. To take care of all Tract Board correspondence with Advisory 
Committee consultation when necessary. 

b. To act as executive for the committees on Publications and Audio and 
Visual Services, or for other committees as voted by the Board. 

c. To accept, acknowledge if necessary, and fll orders for tracts as 
required. ar 

d. To make all possible use of clerical help provided by the Publishing 
House in any of the above duties. 

e. To attend such meetings of the committees of this Board as may seem 
advisable to him or may be requested by the committee in question, with 
necessary expenses paid by the Board when meetings are held outside the 
city of Plainfield. 

f. To prepare the supplementary statement, referred to in Article VI of the 
Constitution, for the information of the General Conference assembled for the 
period from January 1 to June 30 annually, such statement to be approved in 
advance by the Board. This statement might discuss such items as the current 
year’s committee activities, the progress to date on the Society’s program, and 
the hopes for the remaining months of the year. 


Section. 2. Duties as Editor of the Sabbath Recorder. 
a. To maintain accepted “style” on all copy submitted to the publisher. 


b. To support the established Recorder policy: As a principal denom- 
inational organ, the Sabbath Recorder is expected to support editorially ie 
policies and procedures of General Conference, or the Commission a 
interim. This applies to certain types of appeals for funds or pastors or 
positions, as well as denominational affiliation and other matters. 

e. To continue to solicit publishable material from individuals, churches, 
and official groups within the denomination. 
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d. To compose editorials regularly with efforts to make them Christian, 
timely, clear, concise, thoughtful, inspiring, and forceful. 

e. To refer all controversial matters to the Advisory Committee before 
publication. 

f. To attend and see that Conference is adequately reported. Funds 
for the same might be requested at the July Board meeting. 


g. To establish or build up present denominational news sources. 


h. To participate in the Associated Church Press as a representative 
for the Sabbath Recorder. 


i. To improve the Recorder in any manner possible by consultation 
with the Advisory Committee. 


Section 3. Statement of Editorial Policy for the Sabbath Recorder 


a. The majority point of view among Seventh Day Baptists as determined 
by the actions of the General Conference is always to be presented. 


b. The point of view of any considerable minority of Seventh Day 
Baptists shall be presented with due regard to space limitations and balance 
of material. 


c. Presentation of one’s own beliefs can be, and in the columns of the 
Sabbath Recorder should be, unaccompanied by attack upon the beliefs of 
those who have arrived at different conclusions, Articles containing attacks 
upon the beliefs or points of view of others shall not be accepted until the 
offending words, sentences or patagtaphs are deleted or rewritten to meet 
the requirements of this policy. Positive statements of the beliefs of minority 
groups will be accepted under the condition of policy under “b’. When the 
editor finds himself confronted with difficult decisions regarding publication 
of minority viewpoints and attacks on the beliefs of others, he shall be expected 
to consult the Advisory Committee. 

d. Long and elaborately involved articles cannot be accepted, — 


e. Materials addressed primarily to ministers or other specialized groups 
shall be avoided. 


f. No payment is authorized for contributions. 


g. Selection of articles to go in any specific issue of the Sabbath Recorder 
must be made for reasonable balance of types of material presented. 

h. The make-up of any specific issue of the Sabbath Recorder shall be 
the sole responsibility of the editor. 

i. The Advisory Committee shall have the final decision as to whether 
any article about which a question is raised by its author or any other te- 
sponsible person shall or shall not be used in the Sabbath Recorder. Before 
any material by a Seventh Day Baptist is finally rejected, it shall be referred to 
the Advisory Committee before being returned to the author. 


Section 4. Limitations as an Employee of the Tract Board. 


a. Not to accept outside employment. 


b. To plan in advance with the Advisory Committee any out-of-town 
engagements. 


c. Not to interrupt Publishing House production employees or discuss 


printing problems with them directly, but to deal with these problems 
through the manager, foreman or proof room. 


Section 5. Release Clause. Employment of the Corresponding Secre- 
tary Editor under the above terms shall continue until terminated by ar 
least 90 days’ written notice by either party. 


Article V. — Manager of the Publishing House 


Section 1. The salaried position of Manager shall include such duties 
and privileges as are outlined below. 


a. The Manager shall be responsible to the Supervisory Committee 
and shall furnish oral and written reports to it at regular intervals 
regarding Publishing House operations, finances and policy matters. 
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b. He shall have authority to make purchases necessary to maintain 
proper inventories of supplies and raw materials. Proposed purchase 


of equipment costing more than’ $300.00 shall be referred to the Super- 
visory Committee for approval. 


c. He shall try at all times to maintain levels of manpower and 
materials adequate to permit reasonable production efficiency in the 
Publishing House. 


d. He shall have authority to draw all checks in payment of invoices 
or other evidence of indebtedness, and shall arrange financing if necessary 
to take advantage of all cash discounts. 


e. He shall arrange for cash to meet the weekly payroll. 


f. He shall have authority.to hire or dismiss employees and to fix 
wages, salaries or other Compensation of all employees of the Publishing 
House excépt -his own. 


g. He shall maintain membership in and make report to the Printing 
Industries of Metropolitan New York, or a similar organization, in order 
to have the printing industry’s ratios on all items in the operating statement 
and balance sheet. 


h. He shall maintain an adequate cost system and adjust hour costs 
frequently to keep them in line with those of the printing industry. 

i. He shall approve estimates and establish prices for all printing in 
the plant. 


j. He shall cause all machinery to be maintained and repaired promptly 
to insure a minimum of lost time. 


k. He shall familiarize himself with bookkeeping and accounting 
procedures so that he can vouch for the correctness of all financial reports. 


1. He shall cooperate at all times by furnishing all books or other 
records for the inspection of an auditor duly appointed by the Supervisory 
Committee. 


m. At the close of the fiscal year, he shall submit an appropriate annual 
report to the Supervisory Committee. 


n. He shall follow the direction of the Supervisory Committee in 
matters of priority of denominational and commercial printing. 


o. He shall arrange for adequate insurance coverage on the Publishing 
House building and contents and shall arrange for a surety bond in an 
amount to be set by the Supervisory Committee. 


p. He shall provide for the proper maintenance and repair of the 
Publishing House and grounds. 


q. The powers and duties of the Manager shall not be limited to 
the foregoing specified duties but shall be such as pertain to a like position 
in similar organizations or such special or specific duties the Board 
through its Supervisory Committee may determine. 


Section 2. Release Clause. Employment of the Business Manager 
shall continue until terminated by at least 90 days’ written notice by 
either the Manager or by the Chairman of the Supervisory Committee, 
the latter countersigned by the President of the Board. 


Article VI. — Investments 


Section 1. The funds of the corporation shall be invested and re 
invested only as follows: 

a. In the stocks or bonds or interest bearing notes or obligations of 
the United States: of the State of New Jersey, or of any other state 
of the United States, which has not, within ten years previous to making 
such investment, defaulted in the payment of any part of either principal 
or interest of any debt authorized by the legislature of such state. 


b. In the bonds of any city or county of any state of the United States 
which have been issued pursuant to the authority of any law of any such state, 
provided that no such city or county has, within ten years previous to 
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making such investment, defaulted in the payment of any part of either 
principal or interest of any debt authorized ‘by law of such state, and pro- 
vided further that the total indebtedness of any such city or county 1s 
limited by law to ten per centum of its assessed valuation. 


c. In bonds and mortgages on unincumbered, productive, and improved 
real property in New Jersey. 

No investment in any bond and mortgage shall be made until after 
the report in writing of a committee of trustees charged with the duty of 
investigating the same, who shall certify the fee value of the real property 
(stating the value of land and buildings separately) and the annual rental 
value thereof, according to their best judgment. Such report shall be filed 
and preserved among the records of the corporation. 


The amount loaned shall in no case exceed 60 per cent of the fee 
value certified by the committee; but if the annual rental value so certified 
shall be less than 10 per cent of such fee value, then and in every such case, 
the amount loaned shall not exceed 60 per cent of a sum equal to ten times 
the certified annual rental value. 

d. Unless otherwise provided herein, in such securities as are legal 
investments for trust funds under the laws of the State of New Jersey. 

e. While awaiting investment, the permanent funds of the corporation 
shall be deposited in such banks, trust companies, or savings and loan 
associations as shall be approved by the Board, and in which deposits are 
insured up to the then existing legal limit by the Federal Government 
or any agency thereof. 


Section 2. No funds of the corporation shall be loaned, directly 
or indirectly, to any trustee or officer of the corporation, for himself or 
as an agent or partner of others. No trustee or officer of the corporation 
shall in any manner use any of the funds of the corporation except to 
make such current and necessary payments as are authorized by the Board 
of Trustees. No trustee or officer of the corporation shall be accepted as 


endorser or surety, or in any manner as obligator, for moneys loaned by 
the corporation. 


Section 3. Purchase or sale of securities shall be made only upon the 
written authorization of at least three members of the Finance Committee, 
such authorization to be preserved in the files of the treasurer at least until 
such time as the annual report of the Board has been approved by the 
corporation. 


Section 4. The Treasurer and either the President or one of the 
Vice-Presidents are hereby authorized to sell or assign securities registered 
or held in the name of the Society. 


Atticle VII. — Annual Statement to Conference 


A true copy of the Constitution and these By-Laws shall be appended 
to the Annual Report of the Board of Trustees and Statement to Con- 
ference, and shall be published in the Seventh Day Baptist Yearbook every 
fifth year beginning in 1965. 


Article VIII. — Consultant Members 


Section 1. In order to give effective voice to past trustees who find it 
impossible to travel regularly to Board meetings, to executive members of 
other Seventh Day Baptist boards and agencies, and to other particularly re- 
spected and/or gifted men or women who shall be members of the corporation 
at the time of their election, the Board of Trustees may appoint one ot more 
consultant members for a term of office and with duties and privileges as 
hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. Having expressed a willingness to serve if elected, and having 
been duly nominated by a trustee at any meeting of the Board, a consultant 
member shall be elected by simple majority of trustees present and voting, for 
a term of one year or until the next annual corporate meeting, 
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Section 3. A consultant member shall be accorded all the privileges of 
the floor, except that of voting, at. any Board meeting which he shall be able 
to attend. He shall be sent copies of all minutes of such mectings and shall 
be expected to offer unsolicited counsel on any appropriate matter by cor- 
respondence, especially when he cannot attend in person. 


Section 4. A consultant member elected to serve on any standing or special 
committee shall have all privileges of committee membership, including that 
of the vote. He is urged to correspond with the committee chairman on any 
appropriate matter. 


Article IX. ins Amendments 


These By-Laws may be amended at any Stated Meeting of the Board 
by vote of a majority of the members present at such meeting.

During the past year your president represented the Women’s Board at 
three Denominational Planning Committee meetings: one after Conference, with 
Commission members at Nyack, N. Y.; two in Plainfield, N. J. — one in 
October 1969 and one in March 1970. 

In December Mrs. Drake attended the Assembly of the National Council 
of Churches in Detroit, Michigan, as a denominational represcntative. 


The annual meeting of the Board of Managers of Church Women United 
met in St. Louis, Missouri, in March and our women were represented by the 
president. 


In May Mrs. Earl Cruzan, Mrs. L. L. Loofboro and Miss Marjorie Burdick, 
Board members, attended the “State Day of Unity’ at Madison, Wisconsin, 
planned by Church Women United of Wisconsin. 


An invitation was received from International Christian Women’s Fellow- 
ship of the Christian Church (Disciples of Christ) for the president or her 
representative to attend their Quadrennial Assembly in June, as a fraternal 
delegate. The invitation was declined with our regrets. 

In July Seventh Day Baptist women were represented by Mrs. Drake when 
she attended the North American Baptist Women’s Union executive meetings 
in Tokyo, Japan, which were held during the week preceding the Twelfth 
Baptist World Congress. 


Other matters of record: 
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At the request of Mrs. Edgar Bates, president of the Women’s Depart- 
ment of the Baptist World Alliance, a Christmas message was written for the 
department paper “Together.” Other articles and reports have been written 
from time to time whenever needed. 


Generous contributions from societies and individuals have made it 
possible to contribute to expenses involved for Joyce Conrod’s special training 
prior to her going to Malawi; to help finance Geoffrey Smith’s need to begin 
ministerial training in Jamaica; to complete our pledge to the Seventh Day 
Baptist World Federation for assistance in travel costs of delegates from other 
countries to the Federation, meeting and’ Conference in August 1971; to share 
costs with five pastors’ wives who attended the Missionary Pastors Institute with 
their husbands, in April; to contribute through the Missionary Board toward 
a fund which was making it possible for Sam Peters, in Jamaica, to return 
to his home~in-Guyana for a vacation and to assist with some of the work 
there this, summer; and to support the expanding program of the Summer 
Christian Service Corps. 


We express our thanks and appreciation to all.

COMMITTEE REPORTS 


Christian Culture and Publicity Committee— We have continued 
stressing Bible reading according to our denominational plan. A few women 
have written of their completion of the readings and the ‘help it has been 
to them. 


Following Conference at Nyack, N. Y., in August 1969, letters were writ- 
ten to women of other Seventh Day Baptist conferences abroad, sharing the 
highlights of that meeting. Previous to the Conference here in Milton in 1970, 
other letters will be sent to them. We are glad that several of these conferences 
have organized their women and have a Women’s Board. It is our hope that 
we may have women representatives from some of these conferences who 
find it possible to attend the meeting of the World Federation of Seventh Day 
Baptists, as well as our General Conference which will meet in New England 
in 1971. 

Correspondence has been carried on with a Mrs. B. Mary Suseela, of India, 
who is actively engaged in evangelistic work with her husband, Rey. B. John V. 
Rao, a Seventh Day Baptist missionary. Her appeals for financial aid have 
been very urgent, but we of the board, due to other obligations, were unable to 
meet her requests. Individually and through a church group some help has 
been given. 

A large number of packages of church school papers, religious pictures 
and helps have been sent to our missions in Malawi, Guyana, and Jamaica. 
Mabel West has been of great help in writing to the leaders about them. 

Correspondence and work have been carried on in reference to the moving 
of the Women’s Board equipment to the Colorado area, the method, insur- 
ance, etc. During the time it was here in Milton, insurance has been carried on 
it, and we are planning for coverage on it while in transit. Other wiork of 
the committee has been in cooperation with the Packet Committee, and some 
publicity of the attendance of board members at denominational and national 
meetings, and our president to the executive committee mectings of the 
North American Baptist Women’s Union, in Tokyo, Japan, and the meeting 
of the Baptist World Congress which follows in July 1970.

Team 
assignments were made after studying the references of applicants and the 
needs of the churches as indicated by their application forms. 


Our chairman will direct the evaluation meeting early in August at 
Camp Wakonda. We are planning a reunion at Conference of dedicated service 
personnel over the past six years since the start of the SCSC program in 1964.

OF THE SEVENTH DAY BAPTIST GENERAL CONFERENCE 
* BYLAWS 


ARTICLE I. Name. 


The name of this society shall be the Women’s Society of the Seventh Day 
Baptist General Conference. 


ARTICLE II. Object. 


The purpose of this society is to erfCourage the women of the denomination 
in the interests of Christian culture, to foster individual responsibility and 
united action in matters of Christian citizenship, to enlist and direct united 
efforts of the women in proj€écts of Christian service, and to stimulate interest 
in the various-entérprises of the denomination. 


ARTICLE Il. Membership. 


All women who are membets of a recognized Seventh Day Baptist church 
shall by virtue of such membership be members of this society. 


ARTICLE IV. Directors. 


The affairs of this society shall be managed by a Board of Directors con- 
sisting of twelve members of the society, which number may be increased as 
the society shall deem expedient. These directors shall be elected by plurality 
vote at each annual meeting of the society, and they shall serve until their 


successors take office. Vacancies occurring during the year may be filled by 
the board. 


The duration of the board in any single locality shall be approximately 
ten years, and it may be moved at such time as so requested by a two-thirds 
vote of the Board of Directors or by plurality vote of those present at the 
annual meeting of the Women’s Society. Whenever feasible, the new location 
of the board and the members thereof shall be determined a year in advance 
of its change, with the hope that representatives from the new board may 
attend at least quarterly meetings of the then present board during the year 
period — thus familiarizing themselves with the duties and forthgoing plans 
before assuming office. 


It shall be the duty of the board, and it shall have power, to make contracts, 
under and without seal, and to dispose of, manage, and apply funds in such 
a way and manner for such purposes as are consistent with the end and design 
of the institution of this society, as the members thereof shall and may from 
time to time direct. 


Any gift, donation, bequest, legacy made to said society and by the board 
accepted, shall be held by the Board of Trustees of the General Conference or 
trustees of the Memorial Fund and faithfully applied by the Board of Directors 
of the Women’s Society to the specific purpose or purposes designated by the 
donors or legators. 

Five of the directors shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. Subject to these bylaws, the Board of Directors may make bylaws for 
the regulation of the affairs of the society. 


ARTICLE V. Annual meeting. 

There shall be an annual meeting of the members of this society during 
the session of the Seventh Day Baptist General Conference at such time and 
place as the directors shall determine, or at such other time and in such place 
as the Board of Directors shall appoint, for the election of officers and for 
the transaction of such other business as may then be necessary or expedient; 
at which meeting the directors shall make full report of their doings, and 
the treasurer shall exhibit the state of the treasury. 

Special meetings of the society may be called at any time by the Board of 
Directors, by order of the president, or on the request in writing of at least 
two directors. The recording secretary shall proclaim the special meeting at 
least one week immediately preceding the date fixed for such meeting, and 
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such notice shall set forth the nature of the business to be presented at that 
meeting. 


ARTICLE VI. Officers. 

At the annual meeting of the society, and from the Board of Directors, 
the society shall elect by plurality vote a president, vice-president, corresponding 
secretary, recording secretary, treasurer, contributing editor to the Sabbath 
Recorder, and an editor for the Newsletter. These officers shall serve for one 
year and until their successors are elected. Vacancies occurring during the year 
may be filled by the Board of Directors. 

The president shall preside at the meetings of the society. The vice- 
president shall perform the duties of the president in her absence. The president 
or vice-president shall proclaim an Order of Business for the meeting of the 
society. By virtue of her office she shall be a member of the denominational 
Planning Committee, the Board of Managers of the General Department of 
Church Women United of the National Council of Churches, and of the 
Executive Committee of the North American Baptist Women’s Union. 

The corresponding secretary shall conduct the correspondence of the 
society. She shall prepare, with the approval of the Board of Directors, the 
annual report of such board, including the annual statement of the treasurer. 

The recording secretary shall keep full and complete minutes of all 
meetings and proceedings of the society. All records of the society shall be 
open to inspection of any member of the Board of Directors at any time. 

The treasurer shall have the custody of all funds belonging to the society; 
she shall pay out such funds only as voted by the Board of Directors, and all 
checks shall be countersigned by the president or some other member of the 
board designated for the purpose; she shall keep full, accurate, and complete 
accounts of the same. She shall report the condition of the treasury at each 
stated meeting of the board, and she shall prepare the annual statement for 
the annual report. 

In addition to the duties in this article specified, the officers shall dis- 
charge such duties as may develop upon them by law, these bylaws, or by the 
Board of Directors. 

No officer or director shall receive, directly or indirectly, any salary, com- 
pensation, or emolument, either as officer or director, or in any other capacity, 
unless authorized in advance by the concurring vote of three-fourths of the 
membets present at the annual meeting. 

No director or other officer shall be interested, directly or indirectly, in 
any contract relating to the operations conducted by this society or in any 
contract for the furnishing of supplies, or receive any loan from the society, 
or become sponsor for any loan. 


ARTICLE VII. Annual Statement to Conference. 


The Board of Directors shall cause to be prepared by the corresponding 
secretaty and transmitted to the Seventh Day Baptist General Conference, in 
time for its annual session, a statement of the work proceedings, etc., of the 
society for the year ending on the last day of December next preceding such 
annual session. A copy of the annual report, or an abstract therefrom, shall be 
incorporated in, or annexed to, the annual statement to the Conference. The 
annual statement to the Conference shall be signed by the corresponding secre- 
tary and by the president or recording secretary. 

Copies of this statement shall be sent to the executive secretary of the 
Seventh Day Baptist General Conference to be submitted to the Commission of 
the General Conference at its annual meeting prior to the General Conference. 
This statement shall include a budget for the ensuing year which has been 
submitted to the Commission at its midyear meeting. 


ARTICLE VIII. Amendments. 


These bylaws may be repealed, altered, or amended, at any annual meeting 
of the Women’s Society of the General Conference by a two-thirds vote of 
the members present, provided that notice in writing of such amendment shall 
be given at the last previous General Conference.

SEVENTH DAY BAPTIST MINISTRY 


The following procedures are recognized in the Seventh Day Baptist 
Ministry: (1) A church licen$es a person who has felt the call to the min- 
istry or who shows promise of service in this area. (2) A local church has 
the right to call as a pastor any person who it feels can give the needed 
leadership. (3) A church can also ordain if it feels a person is qualified 
for ordination. (4) Full accreditation can be granted by the General Con- 
ference only after a person has fulfilled service and educational requirements 
set up by the Conference. (See 1964 Yearbook, pp. 52-54, for requirements. )
